IHE  JULY  MEETING  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  was  held  at  the  Mid-America  Club  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  on 
Wednesday,  July  1,  1964,  beginning  at  9:30  a.m. 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  were  present:  Dr.  Martin  Van 
Brown,  Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  Mr.  Harold  R.  Fischer,  Mr.  Melvin  C. 
Lockard,  Mr.  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  Mr.  John  Page  Wham.  Mr.  Ray  Page 
and  Mr.  Lindell  W.  Sturgis  were  absent. 

Also  present  were  President  Delyte  W.  Morris,  Vice-President  J.  E. 
Grinnell,  Vice-President  Clarence  W.  Stephens,  General  Counsel  John  S. 
Rendleman,  Business  Manager  and  Treasurer  Robert  L.  Gallegly,  Assistant 
Director  of  Information  Service  C.  A.  Frazer;  Associated  Press  representative 
James  R.  Peipert,  reporters  Ben  Gelman,  Marion  R.  Lynes,  Chris  Agrella, 
Morton  Kondracue,  Richard  Philbrick;  and  Mrs.  Louise  Morehouse,  Re- 
corder for  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Chairman  presented  the  minutes  of  a  regular  meeting  held  May  28, 
1964,  copies  of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  members  of  the  Board  in 
advance  of  this  meeting.  On  motion  of  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  seconded  by 
Harold  R.  Fischer,  these  minutes  were  approved  as  presented. 

In  compliance  with  Part  II,  Article  V,  Section  5  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  notice  was  mailed  to  the  members  of  the  Board  on  June  16, 
1964,  of  the  intention  to  request  adoption  of  an  amended  version  of  Parts  II, 
III,  IV,  and  V  of  the  By-Laws  and  Statutes  at  this  meeting. 

President  Morris  indicated  that  the  revised  Statutes  were  drafted  by 
Provost  Harvey  Davis  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa,  submitted  to  the 
University  Faculty  for  specific  suggestions  for  changes,  reviewed  by  groups 
of  staff  and  faculty  members  from  both  campuses,  refined  by  the  University 
Council,  and  finally  approved  by  a  University  Faculty  vote  of  almost  three 
to  one.  He  stated  that  the  chief  changes  were  simplification  of  wording  and 
assimilation  of  Parts  IV  and  V  into  Part  III,  with  organization  around  four 
main  all-University  functions:  academic  affairs,  business  affairs,  student 
services,  and  area  services. 

On  motion  of  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  Van  Brown,  the 
Board  approved  the  revised  version  of  the  By-Laws  and  Statutes,  as  recom- 
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mended  by  the  administration.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown, 
Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay, 
none. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  this  was  the  time  and  place  for  considering 
bids  received  for  the  purchase  of  $3,250,000  Student  Union  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  A  of  1964,  and  $2,250,000  Student  Union  Revenue  Bonds, 
Series  B  of  1964,  of  Southern  Illinois  University  pursuant  to  a  Notice  of 
Sale  published  in  The  Bond  Buyer  on  June  16,  1964.  The  Secretary  presented 
publisher's  affidavit  of  publication  of  said  Notice  of  Sale  on  June  16,  1964, 
and  Trustee  Harold  R.  Fischer  made  a  motion  that  said  Notice  of  Sale 
as  so  published,  and  the  Official  Statement  prepared  by  Blyth  &  Co.,  Inc., 
Fiscal  Agents  for  said  Board  of  Trustees,  be  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed 
by  this  Board  of  Trustees,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Trustee  Melvin  C. 
Lockard  and  carried  by  the  following  vote:  Yea,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Davis, 
Mr.  Lockard,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont;  nay,  none;  absent, 
Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  the  bids  received  for  the  purchase  of 
$3,250,000  Student  Union  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  A  of  1964,  and  $2,250,000 
Student  Union  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  B  of  1964.  On  motion  of  Trustee 
Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Trustee  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the  Board 
accepted  the  low  bid  submitted  by  John  Nuveen  &  Co.  and  Associates 
for  the  purchase  of  said  Series  A  of  1964  Bonds.  The  motion  was  carried 
by  the  following  recorded  vote:  Yea,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Lockard, 
Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont;  nay,  none;  absent,  Mr.  Page, 
Mr.  Sturgis. 

Trustee  Kenneth  L.  Davis  made  a  motion  that  the  bid  of  John  Nuveen  & 
Co.  and  Associates  for  the  purchase  of  $750,000  Series  B  of  1964  Bonds  be 
accepted.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Trustee  Harold  R.  Fischer  and 
was  carried  by  the  following  recorded  vote:  Yea,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Davis, 
Mr.  Lockard,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont;  nay,  none;  absent, 
Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis. 

Trustee  Arnold  H.  Maremont  then  moved  that  the  bids  of  all  other 
bidders  be  rejected  and  all  other  good  faith  checks  presented  be  returned. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Trustee  Harold  R.  Fischer  and  was  carried  by 
the  following  recorded  vote:  Yea,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Lockard, 
Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont;  nay,  none;  absent,  Mr.  Page, 
Mr.  Sturgis.  The  motion  was  declared  unanimously  adopted  and  the 
Secretary  returned  to  all  unsuccessful  bidders  their  good  faith  checks. 

The  Secretary  then  stated  that  the  only  bid  received  for  the  purchase  of 
$1,500,000  Series  B  of  1964  Bonds  was  from  the  United  States  of  America, 
acting  by  and  through  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  Loan  Agreement  by  and  between 
the  United  States  of  America  and  this  Board  of  Trustees,  dated  December  1,  ' 
1963.  On  motion  of  Trustee  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Trustee 
Kenneth  L.  Davis,  said  bid  was  accepted  by  the  following  vote:  Yea,  Mr. 
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Wham,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Lockard,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont; 
nay,  none;  absent,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  and  read  the  Resolution  creating  an  issue  of 
$5,500,000  Student  Union  Revenue  Bonds  to  be  issued  in  Series  as  therein 
described.  A  copy  of  such  Resolution  was  placed  on  file  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  deposit  in  the  office  of  the  Board.  Such  Resolution 
was  read  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  after  full  discussion  thereof  Trustee 
Harold  R.  Fischer  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Trustee  Arnold  H.  Mare- 
mont, that  said  Resolution  as  read  be  adopted,  which  motion  carried  by 
the  following  vote:  Yea,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Lockard,  Dr.  Brown, 
Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont;  nay,  none;  absent,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  and  read  a  Resolution  establishing  charges 
for  the  use  of  and  for  the  service  supplied  by  the  new  Student  Union  Building 
on  the  campus  of  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Edwardsville,  Illinois.  A 
copy  of  this  Resolution  was  placed  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  deposit  in  the  office  of  the  Board.  On  motion  of  Trustee  Harold  R. 
Fischer,  seconded  by  Trustee  Martin  Van  Brown,  the  Board  adopted  the 
Resolution  as  read.  The  motion  was  carried  by  the  following  vote:  Yea, 
Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Lockard,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Mare- 
mont; nay,  none;  absent,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  and  read  a  Resolution  providing  for  the 
filing  of  a  bond  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University.  A  copy  of  such  Resolution  was  placed  on  file  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  deposit  in  the  office  of  the  Board.

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  ad- 
ministration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

APPROVAL    OF    POLICY    OF    RELIGIOUS    COUNCIL    FOR    EDWARDSVILLE 
CAMPUS 

At  the  January  23,  1964,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  uniform 
policy  regarding  the  use  of  land  by  religious  organizations  was  approved.  The 
policy  was  as  follows: 

Subject  to  final  approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  administration  is  authorized 
to  negotiate  for  the  grant,  lease,  or  conveyance  of  land  to  student  religious  organi- 
sations. The  location  of  the  lands  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  overall  University 
[land  use  policy  as  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  providing 
the  religious  organization  has  a  satisfactory  financial  condition;  that  the  organiza- 
tion is  an  approved  student  organization;  and  that  the  plans  for  the  buildings  or 
facilities  to  be  constructed  by  the  student  religious  organizations,  including  land- 
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scaping,  do  conform  to  the  architectural  and  engineering  standards  of  the  University 
buildings  and  grounds. 

Since  that  time  the  Religious  Council  for  the  Edwardsville  Campus  has  met  and 
prepared  a  policy  statement  regarding  its  relationship  both  to  the  faiths  represented 
therein  and  to  the  University.  This  policy  is  in  accord  with  the  official  policy  state- 
ment of  the  Board  approved  January  23,  1964.  Therefore,  it  is  requested  that  the 
Board  formally  note  its  approval  of  the  Religious  Council's  policy.  Their  policy 
follows: 

In  1960,  members  of  several  denominations  met  and  organized  the  University 
Religious  Council  for  Edwardsville  Campus  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  under 
unique  and  favorable  circumstances.  During  the  succeeding  months  planning  and 
actions  have  taken  place  that  not  only  involve  expenditure  of  considerable  sums, 
but  gradually  formulated  a  fresh  and  vital  force  for  a  religious  ministry  to  students, 
staff,  and  faculty  on  this  campus.  The  organization  incorporated  as  a  not  for  profit 
corporation  on  September  14,  1962,  known  as  the  Religious  Council,  Southern 
Illinois  University,  Edwardsville  Campus. 

In  recent  months  events  have  occurred  that  have  tested  the  basic  principles  and 
assumptions  of  the  Religious  Council.  In  view  of  the  questions  and  commitments 
that  have  been  made  and  are  now  being  re-examined,  we  feel  that  the  following 
reaffirmations  will  help  to  relieve  anxieties  and  reform  the  atmosphere  of  creative 
accomplishments : 

1.  The  Religious  Council  is  a  unified,  coordinating  board  of  directors  for  the 
religious  programs  on  the  campus  in  which  all  religious  groups  will  now  and  will 
continue  to  be  represented. 

2.  It  is  agreed  that  there  be  a  central  building  with  acceptable  facilities  as  the 
focal  point  for  this  cooperative  religious  ministry. 

3.  It  is  agreed  that  all  religious  groups  seeking  to  carry  on  a  ministry  on  the 
campus  be  represented  in  the  building,  share  in  the  expenses,  administration  and 
use  of  the  building  and  facilities. 

4.  It  is  agreed,  in  order  that  there  may  always  be  a  clear  understanding,  that 
Southern  Illinois  University  and  the  Religious  Council  will  communicate  with  one 
another  concerning  those  actions  and  decisions  that  affect  the  policy  or  program 
of  the  other.  It  is  agreed  that  criteria  for  recognizing  groups  who  intend  to  sponsor 
a  religious  ministry  on  the  campus,  and  the  criteria  for  expansion  of  religious  ministry 
of  a  group  are  matters  of  mutual  concern. 

5.  The  Religious  Council  reaffirms  its  intentions  and  objectives  as  declared  in 
Article  5  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation: 

The  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the  corporation  is  organized  are: 

A.  To  cooperate  with  university  officials  in  the  advancement  of  matters  of  mutual 
interest,  and  to  serve  as  a  clearing  house  in  subjects  of  common  concern;  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  provide  for  persons  attending  and  interested  in  Southern  Illinois 
University,  Edwardsville  Campus,  ways  and  means  to  receive  religious  and  moral 
instruction  and  entertainment,  having  due  regard  to  the  views  of  persons  of  dif- 
ferent religious  beliefs. 

B.  To  purchase,  erect,  or  lease  and  maintain  student  religious  centers,  lecture 
and  assembly  rooms,  reading  rooms,  club  rooms,  interfaith  chapels,  and  business 
offices,  and  to  equip  the  same  with  all  things  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  those  attend- 
ing or  interested  in  the  work  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  Edwardsville  Campus 
activities. 
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On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  the 
Board  approved  the  Religious  Council's  policy  statement  as  an  addition 
to  the  policy  previously  adopted  by  the  Board.  The  motion  was  carried  by 
unaninous  vote. 

CONSIDERATION  OF  OFFER  OF  LAND 

Following   is    a   letter   which   was   delivered    to   counsel   for   the   Board 
regarding  certain  property  on  the  Edwardsville  Campus:

In  order  to  eliminate  any  necessity  for  further  litigation  in  this  matter  and  as 
an  offer  of  compromise  in  this  case  I  shall  be  very  happy  to  make  a  gift  to 
Southern  Illinois  University  of  forty  acres  of  my  land  valued  at  $60,000.00 
(located  immediately  adjacent  to  lands  now  owned  by  Southern  Illinois  Uni- 
versity) upon  condition  that  this  suit  be  dismissed  and  the  University  agree 
that  it  will  not  seek  further  Condemnation  against  me,  Louise  K.  Gehring, 
Elizabeth  D.  Gehring,  Wilbur  E.  Gehring,  Gertrud  Kramer,  their  heirs  or 
assigns.

Legally  the  Board  is  the  only  one  who  can  accept  or  reject  gifts  in  the  name  of 
the  University.  Mr.  Gehring's  offer  of  forty  acres  of  land  is  conditioned  upon  the 
University  not  seeking  an  additional  two  hundred  acres  owned  by  him  and  members 
of  his  family  which  will  round  out  the  Edwardsville  acquisition  program. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  offer  not  be  accepted  since  the  Board  in  its  original 
decision  to  acquire  the  total  2,600  acres  selected  only  such  land  as  was  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  development  of  the  campus. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
the  Board  refused  to  accept  the  land  offered.  The  motion  was  carried  by 
unanimous  vote.

PROPOSED  RESOLUTION  CONCERNING  TRAFFIC  STUDY 

In  1956  the  State  Highway  Department  initiated  a  study,  known  as  the 
Lochner  Report,  of  traffic  conditions  in  and  about  the  City  of  Carbondale.  Because 
of  the  University's  deep  involvement  in  this  matter,  it  was  consulted  from  time  to 
time  during  the  study.  Because  of  the  unusual  growth  of  the  area,  the  Highway 
Department  now  wishes  to  update  its  study,  and  to  this  end  has  suggested  adoption 
of  the  following  Resolution  by  all  of  the  agencies  involved.  The  Resolution  is  self- 
explanatory  of  what  is  proposed  to  be  done  jointly  between  the  University,  the 
city,  the  county,  and  the  State  Highway  Department. 
Approval  of  the  following  Resolution  is  recommended: 

Resolution 
Whereas,  the  Carbondale  Area  has  experienced  a  dynamic  growth  within  the 
last  several  years,  and 

Whereas,  this  growth  has  created  an  urgent  need  for  a  new  evaluation  of  the 
I  transportation  requirements  within  the  area,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  of  mutual  benefit  to  the  City  of  Carbondale,  the  Southern  Illinois 
I  University,  the  County  of  Jackson,  and  the  State  of  Illinois  to  develop  a  compre- 
1  hensive  transportation  plan  for  the  Carbondale  Area;  now,  therefore, 

Be  It  Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  agrees  to  cooperate  with  the  State  in 
preparing  a  comprehensive  transportation  plan  and  in  a  continuing  planning  process 
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for  the  Carbondale  Area  and  that  this  resolution  be  considered  as  the  "memorandum 
of  understanding." 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  planning  process 
hereinabove  specified  and  referred  to,  the  Board  of  Trustees  agrees  to  the  formation 
and  establishment  of  certain  committees  having  composition,  function  and  respon- 
sibilities as  follows: 

Policy  Committee.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  local  elected  officials,  a  representative 
of  Southern  Illinois  University,  and  a  representative  of  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Highways.  Each  member  will  be  expected  to  reflect  the  official  position  of  his  con- 
stituent agency.  The  members  will  be: 

1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Jackson  County  or  his  designated 
representative. 

2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Carbondale  or  his  designated  representative. 

3.  The  President  of  Southern  Illinois  University  or  his  designated  representative. 

4.  The  District  Engineer  of  the  Illinois  Division  of  Highways  or  his  designated 
representative. 

The  policy  Committee  shall  elect  its  chairman,  and  appoint  a  Technical  Com- 
mittee. It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Policy  Committee  to  direct  and  administer 
the  preparation  of  a  comprehensive  transportation  plan  and  the  continuing  planning 
process  with  assistance  and  advice  from  the  Technical  Committee.  The  Illinois 
Division  of  Highways  representative  also  shall  advise  the  Policy  Committee  in 
matters  of  State  and  Federal  policies  and  regulations. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Technical  Committee  shall  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity 
to  the  Policy  Committee  and  also  shall  serve  as  Secretary  to  the  Committee. 

Specific  responsibilities  will  be  to: 

1.  Adopt  a  prospectus  and  work  program  for  the  comprehensive  transportation 
plan  and  the  continuing  planning  process. 

2.  Prepare  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  making  the  required  studies  and  reports  and 
make  recommendations  for  the  proration  of  the  local  share  of  such  cost  among  the 
participating  agencies.  Such  recommendation  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  supplemental 
agreement  to  be  adopted  by  each  of  the  agencies  contributing  financial  assistance 
to  the  studies. 

3.  Periodically  review  its  estimates  of  the  cost  of  accomplishing  the  required  work 
and  recommend  such  changes  as  are  necessary. 

4.  Review  each  major  phase  of  the  study  and  direct  the  Technical  Committee 
as  necessary. 

5.  Adopt  the  initial  short  and  long-range  transportation  plan,  including  priorities 
for  improvement. 

6.  Meet  as  necessary  after  the  preparation  of  the  initial  plan,  but  not  less  than 
annually  prior  to  budget  preparation,  to  review  all  materials  pertaining  to  changing 
transportational  needs  in  the  area  and  to  revise  the  plan  as  necessary. 

7.  Implement  its  plan  by  taking  steps  to  gain  official  acceptance  of  its  proposals 
by  the  governing  bodies  of  the  several  units  of  government  involved  and  by  the 
people  of  the  area. 

8.  Support  and  cooperate  with  other  planning  agencies  in  areas  of  mutual  interest 
such  as  updating  and  implementation  of  comprehensive  plans,  zoning,  subdivision 
design  and  controls,  official  maps,  and  capital  improvement  programs. 

9.  Exercise  all  other  functions  necessary  to  implement  the  continuing  planning 
process. 
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Technical  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  technical  representatives 
of  each  of  the  agencies  represented  on  the  Policy  Committee,  and  such  other  agencies 
as  may  provide  technical  assistance  or  technical  data  in  the  preparation  of  the  com- 
prehensive transportation  plan  and  the  continuing  planning  process. 

Additional  members  may  be  added  to  the  Technical  Committee  from  such  other 
agencies  in  the  planning  area  as  may  become  able  to  provide  technical  assistance  or 
data. 

The  Technical  Committee  shall  act  as  a  working  committee  under  the  direction 
of  the  Policy  Committee.  The  Illinois  Division  of  Highways  district  representative 
shall  act  as  chairman  of  this  committee  and  call  meetings  as  necessary  to  meet  the 
objectives  heretofore  stated.  The  chairman  of  the  Technical  Committee  also  shall 
serve  as  secretary  of  the  Policy  Committee. 

Minutes  of  all  committee  meetings  shall  be  kept  and  distributed  to  all  interested 
agencies  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Technical  Committee. 

Specific  responsibilities,  for  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Policy  Committee, 
will  be  to: 

1.  Inventory  and  analyze  existing  and  future  conditions  relating  to  the  following 
basic  elements: 

(a)  Economic  factors  affecting  development 

(b)  Population 

(c)  Land  use 

(d)  Transportation  facilities 

(e)  Travel  patterns 

(f)  Terminal  facilities 

(g)  Traffic  control  features 

(h)    Zoning  ordinances,  subdivision  regulations,  building  codes,  etc. 
(i)     Financial  resources 

(j)  Social  and  community-value  factors,  such  as  preservation  of  open  space, 
parks  and  recreational  facilities;  preservation  of  historic  sites  and  buildings;  environ- 
mental amenities;  and  aesthetics. 

The  responsibility  for  the  studies  concerning  the  ten  planning  elements  (a  through  j) 

shall  be  agreed  upon  at  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  inventory  and  work 

I  program.   Every  effort  shall  be  made  to  utilize  plans  and  data,   and  additional 

!  studies  will  be  undertaken  cooperatively  by  the  staffs  of  the  participating  agencies 

j  unless  there  is  need  for  specialized  assistance  from  outside  agencies.  Because  of  its 

|  responsibilities  and  resources,   the   Illinois  Division  of  Highways  will  assume  the 

responsibility  for  the  coordination  of  the  activities  of  the  study  and  the  preparation 

of  the  plan  in  cooperation  with  the  other  participating  agencies. 

The  Technical  Committee  will  report  its  findings  to  the  Policy  Committee  in  the 
form  of  a  prospectus,  work  program,  and  cost  estimate  for  the  recommended  studies. 

2.  Develop  and  evaluate  an  initial  comprehensive  transportation  plan  compatible 
with  the  continuing  planning  process. 

3.  Prepare  and  disseminate  pertinent  information  needed  by  governing  bodies, 
in  their  consideration  of  planning  proposals  and  improvement  programs,  and  for 
the  encouragement  of  public  understanding  and  support. 

4.  Prepare  recommendations  concerning  the  scheduling  and  financing  of  high- 
way improvements,  coordination  with  other  development  programs,  revision  of 
ordinances  and  regulations,  and  additional  legislation,  if  necessary. 

5.  Continue  collecting  and  analyzing  data  on  land  use,  travel  and  transportation, 
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and  related  facilities  by  appropriate  staffs  at  State  and  local  levels  in  order  to  keep 
abreast  of  all  conditions  as  they  change  from  those  initially  analyzed  and  forecasted. 

6.  Meet  as  necessary  to  review  information  and  data  collected  in  Item  5  and 
advise  the  Policy  Committee  on  the  status  of  the  comprehensive  transportation  plan 
and  the  continuing  planning  process. 

7.  Perform  all  other  functions  as  designated  by  the  Policy  Committee. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  President  Morris  or  his 
designated  representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Policy 
Committee. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  approval  of  this  resolution  by  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Highways  shall  be  considered  its  acceptance  of  the  provisions  and  objectives  con- 
tained herein  and  shall  constitute  an  agreement  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  State  for  the  preparation  of  the  comprehensive  transportation  plan  and  con- 
tinuing planning  process  for  the  Carbondale  Area. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  hereby  directed 
to  transmit  the  original  reproducible  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Division  of  High- 
ways through  its  District  Engineer's  Office  at  Carbondale,  Illinois.

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  van  Brown, 
the  Board  approved  the  award  of  contract  as  recommended.  The  motion 
was  carried  by  the  following  recorded  vote:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis, 
Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

RATIFICATION  OF  ACTION  ON  TAX-DEFERRED  ANNUITY  PROGRAM 

At  the  regular  meeting  held  May  28,  1964,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
authorized  the  administration  to  present  a  specific  plan  for  a  tax-deferred 
annuity  program  for  consideration  at  a  subsequent  special  or  regular 
meeting.  The  plan  document  was  mailed  to  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
was  approved  prior  to  this  meeting. 
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President  Morris  stated  that  approval  of  the  program  makes  a  unified 
program  among  all  the  state  universities,  enabling  faculty  and  staff  members 
to  move  from  one  location  to  another  with  no  loss  of  benefits.  He  requested 
ratification  by  the  Board  of  the  action  taken  by  mail. 

On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  the 
Board  ratified  action  taken  by  mail  to  approve  the  tax-deferred  annuity 
program,  to  become  effective  July  1,  1964.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea, 
Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr. 
Lockard;  nay,  none. 

President  Morris  then  requested  authorization  for  signing  contracts  with 
the  five  companies  selected  as  insurers  for  the  annuity  program. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
the  Board  authorized  the  President  of  the  University  to  sign  contracts 
implementing  the  tax-deferred  annuity  program.  The  motion  was  carried 
by  unanimous  vote. 

REPORTS  ON  CURRENT  AND  PENDING  MATTERS 

President  Morris  requested  that  the  Board  approve  the  following 
statement  delegating  special  authority: 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  hereby  authorizes 
Dr.  Delyte  W.  Morris,  President  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  to  act  in 
all  matters  and  to  sign  all  instruments  pertaining  to  the  application  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  by  this 
University  for  matching  funds  for  the  construction  of  a  television  facility 
near  Olney,  Illinois." 

On  motion  of  Melvin  G.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  approved  the  statement  recommended.  The  motion  was  carried  by 
unanimous  vote. 

President  Morris  indicated  that  a  letter  from  the  Civil  Defense  Agency 
requested  approval  for  the  selection  of  facilities  at  Southern  Illinois  University 
as  an  emergency  relocation  site  by  the  United  States  Army  Finance  Center. 
He  stated  that  approval  would  commit  the  use  of  facilities  in  case  of  an 
emergency,  and  that  it  seemed  desirable  to  locate  a  Finance  Center  on  a 
university  campus  because  of  the  availability  of  machine  bookkeeping  and 
computing  equipment. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
the  Board  approved  the  request  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea, 
Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr. 
Lockard;  nay,  none. 

President  Morris  stated  that  the  Board  previously  had  authorized  the 
administration  to  negotiate  with  two  private  investors,  Mr.  Cherry  and 
Mr.  Reeves,  who  were  interested  in  the  construction  of  dormitories  in  the 
southeast  part  of  the  city.  This  action  was  taken  at  the  regular  meeting 
held  April  26,  1963.  Subsequently,  agreements  were  made  with  these  two 
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parties  to  become  agents  of  the  University  to  construct  dormitories  on 
University-owned  land  on  a  lease-back  basis.  Difficulties  had  been  encoun- 
tered, and  Mr.  Reeves  wished  to  sell  his  land  to  the  University  for  a  total 
of  $124,500.  President  Morris  recommended  that  the  Board  refuse  Mr. 
Reeves'  offer  and  follow  the  original  agreement.  No  formal  action  was 
taken,  but  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  members  of  the  Board  that  this  pro- 
cedure was  satisfactory. 

President  Morris  next  indicated  that  the  University  had  received  a  formal 
resolution  from  the  Carbondale  City  Council,  requesting  that  the  University 
yield  a  strip  of  right-of-way  to  make  possible  the  widening  of  Mill  Street 
from  Illinois  Avenue  to  Oakland  Avenue.  He  stated  that  the  resolution 
also  requests  that  the  University  bear  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  widening 
project.  President  Morris  recommended  that  the  wording  of  the  resolution 
be  changed  to  show  that  the  University  was  willing  to  yield  right-of-way 
as  necessary  to  widen  the  street;  further,  that  the  Board  could  bear  one-half 
the  cost  of  widening  only  by  seeking  funds  from  the  Legislature.  After 
consideration  and  discussion,  the  Board  deferred  action  concerning  the 
proposed  two-part  resolution  submitted  by  the  Carbondale  City  Council, 
with  the  request  that  a  specific  plan  be  submitted  at  the  August  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

For  information,  President  Morris  read  a  telegram  sent  by  Congressman 
Kenneth  Gray  stating  that  the  loan  of  $10,200,000  for  construction  of 
University  Park  and  the  high-rise  dormitories  had  been  approved.  No 
action  was  requested. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board  at  this  time, 
Trustee  Harold  R.  Fischer  made  a  motion  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned 
until  August  7,  1964,  at  9:30  a.m.,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Trustee 
Melvin  C.  Lockard  and  unanimously  carried. 
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HE  AUGUST  MEETING  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Board  in  Carbondale,  Illinois,  on 
Friday,  August  7,  1964,  beginning  at  9:30  a.m.

The  Chairman  presented  the  minutes  of  a  regular  meeting  held  July  1, 
1964,  copies  of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  members  of  the  Board  in 
advance  of  this  meeting.

Discussion  was  held  concerning  procedures  for 
handling  common,  repetitive  items  and  submission  of  purchase  requisitions 
to  the  Executive  Committee  for  partial  purchases  under  encumbrance 
authorizations.  It  was  agreed  to  defer  decision  as  to  procedure  until  Mr.

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  ad- 
ministration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

proposed  elimination  of  fee 

There  is  listed  in  the  General  Information  Bulletin  a  $1.00  fee  for  com- 
pleting an  incomplete  course.  The  Registrar's  Office,  Carbondale  Campus,  states 
that  traditionally  a  student  is  required  to  pay  the  fee  unless  a  statement  from  the 
University  Physician  indicates  his  inability  to  take  the  final  examination  because 
of  illness. 

In  past  years,  when  the  University  was  basically  an  undergraduate  institution 
and  it  was  to  be  expected  that  a  student  could  start  and  finish  a  course  to  coincide 
with  the  beginning  and  ending  of  a  quarter,  this  fee  was  no  doubt  justified.  However, 
there  are  now  many  types  of  courses  for  which  incomplete  grades  are  commonly 
submitted  at  the  end  of  a  quarter.  The  registrars  of  both  campuses  feel  that  this  fee 
has  become  no  more  than  a  nuisance  charge,  principally  affecting  students  seeking 
transcripts. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  approve  the  elimination  of  the  $1.00  fee  for 
completing  an  incomplete  course,  effective  with  the  Fall  Quarter,  1964. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  Van  Brown,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
the  Board  approved  the  elimination  of  the  fee,  as  recommended.  The  vote 
was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis, 
Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

WAIVER  OF  TUITION  AND  FEES 

The  Federal  Government,  through  the  Department  of  Labor,  has  made  a 
grant  to  the  University  for  credit  course  work  for  students  enrolled  in  the  Counselor 
Trainees  and  Youth  Advisors  Training  Program.  The  grant  covers  the  expenses  of 
the  program,  which  started  July  20.  The  Department  of  Labor  has  taken  the  position 
that  this  grant  reimburses  the  University  for  the  tuition  and  fees  of  the  trainees,  as 
well  as  for  the  other  costs  of  the  program.  Since  the  provisions  of  the  grant  are 
generous,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  considerable  merit  in  this  position. 

It  is  requested  that  waiver  of  individual  tuition  and  fees  for  all  students  enrolled 
in  this  program  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  retroactive  to  July  20,  1964. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  the 
Board  approved  the  waiver  of  tuition  and  fees  requested.  The  vote  was 
as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.

CONSIDERATION    OF    ALTERNATE    A,    SITE    DEVELOPMENT     PHASE    I,    ED- 
WARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

On  March  6.  1964,  the  Board  of  Trustees  awarded  a  contract  for  Phase  I 
of  the  Site  Development  Work  in  the  amount  of  $1,710,418.07  to  the  Bituminous 
Fuel  and  Oil  Company  of  East  St.  Louis.  The  award  was  made  subject  to  the  con- 
tractor granting  an  extension  to  reinstate  Alternate  A  for  extension  of  Entrance 
Road  "B"  to  Highway  66.  This  alternate  has  now  been  extended  to  August  28,  1964. 
However,  the  land  over  which  it  is  to  be  located  has  not  as  yet  been  acquired. 

We  should  like  to  accept  the  alternate,  contingent  upon  obtaining  the  necessary 
land  for  the  construction  of  this  road. 

A  tabulation  of  bids  received  March  3,  1964,  and  a  summary  sheet 
showing  contracts  awarded  and  recommended,  was  presented.  A  copy  of 
these  documents  was  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

President  Morris  indicated  that  a  contract  of  agreement  had  now  been 
signed  to  acquire  the  land  required  for  the  extension  of  Entrance  Road  "B" 
to  Highway  66  By-Pass.  He  presented  the  administration's  recommendation 
for  the  award  of  contract  to  the  low  bidder,  Bituminous  Fuel  &  Oil  Co., 
East  St.  Louis,  Illinois,  in  the  amount  of  $121,657.85.

INCREASE  OF  STUDENT  ACTIVITY  FEE  FOR  MEDICAL  BENEFIT  FUND 

On  July  24,  1950,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  an  increase  of  the  Student 
Activity  Fees  of  $1.00  per  quarter,  effective  the  fall  quarter  of  1950.  On  November  5, 
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1954,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  another  increase  of  SI. 00  per  quarter  to  bring 
the  Student  Activity  Fee  to  $9.50  per  quarter,  designating  $3.15  to  be  distributed 
to  the  Medical  Benefit  Fund.  In  each  instance  the  increase  was  approved  to  enable 
the  Health  Service  to  provide  essential  services  to  students. 

It  is  recommended  that  effective  the  beginning  of  the  winter  quarter,  1964-65, 
the  Student  Activity  Fee  be  increased  by  $1.00  per  quarter  for  a  total  Student  Activity 
Fee  of  $10.50  per  quarter  for  each  full-time  graduate  and  undergraduate  student 
and  for  designated  part-time  students  and  special  program  enrollees  in  Southern 
Illinois  University.  $4.15  per  quarter  is  to  be  distributed  from  the  Student  Activity 
Fee  by  formula  to  the  existing  Medical  Benefit  Fund.

ACQUISITION  OF  LAND 

In  order  to  make  land  acquisition  authority  readily  accessible  and  to 
organize  this  authority  into  a  compact  series  of  resolutions  clearly  stating  the  land 
to  be  acquired  and  the  authority  granted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  four  resolutions 
have  been  heretofore  offered  to  and  adopted  by  the  Board  covering  respectively  two 
areas  within  the  City  of  Garbondale  on  the  east  side  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
tracks,  and  all  property  within  the  City  of  Garbondale  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  tracks  and  ail  the  unacquired  property  located  to  the  west 
of  Little  Grassy  Lake.  All  of  this  property  was  within  the  approved  Master  Plan 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  final  resolution  in  this  series  is  now  offered. 
With  one  exception,  it  includes  all  land  immediately  south  of  the  Garbondale  city 
limits  included  in  the  Master  Plan,  together  with  properties  within  the  city 
limits  which  were  omitted  from  the  other  resolutions  because  they  were  in  the 
process  of  acquisition  at  the  time.  The  one  tract  omitted  will  be  submitted 
separately,  if  necessary;  an  accurate  legal  description  of  it  is  not  now  available. 
The  properties  in  process  of  acquisition  are  included  here  in  order  to  secure  cer- 
tified acquisition  authority  for  filing  with  the  Illinois  Building  Authority,  pre- 
liminary to  requesting  that  body  to  supply  purchase  funds  for  these  properties.

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  desirable  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  to  condense  into  a  limited  number  of  resolutions  the  authority  heretofore

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University,  a  body  politic  and  corporate  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  regular  session 
assembled,  that  it  is  hereby  determined  that  it  is  necessary  and  desirable  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  acquire  title  to  and  possession  of  the  following  described  real 
property,  which  real  property  is  required  and  needed  for  the  expansion  of  the  Carbon- 
dale  Campus  of  Southern  Illinois  University  and  for  the  educational  purposes  of 
that  Campus,  to-wit:

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved  That  the  University  administration  be  and  they  hereby 
are  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  negotiate  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  said 
Board  of  Trustees  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  hereinabove  described  real  property 
for  the  purchase  thereof  by  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  if  reasonable  offers 
of  purchase  based  on  able  appraiser  opinion  are  refused  by  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  tracts  that  the  University  Administration  is  hereby  further  authorized,  em- 
powered and  directed  to  institute  proceedings  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
to  acquire  title  to  and  possession  of  the  said  property  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
accordance  with  the  eminent  domain  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois.

REPORTS  ON  CURRENT  AND  PENDING  MATTERS 

President  Morris  briefly  reviewed  for  the  members  of  the  Board 
previous  discussions  related  to  the  location  of  a  branch  office  of  the  U.S. 
Forest  Service,  Division  of  Research,  on  University-owned  land.  He  indicated 
that  the  Forest  Service  had  sought  funds  for  a  building  and  had  now  obtained 
an  appropriation  for  architectural  planning,  necessitating  approval  of  a  speci- 
fic site  for  the  construction  of  such  building.  Using  a  chart  of  the  area, 
President  Morris  indicated  two  sites  under  consideration  and  recommended 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Site  #2,  to  be  leased  to  the  Forest  Service  on  a 
long-term  basis. 

On  motion  of  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  Van  Brown,  the 
Board  approved  Site  #  2  for  the  location  of  the  proposed  forestry  research 
building.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Mare- 
mont, Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

President  Morris  discussed  with  the  Board  various  locations  proposed  for 
construction  of  housing  for  middle-income  groups,  under  the  terms  of 
Federal  Housing  Act,  Section  221 -D3.  At  his  request,  General  Counsel 
John  S.  Rendleman  specified  five  tracts  of  land  which  had  been  considered 
for  such  housing.  He  indicated  that  the  most  desirable  tract  was  south  of 
Reservoir  Road,  requiring  annexation  of  most  of  the  campus  to  the  City  of 
Carbondale  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Act  to  build  such 
housing  within  the  city  limits. 

The  Board  discussed  the  implications  of  annexation  to  the  City  and 
concluded  that  the  question  of  annexation  should  be  considered  independ- 
ently of  any  consideration  of  building  sites  for  middle-income  housing.  No 
action  was  taken.

In  accordance  with  the  new  Statutes  recently  approved  by  the  University 
Faculty  and  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  geographical  vice  presidents 
have  been  replaced  by  functional  vice  presidents. 

It  is  now  fitting  to  express  deep  personal  appreciation  to  both  Vice-President 
Grinnell  and  Vice-President  Stephens,  our  former  chief  operating  officers,  for  the 
heroic  work  they  have  done  at  Carbondale  and  Edwardsville,  respectively,  in  guiding 
the  two  major  campuses  through  periods  of  rapid  growth  and  complex  readjustments.

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ESTABLISHMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  SCHOLARSHIPS 

By  previous  actions,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  established  125  four-year 
tuition  scholarships  annually  at  the  Carbondale  Campus  and  a  like  proportion  of 
four-year  scholarships  annually  at  the  Edwardsville  Campus. 

In  order  to  stimulate  attendance  at  the  junior  colleges  in  Illinois  and  to  encourage 
the  most  qualified  graduates  of  junior  college  programs  to  attend  Southern  Illinois 
University,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  establish  fifty  two-year 
tuition  scholarships  annually  for  the  most  deserving  graduates  of  junior  college  pro- 
grams in  Illinois.  The  administration  of  this  program  will  be  handled  by  the  appro- 
priate staff  members,  in  accordance  with  policies  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Scholarships 
and  Loans  Committee  of  the  University,  and  in  cooperation  with  appropriate 
academic  divisions  of  the  University. 

President  Morris  briefly  outlined  for  the  members  of  the  Board  the  various 
ways  in  which  the  University  had  attempted  to  encourage  the  growth  of 
junior  colleges  in  Illinois.  He  indicated  that  provision  of  scholarships  for 
superior  junior  college  graduates  would  seem  to  be  a  tangible  and  specific 
way  of  expressing  the  University's  sincerity  in  acknowledging  the  importance 
of  junior  college  programs.

On  November  9,  1961,  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  and  directed  that 
an  application  be  made  to  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  of  the  Federal 
Government  for  a  loan  of  $4,000,000  to  finance  one-half  the  estimated  cost  of  con- 
struction of  Phase  II  of  the  University  Park  Residence  Halls  Project.

CONSIDERATION  OF  BIDS  FOR  ELECTRICAL  DISTRIBUTION  MODIFICATIONS, 
CENTRAL  CAMPUS  AREA,  CARBONDALE  CAMPUS 

The  switch  breaking  gear  at  the  University  sub-station  is  insufficient  to 
handle  the  present  possible  power  fault.  Proposals  were  received  August  27,  1964, 
for  the  general  and  electrical  construction  work  relating  to  modifications  of  the 
electrical  distribution  system  which  will  eliminate  the  possibility  of  discontinuance 
of  electrical  power  to  major  portions  of  the  campus  and  will  provide  proper  switch 
breaking  gear. 

A  tabulation  of  all  proposals  received,  together  with  Summary  Sheet  No.  1  showing 
the  recommendation  of  the  University  Architect  for  the  award  of  contracts  for  this 
work,  is  attached  hereto.

CONSIDERATION  OF  BIDS  FOR  UTILITIES  RESERVOIR  NO.  1,  EDWARDSVILLE 
CAMPUS 

There  is  attached  hereto  a  tabulation  showing  all  proposals  received  on 
September  3,  1964,  for  the  general  construction  work  for  Utilities  Reservoir  No.  1 
on  the  Edwardsville  Campus.  The  lake,  which  covers  approximately  eighty  acres, 
will  be  used  as  a  source  of  cooling  water  for  the  air  conditioning  condensers,  in  lieu 
of  a  conventional  cooling  tower. 

The  recommended  contract  award  of  $246,874.00  is  4%  above  the  engineers'  cost 
estimate  for  the  project. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  approve  the  award  of  contract  in 
the  amount  of  $246,874.00  to  the  low  bidder,  Fruin-Colnon  Contracting  Company 
of  St.  Louis,  Missouri.

PRE -FINANCING  OF  COST  REIMBURSEMENT  CONTRACTS 
Under  the  commitments  of  various  cost  reimbursement  contracts  with 
various  Federal  agencies,  including  AID,  Peace  Corps,  and  Department  of  Labor, 
the  University  must  finance  the  current  payroll  and  other  expenditures  authorized 
and  directed  under  these  contracts  from  its  own  resources.  On  the  basis  of  expenditure 
reports,  the  University  is  later  reimbursed  for  allowable  direct  and  indirect  costs. 

The  rapid  expansion  of  the  University  into  these  activities  has  exhausted  the 
limited  available  resources  existing  for  the  purpose  of  pre-financing  these  contracts 
and  has  caused  the  administration  to  examine  various  methods  of  fulfilling  this  need. 

Normally  a  substantial  balance  in  the  form  of  investments  and  cash  exists  in  the 
overall  Restricted  Fund  group  of  accounts,  due  largely  to  the  practice  in  many 
research  and  instructional  grants  of  the  various  grantors  pre-paying  the  grant  amounts 
upon  execution,  or  in  advance  installments. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  President  of  the  University  be  authorized  to  consider 
the  total  resources  of  the  Restricted  Fund  group  of  accounts  as  a  unit  for  the  purpose 
of  pre-financing  cost  reimbursement  grants  and  contracts  with  total  Restricted  Fund 
resources  available,  and  to  utilize  these  resources  when  in  his  judgement  it  is  necessary 
and  appropriate  to  do  so  to  fulfill  contract  obligations. 

On  motion  of  Ray  Page,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  the  Board 
tabled  the  recommendation  made  by  the  administration  until  the  next 
regular  meeting;  further,  the  Board  directed  that  investigation  be  made  as 
to  how  other  universities  are  handling  the  pre-financing  problem.

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CONSIDERATION    OF    BIDS    FOR    HEATING REFRIGERATION    PLANT,    ED- 

WARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

Bids  were  received  on  August  21,  1964,  for  various  components  of  con- 
struction of  the  heating  and  refrigeration  plant  for  the  Edwardsville  Campus.  A 
tabulation  of  all  proposals  received,  together  with  summary  sheet,  is  attached  hereto. 
We  are  recommending  acceptance  of  the  low  bidders  for  the  total  project  cost  of 
$1,112,469.00,  plus  a  contingency  allowance  of  $11,125.00,  for  a  total  project  cost  of 
$1,123,594.00.  We  are  recommending  the  rejection  of  the  bids  on  the  control  system 
work.  The  low  bid  for  this  work  was  $51,463.00,  which  is  92.02%  over  the  engineers' 
estimate  of  $26,800.00.  Re-bidding  this  portion  of  the  work  will  not  affect  construction 
progress.  The  award  of  the  other  work,  minus  the  contingency,  is  4.51%  over  the 
engineers'  estimate  of  August  18,  1964.

RENTAL  OF  CLASSROOM  SPACE,  EDWARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

The  University  will  be  unable  to  commence  operations  on  the  Edwardsville 
Campus  until  the  fall  of  1965.  In  the  meantime,  however,  facilities  at  the  Alton  and 
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East  St.  Louis  Centers  are  greatly  crowded.  In  addition,  it  would  be  desirable  to 
begin  the  orientation  of  students  toward  the  Edwardsville  Center.  For  these  reasons 
it  has  seemed  advisable  to  attempt  to  provide  classroom  space  for  the  offering  of 
courses  in  the  Edwardsville  area  commencing  with  this  fall. 

Negotiations  have  been  conducted  with  the  Edwardsville  Community  Unit  School 
District  No.  7,  Madison  County,  for  the  use  of  seventeen  classrooms,  together  with 
restrooms,  entry  ways,  lobbies,  corridors,  administrative  office  space,  and  parking 
areas  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  evenings  from  5:20  p.m.  to  10:20  p.m. 

A  report  was  presented  which  showed  the  estimated  cost  per  square 
foot  for  classroom  space,  hall  space,  and  restroom  space.  Based  on  use  by 
the  University  for  a  total  of  585  hours  per  academic  year,  application  of 
such  estimated  cost  figures  resulted  in  a  total  of  $21,459.67  for  lease  of  space, 
exclusive  of  parking  areas.  The  administration  then  presented  the  following 
lease  for  approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

CONTRACT  FOR  USE  OF  CLASSROOM  SPACE 
IN  EDWARDSVILLE  JUNIOR  AND  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

This  agreement  made  this day  of ,  1964,  by  and  be- 
tween the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  hereinafter  called  the 
University  and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Edwardsville  Community  Unit  School 
District  No.  7,  Madison  County,  Edwardsville,  Illinois,  hereinafter  called  the  School 
Board,  Witnesseth: 

Whereas,  The  Parties  hereto,  being  mutually  interested  in  developing  educational 
programs  in  the  Edwardsville  area,  desire  to  cooperate  in  the  furtherance  of  such 
educational  programs,  and 

Whereas,  The  School  Board  is  willing  to  provide  the  classroom  space  and  building 
facilities  necessary  for  the  University  to  initiate  and  carry  out  an  educational  program 
in  higher  education  in  the  Edwardsville  area  during  the  1964-65  academic  year, 

Now  Therefore,  the  Parties  hereto,  in  consideration  of  the  payment  by  the  Univer- 
sity to  the  School  Board  of  the  sum  of  twenty-two  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
sixteen  dollars  ($22,716)  hereby  mutually  agree  according  to  the  following  terms  and 
conditions  as  hereinafter  set  forth: 

1.  Space  to  be  Provided.  The  School  Board  shall  furnish  to  the  University  for  higher 
educational  purposes  the  following  identified  classrooms  in  the  Edwardsville  Junior 
and  Senior  High  School  Buildings,  together  with  restrooms,  entry  ways,  lobbies, 
corridors,  administrative  office  space  and  parking  areas  necessary  and  incident  to  the 
use  thereof:  Junior  High  School  Classrooms:  101.  102,  103,  104,  108,  201,  202,  203, 
204,  205,  206.  207,  208,  209,  210,  211,  and  the  Senior  High  School  music  room. 

2.  Period  and  Time  of  Use.  The  period  of  use  by  the  University  of  the  above  identified 
space  during  the  1964-65  academic  year  shall  commence  on  or  about  the  15th  day 
of  September,  1964  and  terminate  on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  June,  1965,  provided, 
however,  that  the  period  of  use  for  rooms  210  and  211  shall  not  commence  until  the 
Winter  Quarter  on  or  about  the  2nd  day  of  January,  1965.  The  University  shall 
occupy  and  use  the  aforesaid  classroom  space  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
evenings  between  the  hours  of  5:20  p.m.  and  10:20  p.m.  except  that  the  music  room 
shall  be  used  on  Tuesday  evenings  between  7:30  p.m.  and  9:30  p.m. 

3.  Payment.  The  University  shall  pay  as  rental  to  the  School  Board  for  the  use  of  the 
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above  identified  classroom  space  the  sum  of  $20,651  and  in  addition  thereto,  an 
administrative  fee  based  on  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the  rental  in  the  sum  of  $22,716. 
Payment  by  the  University  to  the  School  Board  shall  be  made  in  full  on  or  about  the 
15th  day  of  September,  1964. 

4.  University  Responsibility  for  Students.  The  University  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  regulations  with  reference  to  the  conduct  of  University  students 
on  the  premises. 

5.  Damage  to  Premises.  The  University  shall  be  liable  for  all  damage  to  the  premises, 
in  excess  of  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  arising  out  of  the  use  thereof  by  the  University. 

6.  Administrative  Space.  The  School  Board  shall  provide  the  University  such  adminis- 
trative space  as  is  reasonably  necessary  and  suitable,  which  space  shall  later  be 
selected  and  agreed  upon  between  the  respective  administrative  representatives  of 
the  Parties  hereto. 

7.  Insurance.  The  School  Board  shall  provide  liability  insurance  incident  to  use  of 
the  premises  by  the  University,  its  Faculty,  Students  and  other  Personnel,  and  any 
additional  premium  required  therefore  shall  be  paid  by  the  School  Board,  the  same 
having  been  heretofore  understood  to  be  included  in  administrative  expense. 

8.  Janitor  Service.  The  School  Board  shall  provide  necessary  Janitor  Service  and 
clean-up  as  necessitated  by  use  of  the  premises  and  buildings  by  the  University. 

9.  University  Administrative  Liaison.  The  University  shall  appoint  one  of  its  faculty  or 
staff  as  an  administrative  liaison  between  the  University  and  the  administrative 
representative  of  the  School  Board  which  administrative  liaison  is  hereby  designated 
as  George  T.  Wilkins. 

10.  Traffic  Control  and  Parking  Area  Supervision.  The  University  shall  furnish  necessary 
police  personnel  to  control  traffic  and  supervise  the  Junior  High  School  Parking  Area. 

11.  Cooperation.  The  parties  hereto  shall  each  cooperate  with  the  other  in  carrying 
out  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  contract.

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  adminis- 
tration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

DOCTORAL   PROGRAM  IN   PHYSICAL   AND    MATHEMATICAL  SCIENCES 

We  recommend  approval  of  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  program  in  Physical 
and  Mathematical  Sciences  which,  subject  to  approval  by  the  State  of  Illinois  Board 
of  Higher  Education,  will  enable  us  to  make  our  contribution  to  the  large  supply  of 
scientists  needed  in  university  teaching  and  research,  in  industry,  and  in  government. 
During  the  1965-67  biennium  the  new  Physical  Science  and  Technology  Buildings 
will  become  available  for  use  and  will  provide  physical  facilities  which  will  enable 
us  to  move  beyond  the  master's  degree  level  and  to  round  out  the  doctoral  program. 
The  Department  of  Chemistry  has  carried  on  doctoral  work  for  several  years,  but 
has  been  proceeding  cautiously  and  accepting  only  a  small  number  of  candidates 
until  more  space  and  equipment  become  available  to  it.  Our  recent  North  Central 
Association  consultants  recommended  emphasis  on  doctoral  work  in  both  pure  and 
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applied  physical  and  mathematical  sciences  at  the  earliest  date  possible.  We  therefore 
regard  the  development  of  advanced  work  in  pure  and  applied  physical  and  mathe- 
matical sciences  as  our  highest  priority  in  new  instructional  programs.  Permission 
to  plan  in  this  area  the  full  use  of  the  new  buildings,  acquisition  and  installation  of 
equipment,  and  assignment  and  recruitment  of  staff  will  allow  us  to  proceed  on  a 
sound  educational  and  fiscal  basis. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  the 
Board  approved  a  program  in  Physical  and  Mathematical  Sciences  leading 
to  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree,  subject  to  approval  by  the  State  of 
Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education.

4.  That  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University,  shall  cause  to  be  filed,  with  the  Bank  of  Edwardsville,  and  the 
Edwardsville  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution,

INTERNAL  REVENUE  SERVICE  RULING  ON  TAX  SHELTERED  ANNUITY 

For  the  protection  of  our  employees  it  is  considered  advisable  to  apply  for 
a  letter  ruling  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  to  whether  the  tax  sheltered 
annuity  program  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  effective  July  1,  1964,  meets 
the  requirements  of  Sections  403a  and  403b  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  Pursuant 
thereto,  it  is  recommended  that  we  retain  the  law  firm  of  Pope  and  Driemeyer 
of  East  St.  Louis  to  compile  and  present  this  application.  This  is  the  same  firm  of 
tax  lawyers  which  procured  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  ruling  on  the  exempt 
status  of  the  University.  The  Internal  Revenue  Service  requires  that  one  of  the 
members  of  the  firm  be  given  our  Power  of  Attorney  to  execute  the  requisite  docu- 
ments, and  for  this  purpose  the  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption 
by  the  Board:

CONSIDERATION   OF   RENOVATION   OF  INTERIM  EDWARDSVILLE   SERVICE 
CENTER  (WAGNER  PLANT) 

On  October  3,  1963,  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  the  purchase  of  the 
Wagner  Electric  property  for  $75,000  and  rehabilitation  of  $25,000.  The  purchase 
is  being  made  by  Contract  for  Deed  through  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Founda- 
tion in  five  annual  payments  of  $15,000  each.  The  Wagner  Electric  Company  paid 
to  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation  $7,500  on  the  acquisition  date, 
representing  proceeds  from  an  insurance  settlement  for  storm  damages  to  the  roofs 
of  the  buildings  which  occurred  just  prior  to  the  purchase  date. 

The  rehabilitation  funds  of  $32,500,  representing  Permanent  Improvement  funds 
of  $25,000  from  the  University's  operating  appropriations  and  $7,500  from  the 
insurance  proceeds  of  the  Foundation,  have  been  committed  for  the  following : 

Phase  I — Current  Occupancy 

Repair  or  replacement  of  roofs  on  all  buildings  to  prevent  further  de- 
terioration of  the  facilities  and  particularly  the  roof  decking  $19,107 

Minimal  renovation  to  Building  196  to  allow  occupancy  by  the  Library 
for  storage  and  limited  processing  purposes  and  to  provide  Public  Services 
for  the  fall  classes  scheduled  at  the  Edwardsville  Junior  High  School  6,433 

Minimal  renovation  to  portions  of  Buildings  194,  197,  and  199  to  allow 
occupancy  by  Textbook  Rental,  University  Stores,  General  Stores,  Surplus 
Property,  and  Central  Receiving,  as  the  present  facilities  used  on  the 
Edwardsville  site  are  inadequate  for  efficient  handling  and  storage  of 
material  3,460 

General  extension  and  reworking  of  the  electrical  distribution  system 
necessary  to  activate  the  facilities  for  occupancy  of  the  above  functions  3,500 

Total  $32,500 

Proposed  Phase  II — Preservation  of  the  Exterior  of  Buildings 

The  Interim  Edwardsville  Service  Center  has  been  unoccupied  since  1957.  The 
exterior  masonry  walls  have  collected  water  and  have  undergone  serious  deterioration 
both  to  the  exterior  and  interior  surfaces  because  of  poor  drainage.  Except  for  the 
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repair  or  replacement  of  roofs,  the  renovation  work  in  Phase  I  did  not  provide  for 
the  rehabilitation  and  preservation  of  the  exterior  of  the  buildings. 

The  Associate  University  Architect's  Office  estimates  the  costs  for  rehabilitating 
and  preserving  the  exterior  of  the  buildings  would  be  as  follows: 

Masonry  and  tuckpointing  $18,818 

Replacement  and  repair  of  gutters  800 

Waterproofing  1,993 

Carpentry  repairs  4,250 

Glazing  and  caulking  3,287 

Cleaning  and  painting  5,110 

Miscellaneous  1,418

LIBRARY  ADMINISTRATION  AND  TECHNICAL  SERVICES OFFICE  AND  WORK  AREA 

The  Library  at  Edwardsville,  encompassing  administration,  technical  services, 
and  public  circulation  services  for  the  Edwardsville  evening  program,  is 
currently  operating  at  two  locations.  The  administrative  offices  and  work  areas  for 
ordering,  cataloging,  binding,  etc.,  are  housed  inadequately  in  two  frame  residences 
and  a  garage  located  on  Bluff  Road  on  the  Edwardsville  site.  The  public  circulation 
services  for  students  and  faculty  members,  including  reading  area  and  open  stack 
facilities,  and  general  storage  for  books  which  cannot  be  housed  in  the  limited 
library  space  at  the  Alton  and  East  St.  Louis  Centers,  are  located  at  the  Edwardsville 
Service  Center. 

Included  in  the  Movable  Equipment  Funds  to  be  provided  through  the  Illinois 
Building  Authority  is  $400,000  for  the  acquisition  of  books  for  the  Lovejoy  Memorial 
Library.  In  addition,  funds  available  from  General  Revenue  Funds  for  the  purchase 
of  books  amount  to  $140,000.  Since  for  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year  the  library 
staff  will  be  actively  involved  in  the  acquisition  and  storage  of  these  books,  it  is 
believed  this  responsibility  can  be  more  effectively  carried  out  if  the  offices,  work 
areas,  and  storage  areas  are  provided  at  one  location. 

ACCOUNTING,  AUDITING,  AND  DISBURSING OFFICE  SPACE 

The  external  audit  firm,  Peat,  Marwick,  Mitchell  and  Company,  has  suggested 
that  a  Disbursing  Department  comparable  to  the  department  established  approxi- 
mately two  years  ago  on  the  Carbondale  Campus  would  strengthen  internal  business 
operations  control  on  the  Edwardsville  Campus. 

The  Disbursing  Department  would  perform  such  functions  as  the  following: 
(1)  pre-audit  all  vouchers,  (2)  sign  all  checks,  (3)  disburse  all  checks,  (4)  control 
the  delivery  of  all  payroll  checks.  These  functions  are  presently  being  performed  by 
personnel  in  the  Purchasing  and  Auditing  Departments. 

If  the  suggestion  of  the  external  audit  firm  for  establishing  a  Disbursing  Department 
is  followed,  it  should  be  housed  separately  from  the  Purchasing  and  Accounting 
Departments,  but  close  enough  to  facilitate  the  transmittal  of  vouchers  and  checks 
to  expedite  disbursement  and  delivery  of  payments.  Purchasing  is  presently  located 
at  the  interim  Edwardsville  Service  Center.  The  Accounting  and  Auditing  Depart- 
ments do  not  have  sufficient  space  in  the  quarters  they  now  occupy  on  the  Edwards- 
ville site.  If  space  at  the  interim  center  were  made  available,  it  would  improve  the 
services  of  all  four  departments:  Purchasing,  Accounting,  Auditing,  and  Disbursing. 
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MECHANICAL  MAINTENANCE  SPACE 

The  Edwardsville  Campus  has  never  had  an  adequate  mechanical  maintenance 
facility.  Maintenance  services  for  trucks,  automobiles,  tractors,  and  other  Physical 
Plant  equipment  have  been  provided  by  local  service  agencies  from  Contractual 
Services  funds.  It  is  believed  mechanical  services  can  be  more  effectively  and  econ- 
omically performed  by  the  University. 

STORAGE  AREAS 

Phase  I  and  Phase  II  provide  physical  storage  for  Surplus  Property,  Textbook 
Rental,  University  Stores,  New  Building  Movable  Equipment,  and  Construction 
Contractors'  materials.  It  is  anticipated  that  portions  of  these  areas  may  have  to  be 
committed  to  office  purposes  in  the  future,  which  would  require  additional  renovation 
work. 

Proposed  Phase  IV — Use  After  Occupancy  of  New  Buildings,  Fall  Term,  1965 

The  office  space  suggested  for  the  library  in  the  interim  Edwardsville  Ser- 
vice Center  later  after  occupancy  of  the  Lovejoy  Memorial  Library  by  them  would 
be  occupied  by  the  Auxiliary  and  Service  Enterprises  Department  currently  housed 
on  the  Edwardsville  site.  The  work  and  storage  space  of  the  Library  would  be 
occupied  by  Textbook  Rental  and  University  Stores,  thus  freeing  their  presently 
used  areas  of  the  service  center  for  general  storage  purposes.  These  changes  can  be 
made  without  incurring  additional  costs. 

It  is  recommended  the  Board  of  Trustees  approve  the  proposed  use  of  the  Interim 
Edwardsville  Service  Center  and  authorize  the  additional  rehabilitation  work  at 
this  time  in  the  amount  of  $35,676,  which  represents  a  cost  per  square  foot  of  $1.68 
computed  as  follows:

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  the 
Board  authorized  the  administration  to  proceed  with  additional  rehabilita- 
tion and  renovation  requested.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis, 
Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay, 
none.  Mr.  Maremont  requested  that  from  time  to  time  the  Board  be  advised 
as  to  the  expenditures  made. 

CONSIDERATION     OF     BIENNIAL     BUDGET     REQUESTS     FOR     OPERATIONS, 

1965-1967 

Copies  of  the  "Biennial  Budget  for  Operations — Analysis  of  Increases 
Requested"  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1965,  were  presented  by 
President  Morris.  At  his  request,  Budget  Officer  Clifford  R.  Burger  appeared 
before  the  Board  and  explained  item  by  item  the  figures  presented,  pointing 
out  specifically  those  amounts  which  were  mandatory  or  fixed.  The  Board 
then  considered  the  detailed  budget  requests  for  operations. 
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On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  the 
Board  approved  the  biennial  budget  requests  for  operations,  with  authoriza- 
tion granted  to  President  Morris  to  make  adjustments  agreed  upon  by  the 
administration  and  the  staff  of  the  State  of  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion. The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont, 
Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

CONSIDERATION   OF  BIENNIAL  BUDGET  REQUESTS  FOR  CAPITAL  APPRO- 
PRIATIONS 

President  Morris  next  presented  copies  of  "Capital  Appropriations 
Budgets — Carbondale  Campus  and  Edwardsville  Campus"  and  requested 
Vice-President  Rendleman  to  explain  the  requests  for  capital  funds. 

Mr.  Rendleman  briefly  explained  the  various  items  included  for  Carbon- 
dale  Campus,  based  on  Instruction  Facilities,  Research  Facilities,  Service 
Facilities,  Related  Services  and  Development  as  requested  for  1965-66  and 
for  1966-67.  For  the  Edwardsville  Campus,  he  explained  each  item  requesed 
for  Completion  of  Phase  I,  Phase  2  of  Stage  I,  and  Stage  II.  The  Board  then 
considered  the  detailed  budget  requests  for  capital  appropriations. 

After  discussion  and  consideration,  the  Board  determined  that  additional 
information  was  desirable  and  necessary  before  approval  could  be  given 
for  the  biennial  budget  requests  submitted.  No  formal  action  was  taken. 

DESIGNATION    OF   AGENT   FOR   HIGHER   EDUCATION    FACILITIES    ACT    OF  | 
1963 

Copies  of  the  following  resolution  were  presented  by  President 
Morris,  with  a  request  for  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Resolution 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Congress  has  enacted  the  Higher  Education  Facilities 
Act  of  1963  (Public  Law  88-204)  to  provide  grants  for  the  construction  of  academic 
facilities  for  institutions  of  higher  education;  and 

Whereas,  Title  I,  Section  104  of  Public  Law  88-204  makes  specific  grants  for, 
the  construction  of  academic  facilities  for  institutions  of  higher  education  other  than 
a  public  community  college  or  a  public  technical  institute;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  needs  and  can ; 
utilize  such  grants  for  the  construction  of  educational  facilities  under  Title  I,  Section 
104  of  Public  Law  88-204;  now,  therefore, 

Be  It  Resolved  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  shall 
make  application  to  the  Secretary  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  Office  of 
Education,  for  and  to  secure  said  grants  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  academic; 
facilities  under  Title  I,  Section  104  of  Public  Law  88-204;  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University, 
has  legal  authority,  is  willing  and  is  in  a  position  to  accept  and  administer  said 
grants  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  said  Act  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  thereunder,  and  that  Delyte  W.  Morris,  President,  be  and  he  is  hereb) 
authorized,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University 
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to  do  and  perform  any  and  all  acts  and  things  which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  foregoing  resolution. 

At  the  request  of  President  Morris,  Vice-President  John  S.  Rendleman 
explained  that  under  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  88-204  there  is  available 
$11,000,000  in  Illinois,  of  which  $2,000,000  is  for  two-year  schools.  He 
indicated  that  under  the  terms  of  the  Law,  the  University  must  have  funds 
available,  or  must  have  requested  funds  for  a  building  before  an  application 
for  forty  per  cent  of  the  total  cost  of  the  building  can  be  considered.  He 
further  indicated  that  a  grant  by  the  Federal  Government  would  necessarily 
be  contingent  upon  the  allocation  of  State  of  Illinois  funds. 

On  motion  of  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented  by  the  administration.  The  vote 
was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis, 
Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

REPORTS  ON  CURRENT  AND  PENDING  MATTERS 

At  the  request  of  President  Morris,  Vice-President  Rendleman  briefly 
reviewed  for  the  Board  the  status  of  the  transfer  of  properties  to  the  Univer- 
sity from  the  Illinois  Baptist  State  Association.  He  indicated  that  to  date 
it  had  been  impossible  to  obtain  clear  title  to  the  building  located  at  the 
corner  of  Grand  Avenue  and  South  Thompson  Street,  and  that  the  adminis- 
tration was  currently  working  for  an  escrow  payment.  The  Board  accepted 
the  report  for  the  records. 

At  the  March  6,  1964,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Board 
requested  that  University  Architect  Charles  M.  Pulley  make  a  comparison 
of  unit  costs  for  construction  on  the  Carbondale  and  Edwardsville  campuses. 
At  that  time  the  administration  indicated  that  such  comparison  could  be 
made  at  the  time  bids  were  received  for  the  Science  Building  at  Carbondale. 
A  report  was  presented  showing  a  comparison  of  total  costs  for  the  Carbon- 
dale Science  Building  and  the  Edwardsville  Science  Building.  A  copy  of  the 
report  was  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

At  the  March  6,  1964,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  report  was 
made  concerning  a  claim  made  by  the  Air  Force  for  the  return  of  funds 
accumulated  by  the  University  as  a  result  of  providing  cadet  uniforms  by 
commutation,  rather  than  issue  in  kind.  At  that  time  the  administration 
was  authorized  to  leave  the  decision  of  ownership  of  such  funds  to  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction.  At  the  request  of  President  Morris,  Vice-President 
Rendleman  reported  briefly  that  independent  counsel  had  advised  that  to 
bring  suit  in  this  matter  would  be  futile.  He  indicated  that  the  money  would 
not  be  refunded  to  the  Air  Force,  but  would  be  used  to  purchase  various 
items  of  clothing  for  members  of  the  Air  Force-ROTC  unit. 

President  Morris  reported  to  the  Board  that  the  Mayor  of  Carbondale  had 
again  requested  that  the  University  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  consider 
annexation  of  the  Carbondale  Campus  to  the  City  of  Carbondale.  It  was 
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the  consensus  of  the  members  of  the  Board  that  the  administration  should 
set  out  all  the  conditions  which  might  affect  the  problem  of  annexation  and 
present  such  report  to  the  Board  for  consideration  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

President  Morris  reported  briefly  on  the  termination  of  negotiations  with 
the  City  of  Edwardsville  for  the  purchase  of  water  for  the  Edwardsville 
Campus,  and  the  University's  plans  for  construction  of  a  water  treatment 
plant.  He  indicated  that  engineering  consultants  had  estimated  that  to 
supply  and  operate  water  treatment  facilities  would  be  much  more  economi- 
cal than  to  purchase  water  from  the  City  of  Edwardsville.  No  action  was 
taken  on  the  report. 

President  Morris  explained  that  a  mid-year  salary  increase  program, 
effective  with  the  January  payroll,  was  being  considered.  He  asked  if  any 
member  of  the  Board  had  objections  to  such  a  plan,  which  he  indicated  was 
dependent  upon  (a)  final  winter  term  enrollments,  (b)  the  condition  of  the 
budget  at  that  time,  and  (c)  agreement  by  the  staff  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
Board  of  Higher  Education.  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  that  such  a  program  should  be  considered,  but  no  formal  action  was 
taken. 

President  Morris  reported  briefly  his  attendance  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Land-Grant  Colleges,  at  which  legislation  to  provide  funds 
for  research  in  forestry,  water  resources,  and  other  programs  was  discussed. 
He  indicated  that  he  felt  it  might  be  wise  to  attempt  to  attain  land-grant 
status  for  Southern  Illinois  University  in  the  next  legislative  ssesion.  Vice- 
President  Rendleman  was  requested  to  look  into  the  matter  and  report  to 
the  Board  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3  p.m.

EXCHANGE  OF  LAND  WITH  GIANT  CITY  STATE  PARK 

In  order  to  straighten  and  align  the  common  boundary  of  the  Little  Grassy 
Campus  with  Giant  City  State  Park  the  73rd  General  Assembly  passed  enabling 
legislation  in  Senate  Bill  1183.  This  bill  provided  that  within  thirty  days  after  the 
Board  of  Trustees  conveys  certain  portions  of  its  Little  Grassy  Campus  which  jut 
into  the  Park  land  to  the  Department  of  Conservation,  State  officials  are  authorized 
to  convey  to  the  Board  certain  portions  of  Giant  City  Park  which  jut  into  the  Little 
Grassy  Campus.  This  will  align  the  south  and  southeast  boundaries.  Legislation  will 
be  sought  in  the  next  General  Assembly  to  enable  similar  adjustment  of  the  west  and 
northwest  boundaries  where  land  acquisition  was  incomplete  during  the  last  legislative 
session.

AMENDMENT  OF  AIRPORT  OPERATOR'S  LEASE  AND  RENTAL  OF  AIRPOR 

CLASSROOM  FACILITY 

The  Board  is  already  aware  of  the  aircraft  mechanics  classroom  facili 
planned  for  the  Southern  Illinois  Airport.  The  Airport  Authority  sold  revenue  bom; 
for  the  financing  of  this  project  on  November  30,  1964,  and  is  ready  to  award  co> 
tracts  for  construction,  the  bids  on  which  are  already  in  hand.  It  is  appropriate 
this  time  to  formalize  the  agreement  of  the  Board  to  rent  the  facility  from  the  Airpo 
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Authority  on  a  biennial  basis  for  such  time  and  for  such  rental  as  required  to  retire 
the  revenue  bonds.  This  is  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Fixed  Base  Operator's 
Lease  already  held  by  the  Board  on  the  airport.  This  lease  was  originally  written 
between  the  Airport  Authority  and  private  corporate  operators  and  assigned  to  the 
Board.  The  amendment  therefore  includes  a  redrafting  of  other  provisions  of  the 
operator's  lease  to  fit  present  circumstances,  with  no  material  change  except  that 
the  new  basic  term  will  be  for  ten  years  from  the  present  or  until  retirement  of  the 
revenue  bonds,  whichever  is  later,  instead  of  a  basic  term  often  years  from  March  31, 
1958.  The  following  resolution  is  therefore  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  Board 
at  this  time: 

Resolution 
Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in  regular 
session  assembled,  that  the  amendment  of  the  agreement  with  the  Southern  Illinois 
Airport  Authority  with  reference  to  a  fixed  base  operation  at  Southern  Illinois 
Airport  to  provide  for  lease  of  a  classroom  facility  to  be  erected  thereat  by  the  Au- 
thority by  the  addition  of  the  following  new  section  to  the  said  agreement  be  and  is 
hereby  approved  by  the  Board: 

(20)  The  Owner  agrees  to  construct  a  classroom  facility  at  the  said  airport  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  furnished  by  the  Board,  construction  to  begin 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  execution  of  this  Agreement.  Said  classroom  facility  shall 
be  constructed  on  a  site  described  as  follows: 

General  Description:  Situated  in  the  Southwest  Quarter  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of 
Section  31,  Township  8  South,  Range  1  West  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian, 
Jackson  County,  Illinois. 

Detail  Description:  Beginning  at  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of 
Section  31,  aforesaid,  thence  East  along  the  Section  line,  a  distance  of  890.76  feet 
to  a  point  situated  225.50  feet  West  of  the  intersection  of  the  said  Section  line  and 
the  center  line  of  the  entrance  road  to  Southern  Illinois  Airport;  thence  Northwesterly, 
with  a  deflection  angle  of  120°  31',  a  distance  of  448.13  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning 
for  this  description;  thence  Northeasterly,  with  a  deflection  angle  of  90°  00',  a  distance 
of  400.0  feet  to  a  point;  thence  Northwesterly,  with  a  deflection  angle  of  90°  00', 
a  distance  of  180.0  feet  to  a  point;  thence  Southwesterly,  with  a  deflection  angle 
of  90°  00',  a  distance  of  400.0  feet  to  a  point;  thence  Southeasterly,  with  a  deflection 
angle  of  90°  00',  a  distance  of  180.0  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

It  is  agreed  that  all  financing,  legal,  and  construction  costs  therefor  will  be  met 
by  the  sale  of  Owner's  revenue  bonds.  The  Owner  further  agrees  that  said  classroom 
facility  shall  become  an  additional  property  leased  to  the  Board  as  of  the  date  the 
Bond  Resolution  requires  the  first  deposit  of  revenue  in  any  account  established  by 
said  Resolution,  and  the  Board  agrees  to  lease  said  classroom  facility  as  of  that  date 
for  a  term  expiring  on  June  30  of  the  next  odd  numbered  year,  subject  to  renewal 
as  hereinafter  provided.  This  lease  of  additional  property  is  agreed  to  be  subject  to 
all  terms  of  the  Fixed  Base  Operator's  lease  into  which  it  is  hereby  inserted  except 
those  in  conflict  with  this  paragraph.  The  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  main- 
tenance, upkeep,  repair  and  adequate  property  insurance  of  the  premises  during 
its  period  of  tenancy  thereof,  and  further  shall  pay  all  charges  for  utilities  including 
without  limiting  the  generality  thereof  the  cost  of  gas,  water,  electricity,  etc.  The 
first  installment  of  rental  attributable  to  said  classroom  facility  shall  be  due  on  that 
date  provided  twenty  (20)  days  prior  notice  has  been  theretofore  given  to  the  Board 
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by  the  Owner,  and  shall  be  in  the  amount  required  for  debt  service  from  that  date 
to  the  next  June  30.  Future  rentals  for  said  facility  for  remaining  years  of  that  term 
or  during  any  extension  hereof  shall  be  paid  annually  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  by  July  31 
of  the  applicable  fiscal  year,  and  shall  be  in  the  amount  required  for  debt  service 
for  that  fiscal  year.  Such  rental  shall  continue  on  the  same  basis  throughout  each 
extension  of  this  Agreement  which  may  be  made  until  retirement  of  the  said  revenue 
bonds  and  no  longer,  and  the  Owner  agrees  to  retire  said  revenue  bonds  as  soon  as 
may  be  and  to  devote  all  of  said  rental  together  with  interest  during  construction 
and  any  interest  derived  from  investment  of  revenue  to  such  purpose.  Subject  to 
availability  of  appropriations  the  Board  hereby  declares  its  intention  to  continue 
this  Agreement  in  force  until  retirement  of  revenue  bonds  issued  for  construction  of 
the  new  classroom  facility  pursuant  hereto.  This  lease  of  additional  property  may 
be  renewed  by  the  Board  for  further  terms  of  two  years  each  or  until  retirement  of 
the  said  revenue  bonds,  whichever  occurs  sooner,  by  written  notice  to  the  Owner 
not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  initial  term  hereof  or  the 
term  of  any  future  renewals  thereof;  such  renewal  shall  be  under  the  same  terms  and 
for  the  same  rental  expressed  above. 

The  said  classroom  facility  shall  be  erected  on  the  northeast  240  feet  of  the  described 
site  and  the  Board  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  erect  temporary  appurtenant 
buildings  and  to  install  necessary  footings,  foundations  and  bases  therfor  on  the 
remainder  of  the  described  tract. 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved  That  the  further  incidental  amendment  of  the  said 
agreement  to  conform  to  this  addition  and  to  extend  the  term  thereof  and  to  conform 
to  present  circumstances  and  practices,  as  approved  by  the  University  administration, 
be  and  is  hereby  approved  by  the  Board. 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved  That  the  President  of  the  University  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  execute  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  an  amended  agreement  with  reference  to  a  fixed  lease  operation  at  South- 
ern Illinois  Airport  substantially  as  hereby  approved  by  the  Board,  provided  that 
the  facility  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  $325,000  and  that  the  annual  rental  to  the 
Board  does  not  exceed  $25,000.

WALL  STREET  WIDENING 

Approximately  four  years  ago  negotiations  were  commenced  for  the  im- 
provement of  Wall  Street  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Carbondale  Campus. 
These  negotiations  were  concluded  with  the  University  and  the  Highway  Department 
agreeing  to  share  certain  costs  for  this  project.  The  matter  was  presented  to  the  Board 
in  an  informal  session  at  that  time. 

Subsequent  thereto,  at  the  April  27,  1962  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
matter  was  again  discussed  in  connection  with  the  dedication  of  the  right-of-way  by 
the  Board  to  the  Township.  Work  has  progressed  since  that  time  cooperatively  between 
the  University,  the  Township  Road  District,  the  City  of  Carbondale,  and  the  State 
Highway  Department.  A  new  bridge  was  constructed  by  the  City  and  the  Township 
at  the  intersection  of  Park  and  Wall  Streets.  The  State  Highway  Department  has 
now  completed  plans  for  the  further  improvement  of  Wall  Street  south  of  this  bridge 
to  the  southern  edge  of  University  property. 
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In  connection  therewith,  a  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of

In  March  of  1960,  officials  of  Southern  Illinois  University  met  with  the  Chief 
Highway  Engineer  to  discuss  the  improvement  of  South  Wall  Street  in  Carbondale. 
Subsequent  to  this  meeting,  the  District  Engineer  in  Carbondale  was  authorized  to 
make  the  necessary  survey,  compile  an  estimate  of  cost  of  the  project,  and  meet  with 
the  University  officials  to  work  out  further  details. 

Several  conferences  to  discuss  the  subject  have  been  held  between  personnel  of  the 
Division  of  Highways  District  office  and  Mr.  John  Lonergan  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Miller 
of  Southern  Illinois  University,  as  well  as  representatives  of  Jackson  County,  Carbon- 
dale Township,  the  City  of  Carbondale,  and  the  Carbondale  Planning  Commission. 

Reference  is  made  in  particular  to  a  meeting  held  June  5,  1964,  attended  by  Mr. 
Lonergan,  District  Engineer  Vernon  T.  Kupel,  and  District  Design  Engineer  Richard 
D.  Miley.  At  this  meeting  the  entire  project  and  the  division  of  responsibility  was 
reviewed. 

It  is  my  understanding  from  this  meeting  that  the  scope  of  the  work  and  the 
division  of  responsibility  on  this  improvement  are  as  follows: 

The  State  of  Illinois,  acting  through  its  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings, 
Division  of  Highways,  and  Southern  Illinois  University,  proposes  to  jointly  improve 
an  extension  of  Wall  Street  (Township  Road  344)  from  the  intersection  of  East  Park 
Street  (Township  Road  297A),  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  for  a  distance  of 
approximately  5716  feet  to  the  intersection  of  the  Pleasant  Hill  Road  (Township 
Road  311),  said  improvement  to  consist  of: 

1.  Construction  of  a  new  roadbed  with  a  shoulder  to  shoulder  width  of  36  feet  for 
two  (2)  ten-foot  traffic  lanes  and  two  (2)  eight-foot  shoulders.  The  traffic  lanes  will 
consist  of  a  gravel  or  crushed  stone  base  with  a  bituminous  surface,  Class  A-3. 

2.  Construction  of  the  necessary  drainage  structures. 

3.  Construction  of  curb  or  curb  and  gutter  at  specific  places  shown  on  the  plans. 

4.  Other  incidental  work  such  as  adjustment  of  manholes,  water  lines,  power  and 
telephone  lines  which  are  within  the  construction  limits. 
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The  State  of  Illinois,  acting  through  its  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings, 
Division  of  Highways,  is  willing  to  participate  in  the  improvement  under  the  authority 
granted  in  Section  4-201.5  of  the  Illinois  Highway  Code  to  the  following  extent: 

1.  Make  the  necessary  surveys,  prepare  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  prepare 
right  of  way  instruments  for  dedication  in  the  name  of  Carbondale  Township. 

2.  Receive  bids  and  award  the  contract  or  contracts,  furnish  engineering  inspection 
during  construction,  and  cause  the  improvement  to  be  built  in  accordance  with  the 
plans,  specifications,  and  contract  or  contracts. 

3.  Include  water  line  adjustments  in  the  plans  and  contract  or  contracts. 

4.  Initially  pay  all  construction  costs. 

5.  Bear  two-thirds  of  the  final  cost  of  construction  other  than  the  cost  of  utility  adjust- 
ments. This  amount  is  presently  estimated  at  $80,000.00. 

Southern  Illinois  University  will  participate  in  the  improvement  to  the  following 
extent: 

1.  Make  all  arrangements  and  assume  all  costs  for  moving  pole  lines  and  gas  pipe 
lines  that  may  interfere  with  construction;  and 

2.  Acquire  all  right  of  way  or  cause  said  right  of  way  to  be  acquired. 

3.  Execute  an  agreement  with  the  Carbondale  Road  District  Highway  Commissioner 
providing  for  future  maintenance  of  the  improvement,  either  by  the  Road  District 
or  by  Southern  Illinois  University,  and  obtaining  the  right  for  the  STATE  and  its 
contractor  or  contractors  to  enter  upon  the  location  and  construct  the  improvement 
as  set  forth  in  the  plans. 

4.  Reimburse  the  STATE  100%  of  the  costs  for  adjusting  water  lines. 

5.  Reimburse  the  STATE  one-third  of  the  final  construction  costs  other  than  the  costs 
involved  in  the  adjusting  of  water  lines.  This  amount  is  presently  estimated  at 
$40,000.00. 

In  the  event  you  are  in  agreement  with  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  appreciated  if  you 
will  sign  both  copies  of  the  letter  in  the  space  provided  and  return  one  to  me  for  our 
file  and  record.

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WAIVER  OF  TUITION 

During  the  Summer  Quarter,  1965,  the  National  Science  Foundation  will 
sponsor  students  in  an  undergraduate  research  participation  program.  As  part  of  this 
program,  students  may  register  for  credit  in  an  independent  study  or  undergraduate 
research  course.  Since  the  cost  of  program  allowance  covers  the  full  cost  for  such 
students,  they  personally  are  not  allowed  to  pay  for  the  fees  for  such  courses.  In 
accordance  with  previous  Board  action,  it  is  recommended  that  tuition  for  all  par- 
ticipants for  that  portion  of  enrollment  representing  participation  in  this  sponsored 
program  be  waived  during  the  Summer  Session,  1965.

APPROVAL  FOR  MID-YEAR  SALARY  ADJUSTMENTS 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  students  attending  institutions  of 
higher  education  has  produced  an  unprecedented  demand  for  faculty.  The  recruit- 
ment efforts  of  Southern  Illinois  University  are  being  replicated  throughout  the  nation. 
It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  as  recognition  for  excellence  of  service  and  as 
a  defensive  move  against  the  most  mobile  element  of  the  faculty  being  "raided," 
approximately  1 5  %  of  the  faculty  in  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor  and  3  %  of  the 
"acuity  in  the  rank  of  Associate  Professor  be  given  mid-year  adjustments  in  the  range 
Df  $25-$50  per  month,  effective  January  1,  1965.  The  total  number  involved  will 
approximate  53,  and  the  total  commitment  for  fiscal  1964-65  will  be  $12,500.

It  is  requested  that,  commencing  with  the  Fall  Term,  1965,  the  Board  fix  and 
ollect  an  additional  $15.00  a  term  fee  to  be  held  in  trust  for  a  Student  Welfare  and 
Recreational  Facility  Building  Trust  Fund.  This  fee  would  permit  the  future  con- 
truction  of  certain  facilities  for  which  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  state  appropriations, 
mch  projects  as  a  student  health  service  facility,  an  intramural  and  non-educational 
)hysical  recreation  facility,  swimming  pools,  golf  courses,  and  other  similar  type 
acilities  could  be  provided. 

!  Several  state  colleges  and  universities  have  levied  such  a  fee  and  have  found  it  a 
nost  fruitful  source  of  revenue  for  these  various  types  of  projects.  Although  it  is 
lesirable  to  keep  tuition  as  low  as  possible  so  that  no  financial  barrier  is  erected 
gainst  educational  opportunity,  nevertheless  as  the  student  body  grows  larger,  and 
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with  the  ban  on  automobiles,  it  becomes  incumbent  upon  the  University  to  arrange 
avenues  for  recreation  for  the  student  body.  Any  specific  building  or  project  would 
be  brought  to  the  Board  for  approval,  with  a  suggested  financing  arrangement, 
before  it  was  commenced. 

Approval  of  this  request  would  simply  provide  a  fee  which  can  be  deposited  and 
maintained  for  the  purpose  of  future  implementation.  The  following  resolution  is 
therefore  recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time:

Whereas,  Subsection  5  of  Section  8  of  the  Statutory  Charter  of  the  Board  of

for  fee  purposes  in  the  Board  action  of  May  22,  1959,  which  fee  shall  be  covered  over 
and  paid  in  its  entirety  on  each  campus,  respectively,  into  funds  hereby  created  to 
be  known  as  the  Student  Welfare  and  Recreational  Facility  Building  Trust  Fund 
for  the  Edwardsville  campus  and  for  the  Carbondale  campus,  and  held  therein  for 
the  purpose  of  future  construction  of  physical  facilities  for  student  recreation  or 
student  welfare  in  accordance  with  the  future  authorization  and  direction  of  this 
Board  of  Trustees.

PROPOSED  PARTIAL  USE  OF  BUILDING  FEE 

At  the  December  12  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  action  was  taken  for 
the  assessment  of  a  student  building  fee  as  a  part  of  tuition  requirements  of  the  Uni- 
versity. At  the  time  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  fee  be  assessed,  it  was  indicated  that  specific  buildings  or 
projects  to  be  constructed  from  this  fund  would  be  individually  recommended  to  the 
Board.  The  administration  is  now  ready  to  make  the  first  such  recommendation. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  the  administration  to  complete  the 
construction  and  financing  of  the  University  Center  ballroom-auditorium  on  the 
Edwardsville  Campus.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  project  will  be  $540,000. 

The  shell  of  the  ballroom-auditorium  is  being  built  during  the  present  phase  of 
the  University  Center  construction.  The  project  here  requested  would  be  the  com- 
pletion of  the  interior  and  its  furnishing. 

The  reasons  for  the  recommendation  of  the  completion  of  this  facility  are  as  follows: 

1 .  At  present  there  is  no  facility  provided  in  the  first  phase  of  construction  which 
can  serve  as  an  auditorium  for  any  large  group  of  students.  The  only  other  facility 
is  a  200-seat  auditorium  in  the  library.  This  ballroom-auditorium  will  seat  1,500 
when  completed.

2.  There  is  not  a  facility  of  quality  in  which  the  cultural,  educational,  and  social 
needs  of  the  area  can  be  served  in  the  immediate  Madison-St.  Clair  County  area. 

3.  Major  social  events  which  have  been  held  involving  large  groups  of  students 
have  of  necessity  been  held  in  St.  Louis. 

4.  This  facility  will  permit  an  annual  estimated  food  service  revenue  of  from 
$75,000  to  $100,000. 

Approval  of  this  project  is  recommended  from  the  student  building  fee  fund  as 
funds  become  available.

APPLICATIONS  AND  INTERPRETATIONS  OF  BASIC  PROMOTION  POLICY 
At  the  March  21,  1952,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  regulations  of 

the  Board  containing  applications  of  the  basic  promotion  policy  in  the  University 

Statutes  enacted  May  25,  1951,  were  approved. 
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In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  current  Statutes,  it  is  requested  that  the 
following  portion  of  the  regulations,  which  appear  on  page  70  of  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1952, 
be  rescinded  and  that  the  working  out  of  procedures  of  application  of  promotion 
policy  be  remanded  to  the  internal  operating  organization  of  the  University: 

C.   Current  Administrative  Applications  and  Interpretations  of  Basic  Policy  for  Promotion 

1.  The  Evaluation  Sheet  should  start  at  the  level  of  the  chairman  or  office  head, 
go  from  there  to  the  dean  of  the  college  concerned,  thence  to  the  conference  of  aca- 
demic deans,  and  finally  to  the  President's  Office.  If  changes  in  the  recommendations 
made  take  place  at  any  administrative  level,  the  proposed  changes  should  be  discussed 
with  the  administrators  concerned  at  the  lower  levels. 

2.  The  Evaluation  Sheet  should  provide  for  the  rating  of  a  staff  member  as  excel- 
lent, good,  fair,  poor,  or  very  poor,  with  respect  to  each  criterion  applicable  to  his 
particular  work  or  assignment. 

3.  The  Evaluation  Sheet  shall  also  contain  a  quantitative  rating  of  the  faculty 
members  of  a  given  department  or  office  of  the  University  by  its  chairman  or  head 
based  on  a  percentage  distribution  in  which  100  per  cent  would  be  the  total  for  the 
department  or  division  concerned. 

4.  The  evaluation  procedure  outlined  is  a  method  of  applying  and  interpreting  the 
above  Statutes  and  Regulations  for  the  current  year  according  to  faculty  desires. 
Since  evaluation  is  an  extremely  difficult  matter,  and  since  both  the  faculty  and  the 
administration  desire  to  continue  their  study  and  observation  of  evaluation  procedures, 
this  method  should  be  regarded  as  a  stage  in  the  continuing  long  term  development 
of  evaluation  techniques. 

On  motion  of  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  rescinded  points  1  through  4  of  the  quoted  regulations  and  remanded 
to  the  internal  operating  organization  the  formulation  of  procedures  to 
implement  the  basic  promotion  policy.

Whereas,  The  Trustees  of  Shurtleff  College  oj  Alton,  Illinois,  Entered  into  a  Lease 
Agreement  with  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  on  June  13,  1957, 
by  which  The  Trustees  of  Shurtleff  College  leased  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  the  real  estate  in  Alton,  Illinois,  comprising  the  former  Shurtleff 
College  Campus,  for  a  term  of  two  years  with  the  right  to  renew  for  additional  two 
year  terms  and  with  the  option  to  purchase  the  leased  property  at  the  purchase  price 
provided  in  said  Lease  Agreement,  and 

Whereas,  by  Amended  Decree  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Madison  County,  Illinois, 
entered  November  16,  1962  (as  amended  by  orders  entered  December  28,  1962,  and 
November  6,  1963)  in  a  certain  cause  captioned  "The  Trustees  of  Shurtleff  College, 
Petitioners  v.  Illinois  State  Convention,  et.  al.  Respondents,  Chancery  No.  61-C-539," 
First  National  Bank  &  Trust  Company  in  Alton  was  appointed  Trustee  of  the  Assets 
and  Property  of  Shurtleff  College  and  pursuant  to  said  Amended  Decree  The  Trustees 
of  Shurtleff  College  of  Alton,  Illinois,  conveyed  the  leased  real  estate  to  said  First  National 
Bank  &  Trust  Company  in  Alton,  As  Trustee  of  the  Assets  and  Property  of  Shurtleff

Whereas,  said  Lease  Agreement  dated  June  13,  1957  does  not  describe  the  leased 
real  estate  other  than  by  reference  to  a  map  of  the  property  shown  on  a  certain 
appraisal  report  by  Roy  Wenzlick  &  Company  and  said  Lease  Agreement  does  not 
provide  for  the  furnishing  of  title  insurance  or  other  evidence  of  title  in  event  of 
exercise  by  Lessee  of  its  option  to  purchase  the  leased  premises,  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  have  renewed  said 
Lease  Agreement  at  the  end  of  each  successive  two  year  term  thereof  and  said  Lease 
Agreement  is  in  full  force  and  effect  on  the  date  hereof,  and 

Whereas,  First  National  Bank  &  Trust  Company  in  Alton,  as  Trustee  of  the  Assets 
and  Property  of  Shurtleff  College,  and  as  the  owner  of  the  legal  title  to  the  leased 
real  estate,  has  been  authorized  by  the  Circuit  Court  of  Madison  County,  Illinois, 
to  amend  the  Lease  Agreement  as  therein  provided  and  set  forth,  and 

Whereas,  First  National  Bank  &  Trust  Company  in  Alton  has  submitted  the  said 
lease  amendment  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  for  execu- 
tion, and 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  having  duly 
examined  the  aforesaid  lease  amendment  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises, 
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Now  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  Univer

Whereas,  Tract  5,  more  particularly  described  hereinafter,  has  been  acquired  by  j 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  subject  to  the  right  of  appeal 
by  Respondents,  under  condemnation  proceedings  commenced  by  the  said  Board 
of  Trustees  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Madison  County,  Illinois,  in  a  Petition  to  Condemn 
identified  as  Case  No.  63-L-135,  and  that  by  virtue  of  said  condemnation  proceedings 
the  sum  of  Twenty-one  Thousand  Dollars  ($21,000.00)  was  awarded  by  the  jury  in 
the  proceedings  as  just  compensation  to  the  owners  of  said  Tract  5  for  the  taking 
thereof,  and 

Whereas,  Tracts  35,  54,  55,  56,  57,  57a,  61,  63,  and  71,  more  particularly  described 
hereafter,  have  been  condemned  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  under  the  Right  of  Eminent  Domain  in  petitions  to  condemn  filed  in  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Madison  County,  Third  Judicial  Circuit,  Edwardsville,  Illinois, 
identified  as  Case  Nos.  64-G-2  and  63-L-135  respectively,  which  cases  are  now 
pending,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  now  deemed  desirable  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University,  that  the  Illinois  Building  Authority,  upon  proper  motion  filed  with  the 
Court,  join  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in  the  aforesaid 
condemnation  proceedings  as  a  co-plaintiff,  as  provided  under  Chapter  127,  Sec.  213, 
et  seq.  of  the  1963  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  and  that  upon  a  determination  in  the 
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proceedings  fixing  the  amount  of  the  award  to  be  paid  to  the  owners  of  the  land  so 
taken  by  condemnation,  that  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  pay  the  amount  of  the 
award,  and  take  legal  title  to  the  land  so  taken  under  judgement,  order  and  decree  of 
the  Court,  or  by  Warranty  Deed  in  the  event  parties  to  the  action  should  so  stipulate, 
and  that  thereafter  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  lease  the  tracts  of  land  so  taken 
by  condemnation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University. 

Now  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity that  it  request  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  purchase  Tract  5  hereinafter 
described,  and  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  jury  award  therein  in  the  sum  of  Twenty-one 
Thousand  Dollars  ($21,000.00),  as  compensation  to  the  owners  therefor,  and  Be  It 
Further  Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  request 
the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Southern  Illinois  University  to  join  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  as  co-plaintiff 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in  the  condemnation  of 
tracts  35,  54,  and  56  in  the  Amended  Petition  to  Condemn,  identified  as  Case  No. 
63-L-135  in  the  Circuit  Court  Third  Judicial  Circuit  of  Madison  County,  Illinois, 
and  of  Tracts  55,  57,  57a,  61,  63,  and  71,  in  the  Amended  Petition  to  Condemn 
identified  as  Case  no.  64-G-2,  and  that  upon  determination  of  the  amount  of  the 
award  to  be  paid  by  the  Petitioners  to  the  owners  of  the  said  tracts  for  the  taking 
thereof,  that  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  pay  the  amount  of  the  award  and  take 
legal  title  to  the  lands  so  taken,  either  by  judgment  order  and  decree  of  the  Court  or 
by  Warranty  Deed  in  the  event  a  stipulation  agreement  approved  by  the  Court  is 
made  and  entered  into  between  the  Parties  in  the  aforesaid  Petition  to  Condemn; 
and  Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  upon  the  vesting  of  legal  title  to  the  tracts  of  land 
hereinafter  described  in  the  Illinois  BuildingAuthority,  that  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority  lease  the  said  tracts  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University. 

(Note:  Detailed  descriptions  of  land  in  Tract  5,  Tract  35,  Tract  54, 
Tract  56,  Tract  55,  Tract  57a,  Tract  61,  Tract  63,  Tract  71, 
and  Tract  57  are  omitted  in  the  interest  of  economy;  such 
descriptions  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board).

REPORTS  ON  CURRENT  AND  PENDING  MATTERS 

President  Morris  indicated  that  new  legislation  had  been  enacted  which 
makes  major  changes  in  the  Air  Force  ROTC  Program.  He  further  indicated 
that  several  decisions  should  be  made  concerning  the  program  and  requested 
authorization  from  the  Board  to  proceed  with  negotiations  with  the  Air  Force. 
The  Board  authorized  the  administration  to  continue  negotiations  with  the 
Air  Force,  with  the  understanding  that  a  final  decision  should  be  made  by 
conference  telephone  call  or  postponed  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

President  Morris  reviewed  for  the  members  of  the  Board  recent  communi- 
cations from  the  State  of  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  their 
recommendations  concerning  the  University's  operating  and  capital  budget 
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requests.  He  indicated  that  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  is  holding 
strictly  to  the  concept  that  it  was  set  up  to  develop  a  Master  Plan  for  univer- 
sities within  the  state,  and  to  develop  the  means  by  which  existing  needs  for 
facilities  will  be  met.  He  further  indicated  that  the  formulae  developed  for 
the  allocation  of  funds  is  being  adhered  to  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education, 
with  no  recognition  of  differences  among  the  six  state-supported  institutions. 
A  general  discussion  followed,  but  no  formal  action  was  requested. 

On  motion  of  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  the 
Board  unanimously  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved  That  the  administration  be  authorized  to  enlarge  the  present 
Committee  for  Study  of  Needs  for  Medical  Education  and  to  have 
undertaken  for  the  Board  a  supplemental  study  of  medical  and  related 
needs  in  Illinois,  with  especial  emphasis  on  downstate  Illinois. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12  noon.

University  was  held  in  the  President's  Staff  Office  on  the  Edwardsville 
Campus  on  Wednesday,  March  17,  1965,  beginning  at  9:30  a.m.

Hasse;  Ben  Gelman,  reporter  for  The  Southern  Illinoisan,  Eldon  Knoche,  re- 
porter for  the  Edwardsville  Intelligencer,  Steve  Cousley,  reporter  for  the 
Alton  Evening  Telegraph;  and  Mrs.  Louise  Morehouse,  Recorder  for  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

The  Chairman  presented  minutes  of  a  regular  meeting  held  January  29, 
1965,  copies  of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  members  of  the  Board  in 
advance  of  this  meeting.  On  motion  of  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  seconded  by 
Melvin  C.  Lockard,  these  minutes  were  approved  as  presented. 

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  admin- 
istration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

MODIFICATION  OF  ADMISSIONS  POLICY 

At  the  December  12,  1959,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  an  admissions 
policy  designed  to  defer  the  enrollment  of  low-ranking  high  school  graduates  in 
Southern  Illinois  University  was  proposed  and  approved.  This  policy  was  modified 
by  actions  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  December  10.  1960,  and  April  24,  1964. 
Our  Faculty  Council  and  University  Council  now  recommend  another  modification 
of  admissions  standards  for  undergraduate  students  without  previous  college  experi- 
ence and  for  undergraduate  transfer  students.  We  therefore  request  approval  of  the 
following  admissions  policy,  effective  the  Fall  Quarter  of  1965: 
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To  be  eligible  for  admission,  a  person  must  be  either  a  graduate  of  a  recognized  high 
school  (graduates  of  non-recognized  high  schools  may  be  admitted  by  the  Director  of 
Admissions  by  examination),  or  must  have  passed  the  General  Educational  Develop- 
ment Test.  A  person  seeking  admission  through  the  latter  procedure  will  be  considered 
only  after  his  high  school  class  would  have  graduated. 

In-state  high  school  graduates  who  rank  in  the  upper  two-thirds  of  their  graduating 
class  will  be  permitted  to  enter  any  quarter,  while  those  who  rank  in  the  lower  one -third 
of  their  graduating  class  will  be  permitted  to  enter,  on  academic  probation,  for  the 
summer,  winter,  or  spring  quarters  only.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  may  be  made  for  lower 
one-third  students  who  desire  to  enter  in  the  fall  who  show  high  scores  on  the  University 
entrance  examinations.  Such  admissions  will  be  on  an  academic  probation  basis. 

Out-of-state  high  school  graduates  who  rank  in  the  upper  forty  per  cent  of  their 
graduating  class  will  be  permitted  to  enter  any  quarter,  while  those  in  the  lower  sixty 
per  cent  of  their  graduating  class  will  be  permitted  to  enter,  on  academic  probation, 
during  the  summer  quarter  provided  that  they  show  high  scores  on  the  University  en- 
trance examinations. 

Both  in-state  and  out-of-state  lower-ranking  students  who  elect  to  enter  during  the 
summer  quarter  can  qualify  for  fall  quarter  attendance  by  carrying  a  minimum  academic 
load  of  eight  quarter  hours  and  completing  them  with  at  least  a  "C"  average. 

Students  who  rank  in  the  upper  quarter  of  their  graduating  class  will  be  considered 
for  admission  after  completion  of  the  sixth  semester.  Other  students  will  be  considered 
after  completion  of  the  seventh  semester.  Upper  quarter  students  who  seek  admission 
after  the  sixth  semester  must  furnish  University  entrance  examination  scores  prior  to 
their  first  registration.  All  other  students  must  furnish  examination  scores  prior  to  their 
being  admitted  to  the  University. 

All  admissions  granted  students  while  in  high  school  are  subject  to  the  completion 
of  high  school  work  and  maintenance  of  rank  upon  which  the  admission  was  made. 

Students  applying  as  undergraduate  transfer  students  with  a  3.00  grade  point  average 
are  eligible  for  unconditional  admission  in  any  quarter.  Students  who  do  not  have  a 
3.00  grade  point  average  and  who  are  in  good  academic  standing  at  the  school  of  last 
attendance  will  be  considered  for  admission  for  summer,  winter,  and  spring.  Students 
who  do  not  have  a  3.00  grade  point  average  and  who  are  not  in  good  academic  standing 
at  the  school  of  last  attendance  will  be  considered  for  admission  for  summer  or  spring 
provided  there  has  been  an  interruption  of  schooling  of  at  least  one  quarter's  duration 
and  there  is  tangible  evidence  to  indicate  that  additional  education  can  be  successfully 
undertaken  by  the  student. 

Transfer  students  suspended  for  any  reason  other  than  academic  failure  must  be 
cleared  by  the  Dean  of  Students'  Office  before  admission  will  be  granted  by  the  Director 
of  Admissions. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  the 
Board  approved  modification  of  the  admissions  policy,  as  recommended. 

SIMPLIFICATION  OF  BACCALAUREATE  DEGREE  TITLES 
In  the  revised  By-Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  adopted 
July  1,  1964,  the  specific  degrees  designated  in  the  earlier  Statutes  have  been  omitted, 
with  the  result  that  there  is  only  a  general  authorization  for  doctor's,  master's, 
bachelor's,  associate,  and  such  other  degrees  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  (Part  III,  Article  IV,  Section  11,  D,  1). 

As  a  result,  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  possibility  of  simplifying  degree 
titles  at  the  baccalaureate  level,  and  the  Faculty  Council  and  the  University  Council 
have  concurred  in  a  proposal  to  grant  only  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of 
Science  degrees  without  the  separate  designation  "in  (such  and  such  a  field)".  It 
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is  requested  that  this  reduction  in  the  number  of  baccalaureate  degree  titles  be 
approved. 

On  motion  of  Ray  Page,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  the  Board 
approved  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  baccalaureate  degree  titles,  as 
recommended.  The  motion  was  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

INFORMATION  REPORT  ON  ACTIONS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

It  is  requested  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  consider  and  ratify  the  actions 
of  the  Executive  Committee  in  approving  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and  encum- 
brance authorizations  awarded  during  January,  1965,  for  the  Carbondale  and 
Edwardsville  campuses.  Detailed  reports  of  such  actions  were  mailed  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  advance  of  this  meeting,  and  copies  were  placed  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

Actions  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  approving  purchase  orders,  con- 
tracts, and  encumbrance  authorizations  amounting  to  less  than  $2,500,  in 
the  total  amount  of  $256,391.94  for  Carbondale  Campus  and  $94,205.09 
for  Edwardsville  Campus,  awarded  during  January,  1965,  were  considered.

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PROPOSED  PARTIAL  ANNEXATION  TO  THE  CITY  OF  CARBONDALE 

At  the  November  13,  1964,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  discussion 
was  held  regarding  the  possible  annexation  of  portions  of  the  campus  to  the  City  of 
Carbondale.  Since  that  time,  at  the  Board's  direction,  we  have  prepared  what 
appear  to  us  to  be  statements  representing  both  arguments  in  favor  and  arguments 
opposed  to  the  proposed  annexation. 
The  positive  features  of  annexation  are : 

1.  Annexation  would  augment  the  City's  tax  base  by  providing  additional  motor 
fuel  taxes.  The  Bureau  of  the  Census  conducted  a  special  census  for  the  City  in 
November,  1964,  which  indicated  a  growth  of  about  3,900  persons  since  1960.  The 
State's  motor  fuel  tax  allotment  to  the  City  will  increase  by  about  $23,400  per  year 
as  a  result.  If  the  Campus  were  annexed  to  the  City,  a  potential  increase  in  motor 
fuel  tax  allotment  of  about  $30,300  would  be  possible  after  University  Park  dormi- 
tories are  completed  and  occupied,  considering  also  the  occupants  of  Thompson 
Point,  Small  Group  Housing,  and  Southern  Hills.  The  City  has  indicated  that  it 
would  request  another  special  census  after  annexation  and  completion  of  University 
Park  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  additional  tax  allotment. 

The  need  for  strengthening  the  City's  tax  base  is  an  acute  one.  The  rapid  growth 
of  the  City  because  of  University  expansion  has  thrown  heavy  burdens  on  City 
facilities  and  services  which  are  not  adequately  supported  by  present  general  revenues. 
Property  taxes  are  already  very  high  and  will  rise  significantly  this  year  as  the  result 
of  the  passage  of  bond  issues  for  schools,  streets,  and  parks.  Services  such  as  water 
and  sanitary  sewer,  street  construction  and  maintenance,  storm  sewers,  garbage 
collection  and  disposal,  and  the  administration  of  building  codes,  zoning  ordinances, 
and  subdivision  regulations  are  very  important  to  both  faculty  and  students,  as  well 
as  the  University  administration.  These  services  cannot  be  adequately  maintained 
and  upgraded  by  the  City  without  additional  revenue. 

2.  Annexation  would  improve  the  likelihood  that  the  City's  urban  renewal  projects 
within  the  campus  boundaries  would  be  expedited  by  the  Federal  government. 
These  projects  will  enable  the  University  to  acquire  presently  developed  land  more 
cheaply  and,  ultimately,  urban  renewal  funds  may  constitute  the  major  source  of 
financial  assistance  for  relocating  the  railroad.  The  Federal  Urban  Renewal  Admin- 
istration would  regard  a  move  to  annexation  as  a  clear  sign  of  a  close  and  harmonious 
working  relationship  between  the  City  and  the  University. 

3.  Annexation  would  aid  the  University's  housing  program  for  married  students. 
If  the  campus  were  in  the  City,  it  would  be  possible  to  build  large  numbers  of  low-cost 
apartments,  to  be  financed  under  Section  221  D(3),  in  open  areas  of  the  campus 
where  land  and  development  costs  could  be  kept  at  a  minimum.  In  order  to  qualify 
for  such  assistance  the  housing  sites  must  fall  under  a  certified  Workable  Program 
for  Community  Improvement.  The  City  is  certified  whereas  the  unincorporated  area 
around  the  City  is  not. 

4.  Annexation  would  strengthen  relations  with  the  City  government.  The  City 
Council  would  feel  that  such  an  action  constitutes  an  expression  of  confidence  and 
good  will.  Recently  the  Council  took  the  unusual  step  of  appointing  a  member  of  the 
University  staff  in  the  President's  Office  to  fill  a  Council  vacancy.  This  action  showed 
a  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  improve  communications  with  the  University 
and  a  recognition  of  the  University's  dominant  role  in  community  life.  Annexation 
would  undoubtedly  reinforce  the  Council's  progressive  tendencies  and  enhance  its 
prestige  with  the  public. 
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The  closer  relationship  which  annexation  would  foster  would  also  facilitate  a  co- 
operative approach  to  long-range  planning  for  physical  improvement.  As  an  added 
advantage,  the  University  could  qualify  for  federal  grants  for  planning  under  the 
local  planning  assistance  program,  if  the  campus  were  within  the  City  limits. 

5.  The  City  is  now  readying  for  passage  by  the  Council  ordinances  to  extend 
zoning  regulations  to  a  mile  and  a  half  beyond  the  City  limits  and  has  already 
adopted  subdivision  regulations  both  within  the  City  and  a  mile  and  a  half  beyond. 
If  the  campus  were  annexed,  these  regulations  would  protect  the  borders  of  University 
lands  in  the  southwestern  corner  of  the  campus  which  are  presently  more  than  a  mile 
and  a  half  from  the  City  limits.  This  will  become  increasingly  important  because 
many  developers  and  investors  are  now  showing  great  interest  in  the  areas  which 
border  the  campus  on  the  south. 

The  negative  features  of  annexation  are: 

1.  The  City  at  some  future  time  might  attempt  to  impose  burdensome  obligations 
on  the  University.  The  University  is  well  protected  as  of  now  by  an  opinion  of  the 
Attorney  General  that  the  Board's  authority  over  the  campus  supersedes  that  of  local 
governments.  This  could  be  changed  by  statutory  enactment  or  judicial  interpreta- 
tions which  would  negate  the  opinion. 

2.  De-annexation  might  be  a  difficult  process  if  at  some  future  time  it  were  deemed 
advisable  to  do  so.  Under  present  law  it  would  not  be  difficult  as  long  as  the  proposed 
annexation  took  property  of  the  campus  not  now  contiguous  to  the  City  up  to  within 
five  feet  of  the  University  property  line. 

3.  The  City  might  not  be  in  as  desirable  financial  position  to  maintain  long 
border  roads  as  the  township  or  county. 

4.  The  City  might  try  to  interfere  with  future  campus  development  planning 
through  its  zoning  or  planning  commissions  or  through  overzealous  City  employees 
or  officials. 

It  is  our  recommendation  that  by  appropriate  resolution  the  Board  of  Trustees 
request  annexation  to  the  City  of  Carbondale. 

President  Morris  displayed  Land  Map  A,  dated  January  26,  1965,  as 
revised  March  16,  1965,  and  indicated  that  only  Area  2  was  to  be  recom- 
mended for  annexation  at  this  time.  A  minor  change  in  Area  2  was  indicated, 
extending  the  area  proposed  for  annexation  to  within  five  feet  of  University 
property  lines.

INFORMATION  REPORT  ON  BIDS  FOR  1  6  INCH  WATER  MAIN  UNDER  ROUTE 
51   AND  ILLINOIS  CENTRAL  RAILROAD 

Bids  were  received  January  28,  1965,  for  a  16  inch  water  main  in  a  36  inch 
casing  under  the  highway  and  railroad  tracks.  All  bids  were  in  excess  of  twice  the 
estimated  cost  and  therefore  the  Board  was  not  specially  convened  to  consider  them 
before  their  expiration  March  15.  The  project  is  being  rebid,  calling  for  the  line 
to  be  hydraulically  pressed  through  a  drilled  hole,  thus  eliminating  the  expensive 
casing  and  possible  subsurface  water  problems  in  installing  it.  Bidding  documents 
will  be  issued  March  16,  with  bids  to  be  returned  April  13,  in  time  for  consideration 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  above  report  was  submitted  for  information,  and  no  action  was 
required. 

DEDICATION  OF  RIGHT-OF-WAY  FOR  MILL  STREET  WIDENING 

In  accordance  with  the  street  and  traffic  flow  improvement  plans  of  the 
City  of  Carbondale  as  implemented  by  the  bond  issue  for  such  purpose  approved 
by  referendum  last  year,  the  widening  of  Mill  Street  is  planned  by  the  City  as  one 
of  its  first  projects.  This  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  University  as  this  street  presently 
constitutes  the  northern  boundary  of  the  portion  of  the  Carbondale  Campus  within 
the  city  limits  and  west  of  South  Illinois  Avenue.  The  reconstruction  of  Mill  Street 
between  South  University  and  South  Illinois  Avenues  is  being  handled  under  separate 
agreement  with  the  State  Highway  Department  in  connection  with  the  one-way 
couple  of  these  streets.  From  South  University  west  to  South  Oakland  will  be  admin- 
istered by  the  City,  and  the  University  has  been  asked  to  provide  the  funds  for  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  cost  of  this  improvement  and  to  provide  the  requisite  additional 
right-of-way. 

On  July  1,  1964,  the  Board  of  Trustees  considered  the  matter  of  participation  in 
the  City  of  Carbondale's  project  for  widening  and  reconstructing  Mill  Street  between 
Oakland  and  Illinois  avenues.  The  City  had  requested  that  the  University  grant 
31  feet  of  right-of-way  along  the  south  side  of  Mill  Street  from  Oakland  to  Illinois 
and  participate  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  project  cost. 

Since  the  July  1,  1964,  meeting,  the  City's  engineers  have  made  substantial  pro- 
gress toward  the  completion  of  designs  and  specifications  for  the  project  and  further 
discussions  have  been  held  with  City  officials. 

Authorization  is  now  sought  for  the  dedication  to  the  City  of  such  property  as  the 
University  now  owns  or  may  acquire  along  the  south  side  of  Mill  Street  between 
University  Avenue  and  Oakland  Avenue  as  may  be  needed,  when  the  City  is  pre- 
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pared  to  let  construction  bids  for  this  project,  and  to  authorize  financial  participation 
if  funds  are  made  available  to  the  Board  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in  regular 
session  assembled,  that  in  return  for  the  City  of  Carbondale's  undertaking  to  widen 
Mill  Street  from  Oakland  to  Illinois  Avenues  to  a  minimum  of  four  lanes  of  traffic 
divided  by  a  median  strip,  to  provide  a  reasonable  width  for  a  retaining  wall,  utility 
space,  and  sidewalk  along  the  north  side  of  the  improved  street,  to  preserve  all 
present  curbing  breaks  required  by  the  Board,  the  Board  of  Trustees  agrees  to  provide 
not  to  exceed  fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  said  street  improvement,  subject  to 
appropriation  of  funds  therefor  by  the  Illinois  General  Assembly,  and  to  dedicate 
to  the  City  of  Carbondale  additional  land  along  the  south  side  of  the  present  street  of 
sufficient  widths  to  enable  the  City  to  construct  said  street  and  related  improvements, 
together  with  the  necessary  appurtenant  grading  easements  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  street  widening  purpose. 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  the  President  of  the  University  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  from  time  to  time  such  legal  documents  as  may  be  necessary 
and  desirable  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  said  street  improvement  in  substantial 
accordance  with  the  conditions  set  forth  above. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  the 
Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented  by  the  administration.  The  vote  was 
as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.

PRIVATELY  CONSTRUCTED  DORMITORY  AT  V.T.I. 

When  land  acquisition  activities  were  expanded  into  the  area  north  of 
East  Grand  Avenue  the  administration  encountered  some  landowners  in  the  area 
whose  dormitory  building  plans  were  far  advanced.  Plans  have  been  discussed  with 
the  Board  from  time  to  time  whereby  our  acquisition  of  their  projected  private 
dormitory  building  sites  would  be  facilitated  by  arranging  for  the  planned  construc- 
tion to  be  carried  out  on  a  University-owned  and  selected  site  more  compatible  with 
our  overall  planning.  The  site  would  be  leased  to  the  builder  and  the  completed 
dormitory  leased  back  to  the  University,  all  through  the  Foundation.  Revenue  from 
room  and  board  would  be  devoted  to  lease  payments  which  would  eventually  result 
in  University  ownership  of  the  facility. 

It  is  now  the  judgment  of  the  administration  that  these  plans  should  promptly  be 
put  into  execution  for  the  purpose  of  providing  more  adequate  residential  facilities 
at  the  Vocational-Technical  Institute,  a  possibility  which  has  just  arisen  because  of 
our  recent  acquisition  of  title  to  that  land.  According  to  our  deed,  however,  we  must 
still  obtain  written  approval  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  prior  to  implementing  such  a  plan.  The  Board  is  therefore  now  requested  to 
enact  the  following  resolution  authorizing  the  first  such  dormitory  project: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in  regular 
session  assembled,  that  the  lease  of  a  dormitory  building  site  on  the  recently  acquired 
Vocational-Technical  Institute  campus  to  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation

for  rental  of  One  Dollar  per  year,  with  right  to  sublease  to  Mr.  Robert  Reeves  of 
Carbondale,  Illinois,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized;  provided,  however,  that  Mr.  Reeves 
undertakes  in  return  therefor  (1)  to  construct  thereon  a  dormitory  by  competitive 
public  bid-letting  and  in  accordance  with  plans  heretofore  approved  by  the  University 
Architect  and  subject  to  the  periodic  inspection  of  construction  by  the  University 
Architect,  (2)  to  lease  back  to  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation  said 
dormitory  for  a  term  coincident  with  or  in  excess  of  his  mortgage  and  for  a  total 
rental  not  to  exceed  construction  and  financing  costs  and  the  agreed  value  of  his 
previously  planned  site,  Tract  162,  plus  seven  per  cent  (7%)  thereof,  together  with 
any  interest,  real  estate  tax  and  insurance  costs  during  the  term  of  the  lease,  (3) 
to  convey  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  aforesaid  Tract  162,  (4)  that  at  the  expiration  or 
termination  of  said  lease  the  said  dormitory  shall  become  a  fixture  on  and  a  part  of 
the  land  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  (5)  that  at  any  time  after  seven  years  from  the 
commencement  of  said  lease  the  payments  may  be  accelerated  and  the  lease  thereby 
terminated,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation 
agree  to  sublease  the  said  dormitory  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  same  rental 
being  paid  by  said  Foundation  to  the  said  Mr.  Reeves  for  a  term  with  renewal  options 
which  will  equal  the  term  of  the  basic  leaseback,  and  provided,  further,  that  as  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  entering  into  the  above  agreement  the  written  consent  of  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  to  such  use  of  the  Vocational- 
Technical  Institute  property  be  procured. 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Board  such  leases  and  other  legal  instruments  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  for  the  provision  of  a  privately  constructed  dormitory  facility 
under  substantially  the  above  terms. 

After  consideration  and  discussion,  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  Board  that 
this  matter  should  be  held  for  further  consideration  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

EARNED  DEGREE  OF  SPECIALIST 

The  By-Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  now  provide  (Part  III, 
Article  IV,  Section  10,  D,  1),  among  the  degrees  and  awards  authorized,  the  following 
earned  degrees:  doctor's,  master's,  bachelor's,  associate,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

We  request  approval  in  principle  of  the  Degree  of  Specialist.  This  degree  is  inter- 
mediate between  the  master's  degree  and  the  doctor's  degree,  and  is  granted  upon 
completion  of  at  least  six  full  years  of  college  work. 

At  present,  the  University  has  a  six-year  program  leading  to  an  Educational  Spe- 
cialist's diploma  or  certificate.  Approval  of  this  request  would  make  it  possible  to 
grant  these  students  and  students  in  other  fields  a  degree  rather  than  a  certificate,  | 
subject,  however,  to  the  proviso  that  all  programs  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Specialist    j 
would  have  to  go  through  the  usual  channels  for  approval,  including  the  State  of 
Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  the 
Board  approved,  in  principle,  the  Degree  of  Specialist.  The  vote  was  as 
follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Wham, 
Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 
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President  Morris  discussed  with  the  members  of  the  Board  two  workshops 
sponsored  by  the  Association  of  Governing  Boards  of  Universities  and 
Colleges  to  be  held  at  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  April  26-27,  and  at 
Williamsburg,  Virginia,  May  17-18.  Mr.  Maremont  moved  that  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  and  President  Morris  be  authorized  to  attend  one  of  these 
meetings,  at  University  expense.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Melvin  G. 
Lockard  and  was  carried  by  unanimous  vote.

HOUSING  REGULATIONS 

The  Board  of  Trustees  on  April  26,  1963,  passed  by  unanimous  vote  a 
Resolution  on  Student  Housing.  The  following  explanatory  material  pertaining  to 
that  resolution  is  presented  for  the  information  of  the  Board: 

"The  principles  incorporated  in  the  following  resolution  are  intended  to  emphasize 
the  continuing  concern  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  environment  in  which  students 
live  and  to  set  forth  the  successive  steps  of  upgrading  living  facilities  both  on  and 
off  campus. 

"The  importance  of  the  University's  cooperating  with  private  householders  in 
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order  to  allow  the  individual  householder  to  meet  and  fulfill  the  minimum  physical 
and  supervisory  standards  which  are  to  be  required  is  apparent  if  at  least  9,000 
students  are  to  be  housed  in  Carbondale  and  neighboring  communities  and  an 
undetermined  number  of  students  are  to  be  housed  in  Edwardsville  and  neighboring 
communities.  Moreover,  the  minimum  standards  can  be  anticipated  to  be  raised  at 
periodic  intervals  and  private  householders  investing  in  new  construction  must 
anticipate  the  upgrading  of  standards  in  safety,  sanitation,  health  and  recreation, 
environment  for  good  study  conditions,  and  supervision." 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  amend  paragraphs  two,  four,  and 
five  of  the  April  26,  1963,  action.  The  Resolution  as  amended  will  be  as  follows: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  remands  to  the  Administration  the 
implementation  of  all  necessary  policies  and  procedures  which  will  result  in  the 
establishment  of  acceptable  living  centers  for  all  single  undergraduate  students. 

Be  It  Resolved  That  effective  September  1,  1965,  single  undergraduate  students 
not  residing  with  their  parents  or  guardians  will  be  permitted  to  reside  only  in  those 
accommodations  which  have  been  and  which  continue  to  be  classified  by  the  Admin- 
istration as  "Accepted  Living  Centers."  Any  single  undergraduate  student  who 
resides  in  accommodations  not  designated  as  "Accepted  Living  Center"  shall  be 
subject  to  disciplinary  action. 

Be  It  Resolved  That  the  Administration  shall  vigorously  encourage  that  all  accom- 
modations used  by  graduate  students  and  married  undergraduates  shall  meet  the 
same  minimal  standards. 

Be  It  Resolved  That  the  qualifications  necessary  for  a  living  unit  to  be  classified 
as  an  "Accepted  Living  Center"  shall  encompass  due  consideration  for  safety, 
sanitation,  health  and  recreation,  supervision  and  the  creation  of  an  environment 
which  is  conducive  to  good  study  conditions,  and  in  addition  is  limited  to  students  of 
Southern  Illinois  University  and  available  to  all  students  of  the  University  regardless 
of  race,  color,  religion,  or  national  origin. 

Be  It  Resolved  That  the  Administration  shall  review  annually  the  Housing  Policies 
and  Standards  and  make  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  upgrading  living  conditions  for  students  of  Southern  Illinois  University. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Resolution,  as  amended,  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  the 
Board  adopted  the  resolution  by  unanimous  vote. 

FAMILY  HOUSING,  PHASE  III,  FHA 

On  April  24,  1964,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University 
authorized  the  University  administration  to  submit  a  loan  request  application  to  the 
Federal  Housing  Administration  to  fully  examine  University  participation  in  Section 
221(d)  3  multiple  family  housing  projects.  At  the  same  time,  the  Board  authorized 
a  request  to  allow  Southern  Illinois  University  to  maintain  its  own  priority  and 
assignment  procedures  to  best  serve  the  low  and  moderate  income  student,  faculty, 
and  staff  families. 

By  letter  dated  June  24,  1964,  the  Federal  Housing  Administration  approved 
priority  preference  for  rental  to  students,  faculty,  and  staff  for  the  Southern  Illinois 
University  project. 
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By  letter  dated  November  10,  1964,  the  Federal  Housing  Administration  gave 
preliminary  approval  to  Southern  Illinois  University  as  project  sponsor  and  Southern 
Illinois  University  Foundation  as  mortgagor.  In  the  same  letter  an  allocation  of 
$4,000,000  at  3-7/8  per  cent  was  approved  for  the  building  of  up  to  452  two-  and 
three-bedroom  apartments  for  students,  faculty,  and  staff  of  Southern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity. 

On  April  8, 1965,  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation  gave  approval  as  follows: 
"Preparations  should  now  be  made  for  the  formal  application  including  the  payment 
of  fees  leading  to  the  FHA  commitment  and  eventual  loan  with  which  to  construct 
the  project.  The  S.I.U.  Foundation  is  therefore  requested  to  assume  the  ownership 
of  the  land;  proceed  as  loan  applicant  to  FHA;  let  contracts  for  the  project;  obtain 
the  note  and  mortgage  loan;  and  enter  into  a  lease  or  management  agreement  with 
Southern  Illinois  University  for  the  period  of  the  loan." 

Formal  application  to  FHA  with  application  fee  designed  to  obtain  FHA's  com- 
mitment for  insurance  on  the  loan  should  now  be  submitted.  This  application 
proceeds  from  Southern  Illinois  University  as  sponsor  in  behalf  of  the  Southern 
Illinois  University  Foundation  as  eventual  mortgagor  to  both  the  Commissioner 
of  FHA  and  an  FHA  approved  mortgagee.  Eventually  the  parties  will  become  the 
Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation  as  mortgagor  borrowing  from  the  Federal 
National  Mortgage  Association  mortgagee  lending  at  sub-market  rates. 

In  connection  with  the  application,  it  will  be  necessary  to  represent  that  the 
University  will  comply  with  FHA's  standard  requirements  in  connection  with 
construction  and  financing;  that  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation  will 
have  guaranteed  by  the  University  cost  expenditures  which  may  be  incurred  during 
the  application  and  loan  processing;  and  that  the  execution  of  documents  is  authorized 
by  the  Board  to  permit  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation  to  acquire 
University  land  for  the  specific  purpose  of  this  project. 

In  addition,  the  University  will  be  expending  monies  in  advance  of  commitment 
by  the  FHA  to  properly  prepare  the  application  for  such  things  as  the  retention  of 
legal  counsel  specializing  in  FHA  regulation  and  processing  (similar  to  bond  counsel 
in  revenue  bond  matters)  and  engineering  studies  with  regard  to  the  site  and  extension 
of  utilities. 

Formal  approval  is  now  requested  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  University 
administration  to  proceed  as  outlined  above. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  G.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  approved  submission  of  an  application  for  loan,  as  requested.  The  vote 
was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Maremont, 
Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard. 

CONSIDERATION    OF   BIDS   FOR  A  16  INCH    WATER    MAIN    UNDER   ROUTE 
51  AND  THE  ILLINOIS  CENTRAL  RAILROAD 

Bids  were  received  January  28,  1965,  for  a  16-inch  water  main  in  a  36-inch 
casing  under  Route  51  and  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  tracks.  The  bids  were 
greatly  in  excess  of  the  estimated  cost,  and  therefore  consideration  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was  not  recommended.  The  low  bid  at  that  time  was  $62,996.00,  and  the 
estimate  was  in  excess  of  $30,000.00.  This  information  was  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  the  meeting  on  March  17,  1965. 
Bids  were  again  received  on  April  13,  1965,  and  a  tabulation  of  these  bids  is 
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attached.  The  revised  specifications  provided  for  the  16-inch  water  main  incased 
in  a  24-inch  conduit.  The  engineers'  estimate  was  $30,000.00. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  contract  for  this  work  be  awarded  to  the  low  bidder, 
Kieffer  Brothers  Construction  Company,  Mt.  Carmel,   Illinois,  in  the  amount  of 

$27,128.25. 

On  motion  of  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  approved  the  award  of  contract  to  the  low  bidder,  as  recommended.

Maremont,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard. 

CONSIDERATION   OF  BIDS  FOR  EXTERIOR  LIGHTING  SYSTEMS,   EDWARDS- 
VILLE  CAMPUS 

Bids  were  received  April  1,  1965,  for  the  exterior  lighting  systems  at  the 
Edwardsville  Campus.  There  is  presented  herewith  a  tabulation  of  all  proposals 
received,  showing  the  recommendation  of  the  University  Architect  for  the  award  of 
contract  to  the  low  bidder. 

The  recommendation  covers  the  provision  of  all  underground  electric  work  and 
necessary  switch  gear  for  the  proposed  lighting  system  in  the  academic  core  and 
parking  lot.  It  is  necessary  to  install  this  underground  work  to  avoid  delay  in  con- 
nection with  site  development.  The  deductive  alternate  which  is  recommended 
deducts  the  concrete  foundations,  lighting  standards,  bracket  arms,  and  lighting 
fixtures. 

At  this  time  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  accept  the  low  bid,  with  Alternate  E 
(deduction),  as  follows:

RECOMMENDATION  FOR  HONORARY  DEGREES 

It  is  recommended  that  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  be  awarded 
to  Abdoulaye  Singare,  Minister  of  Education  of  the  Republic  of  Mali,  during  his 
visit  to  Southern  Illinois  University,  April  25-28,  1965. 

For  the  past  ten  years,  Abdoulaye  Singare  has  served  as  a  senior  administrator 
of  former  French  West  Africa,  the  Sudanese  Confederation,  and  the  Republic  of 
Mali.  He  has  served  as  Counsellor  General  to  the  Territorial  Assembly  of  Sudan  and 
as  Municipal  Counsellor  of  Bamako  and  Koulikoro,  concurrently  holding  the  position 
of  Secretary  General  of  the  Civil  Servants  Union  of  the  Sudan.  Since  1957  he  has 
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served  as  Minister  of  Education  of  the  Sudanese  Republic  and  now  serves  the 
Republic  of  Mali  in  that  position.  He  was  an  elected  Deputy  to  the  National  Assem- 
bly. He  has  traveled  extensively  in  most  of  the  countries  of  Africa,  Europe,  and  Asia 
and  has  made  one  previous  trip  to  the  United  States.  His  current  visit  was  arranged 
by  the  Department  of  State  and  members  of  Southern  Illinois  University's  faculty 
working  in  Mali. 

It  is  recommended  that  at  the  June,  1965,  commencements  the  honorary  Doctor 
of  Laws  degree  be  awarded  to  Carter  Davidson  and  to  Harold  B.  Gores. 

Carter  Davidson  was  born  September  23,  1905,  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  He 
received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Harvard  University,  the  Master  of  Arts 
degree  from  the  University  of  Louisville,  and  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  from 
the  University  of  Chicago.  He  has  been  awarded  honorary  degrees  by  several 
colleges  and  universities.  He  served  as  Instructor  of  English  in  a  Louisville  high 
school,  1925-26;  as  assistant  professor  of  English  and  Speech  at  the  University  of 
Idaho,  1926-28;  as  Instructor  of  English  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  1928-31; 
as  assistant  professor  of  English  at  Carleton  College,  1931-32,  and  as  associate 
professor  and  assistant  to  the  President,  1932-36;  as  President  of  Knox  College, 
1936-46;  and  has  served  as  President  of  Union  College,  Schenectady,  New  York, 
since  1946.  In  1935  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  Congregational  Church. 
He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Schenectady  Savings  Bank;  a  director  of  the  Schenectady 
Hotel  Corporation;  and  a  member  of  the  Commission  on  Higher  Education,  Middle 
States  Association  of  Colleges.  He  has  served  as  trustee  of  the  Institute  for  Inter- 
national Education  and  of  the  International  Mass  Education  Movement,  Carnegie 
Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching;  as  president  of  the  College  Federal 
Agency  Council  and  of  the  Association  of  Colleges  and  Universities  of  the  State  of 
New  York;  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Empire  State  Foundation, 
Independent  Liberal  Arts  Colleges;  as  a  member  of  the  Commission  on  Financing 
Higher  Education;  and  as  chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Colleges  and  Industry, 
Association  of  American  Colleges.  He  is  the  co-author  of  several  books,  including 
Poetry,  Its  Appreciation  and  Enjoyment,  1934,  and  Colleges  for  Freedom,  1947. 

Harold  Bismark  Gores  was  born  September  20,  1909,  at  Abington,  Massachusetts. 
He  received  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College, 
the  Master  of  Education  and  Doctor  of  Education  degrees  from  Harvard  University. 
He  has  been  awarded  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  by  Northeastern  Univer- 
sity and  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Science  degree  from  the  College  of  Emporia,  Kansas. 
He  served  in  various  capacities  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts,  1931-58, 
including  the  office  of  superintendent  of  schools,  1949-58.  He  served  as  New  England 
regional  chairman  of  the  Fulbright  Teachers  Exchange  Program,  1953-57;  as 
national  chairman  of  the  fellowships  program  for  high  school  teachers,  Fund  for 
Advancement  of  Education,  Ford  Foundation,  1954-55;  as  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Harvard  Foundation  for  Advanced  Study  and  Research,  1954-57; 
as  a  member  of  the  President's  Science  Advisory  Committee,  1959;  as  a  member  of 
the  education  advisory  group,  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company;  as  a  member 
of  the  national  advisory  committee  on  school  relations,  Girl  Scouts  of  America; 
and  is  presently  president  of  Educational  Facilities  Laboratories,  Inc.,  Ford  Founda- 
tion. 

These  recommendations  have  been  initiated  by  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Honor- 
ary Degrees  and  have  the  endorsement  of  the  administration. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  Van  Brown,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
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the  Board  approved  the  award  of  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  to 
Abdoulaye  Singare,  Carter  Davidson,  and  Harold  B.  Gores,  as  recommended. 
The  vote  was  unanimous. 

CHANGE  OF  NAME  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  GUIDANCE 

Approval  is  requested  for  changing  the  name  of  the  Department  of  Guidance 
in  the  College  of  Education  on  the  Carbondale  Campus  to  the  Department  of 
Guidance  and  Educational  Psychology. 

The  title  proposed  provides  a  more  complete  and  accurate  description  of  the 
function  of  the  program  as  it  presently  exists  than  does  the  old  title,  and  hence  will 
be  more  informative  to  students  and  to  faculty  members.  The  limitations  of  the 
present  title  have  been  something  of  a  handicap  in  the  employment  of  staff. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  the 
Board  unanimously  approved  the  administration's  recommendation. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  DORMITORY  AT  VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  INSTITUTE 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees: 

Resolution 

Whereas  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  April  26,  1963,  authorized  the 
administration  to  negotiate  with  Mr.  Robert  Reeves  for  the  construction  of  a  dor- 
mitory on  University  property  to  be  leased  by  the  University  to  the  Foundation  and 
after  the  construction  of  the  dormitory  to  be  leased  back  to  the  University;  and 

Whereas  at  the  request  of  the  administration  of  the  University  the  Southern 
Illinois  University  Foundation  on  June  7,  1963,  by  formal  resolution  did  approve 
such  an  arrangement;  and 

Whereas  in  accordance  therewith  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  was  drawn  and 
executed  by  and  between  Mr.  Reeves  and  the  Foundation  on  December  12,  1963, 
copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof;  and 

Whereas  this  arrangement  was  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  July  1,  1964; 
and 

Whereas  it  now  appears  desirable  to  have  said  dormitory  built  on  a  recently 
acquired  campus  of  the  Vocational-Technical  Institute; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University,  in  regular  meeting  assembled,  that  the  lease  of  a  dormitory  building 
site  on  the  recently  acquired  Vocational-Technical  Institute  campus  to  the  Southern 
Illinois  University  Foundation  for  rental  of  One  Dollar  per  year,  with  right  to 
sublease  to  Mr.  Robert  Reeves  of  Carbondale,  Illinois,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized 
provided  that  Mr.  Robert  Reeves  delivers  a  fee-simple  title  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Southern  Illinois  University  free  of  any  liens  and  encumbrances  to  property 
designated  and  known  as  University  Tract  162; 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Board  such  leases  and  other  legal  instruments  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  for  the  provision  of  a  privately  constructed  dormitory  facility 
under  substantially  the  above  terms. 
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Memorandum  of  Agreement 
this  agreement,  entered  into  this  twelfth  day  of  December,  1963,  by  and  between 
the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation,  a  not-for-profit  corporation,  located 
in  Carbondale,   Illinois,  hereinafter  called  the  Foundation,  and  Robert  Reeves, 
of  Carbondale,  Illinois,  hereinafter  called  Reeves, 

Witnesseth: 

1.  Reeves  agrees  to  cause  to  be  constructed  at  his  own  expense  a  dormitory 
on  a  site  to  be  made  available  for  this  purpose  by  the  Foundation  by  means  of  sub- 
letting the  site  to  Reeves  under  a  lease  of  the  property  by  the  Foundation  from 
Southern  Illinois  University.  Said  dormitory  is  to  be  constructed  in  accordance 
with  plans  and  drawings,  preliminary  versions  of  which  have  been  heretofore  sub- 
mitted to  the  University  Architect  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  and  the  final 
working  drawings  version  of  said  plans  shall  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  said 
University  Architect  prior  to  the  letting  of  bids  for  construction.  The  contractor 
who  is  to  execute  the  plans  shall  be  selected  by  means  of  competitive  public  bid 
lettings  to  be  administered  by  the  designing  architect  and  evaluated  by  the  University 
Architect.  The  sub-lease  of  the  building  site  to  Reeves  shall  be  for  a  rental  of  $1.00 
per  year,  and  shall  be  of  a  basic  term  which  shall  coincide  with  the  requirements 
of  the  holder  of  the  mortgage  or  other  security  interest  in  the  dormitory  granted  by 
Reeves  to  his  lender;  such  lease  shall  nonetheless  terminate  upon  final  payment 
of  all  sums  due  Reeves  hereunder.  The  principal  amount  of  such  mortgage  or  other 
security  interest  shall  not  exceed  the  totals  of  sub-paragraphs  A,  B,  and  C  of  Para- 
graph 2  hereof.  The  dormitory  when  constructed  shall  be  considered  a  fixture  and 
annexed  to  the  land;  it  shall  revert  to  the  owner  of  the  land  at  the  expiration  or 
termination  of  such  lease.  Reeves  agrees  that  the  University  Architect  shall  be  privi- 
leged to  visit  the  construction  site  either  personally  or  through  his  agents  or  employees 
a  minimum  of  once  each  week  during  construction,  although  supervisory  architectural 
services  during  construction  shall  be  provided  by  Reeves'  architect. 

2.  Upon  completion  of  construction  of  the  dormitory  in  a  manner  certified  by 
the  University  Architect  to  be  in  substantial  conformity  with  the  plans  he  approved, 
the  Foundation  agrees  to  lease  the  said  dormitory  from  Reeves  for  a  term  which 
shall  coincide  with  the  term  of  the  mortgage  or  other  security  interest  in  the  building 
granted  by  Reeves.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Foundation  shall  have  the  right  to  assign 
this  lease  to  Southern  Illinois  University.  The  rental  of  the  dormitory  shall  be 
computed  as  follows: 

A.  The  total  cost  of  construction  of  the  dormitory,  including  insurance  during 
construction,  architectural  design  and  supervision  costs,  and  financing  costs,  including 
interest. 

B.  The  sum  of  $51,000  for  the  site  for  which  the  dormitory  was  originally  planned, 
plus  direct  costs  incurred  relating  to  the  land  for  which  the  dormitory  was  originally 
planned  as  described  under  Paragraph  3  hereof. 

C.  A  sum  computed  by  taking  seven  (7)  per  cent  of  the  total  of  A.  and  B.  above. 

D.  Periodic  interest  charged  during  the  period  of  the  operation  of  the  dormitory 
provided  herein  following  completion  of  the  construction  thereof  for  a  loan  obtained 
for  the  totals  of  A,  B,  and  C  above. 

E.  To  the  above  shall  be  added  a  sum  sufficient  to  reimburse  Reeves  for  the  cost 
of  fire,  extended  coverage,  and  vandalism  and  malicious  mischief  insurance  for  the 
period  during  which  the  dormitory  is  leased  by  the  Foundation.

Such  rental  shall  be  paid  in  equal  annual  installments  at  the  beginning  of  each 
year  of  tenancy;  each  such  installment  shall  be  in  the  amount  of  the  basic  rental 
divided  by  the  number  of  years  in  the  term  of  the  mortgage  or  other  security  interest, 
prorated  for  periods  of  less  than  a  year,  plus  the  actual  cost  of  insurance  for  that 
period.  Real  estate  taxes,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  or  caused  to  be  paid  by  the  Foundation. 

provided,  however,  that  the  Foundation  is  hereby  granted  an  irrevocable 
option  to  purchase  the  said  building  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  seven  years 
from  the  commencement  of  such  lease  of  the  building,  for  a  price  equivalent  to 
the  total  of  the  remaining  rental  for  the  term,  less  mortgage  interest  cost  and  in- 
surance cost  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  plus  any  pre-payment  premium  required 
by  the  mortgage  or  other  security  instrument. 

3.  The  execution  of  the  above  agreement  is  conditioned  upon  the  prior  acquisition 
of  title  by  Southern  Illinois  University  of  tract  of  land  denominated  by  said  Univer- 
sity as  University  Tract  162,  said  tract  of  land  being  in  the  block  situated  north- 
west of  the  intersection  of  South  Marion  Street  at  East  Grand  Avenue  in  the  City 
of  Carbondale,  and  consisting  of  one  city  lot  facing  South  Marion  Street.

The  low  bids  totaling  $94,559 
were  well  within  our  engineers'  estimates,  and  the  respective  low  bidders  are  both 
firms  which  have  previously  performed  or  are  performing  work  at  the  Edwardsville 
Campus  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  made  the  contract  awards  accordingly,  and  the  Board  at  this  time  is  requested 
to  formally  ratify  such  awards. 
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Resolution 
Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in  regular 
session  assembled,  that  the  construction  contract  awards  for  Water  Treatment 
Plant  (Phase  I)  Edwardsville  Campus,  heretofore  made  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  this  Board  in  accordance  with  said  Committee's  authority  in  the  premises,  which 
awards  were,  respectively,  to  R.  &  R.  Construction  Company,  Alton,  Illinois,  for 
construction  of  a  400,000  gallon  clear  well  structure  (Bid  No.  1,  Division  A)  $65,592, 
and  to  Luhr  Bros.,  Inc.  of  Columbia,  Illinois,  for  construction  of  water  well  and 
installation  of  pumping  equipment  and  water  lines  (Bid  No.  2,  Division  B)  $28,967, 
be  and  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  in  all  respects. 

The  above  resolution,  ratifying  and  confirming  action  of  the  Executive

Approval  is  requested  for  submitting  to  the  State  of  Illinois  Board  of 
Higher  Education  as  a  new  program  the  option  in  Aviation  Technology  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Associate  in  Technology  offered  by  the  Vocational-Technical  Institute. 
Although  this  option  has  been  planned  since  February  23,  1960,  when  the  Univer- 
sity acquired  the  facilities  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Airport,  we  have  been  advised 
that  it  should  be  presented  to  the  State  Board  for  formal  approval. 

A  general  discussion  was  held  concerning  the  Vocational-Technical  Insti- 
tute and  the  possibility  of  expansion  of  programs  with  support  from  the 
Federal  Government  under  the  Poverty  Act.  The  administration  agreed  to 
supply  the  members  of  the  Board  with  further  detail  concerning  current 
programs  and  plans.

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  adminis- 
tration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

REVISED    PERSONNEL    POLICIES    AFFECTING    CIVIL    SERVICE    EMPLOYEES 
AT  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

On  January  14,  1954,  personnel  policies  for  civil  service  employees  were 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Since  then  there  have  been  singular  Board  actions 
which  have  changed  specific  items. 

Recently  a  complete  revision  of  these  policies  was  undertaken  and  the  following 
recommendations  for  amendment  are  suggested.  These  have  been  reviewed  by  the 
personnel  officers  of  both  campuses,  the  officials  of  the  University  Civil  Service 
System,  and  the  State  Universities  Retirement  System. 

It  is  recommended  that  these  amendments  be  effective  immediately  (amended 
language  is  underlined) : 

ARTICLE  III,  SECTION  4 

The  University  recognizes  the  principle  of  collective  bargaining  with  respect  to 
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civil  service  employees  not  in  administrative  or  semi-military  positions ....  However, 
the  By-Laws,  Statutes,  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Ttustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University,  made  and  enacted  within  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  shall  govern 
the  University  at  all  times  and  such  By-Laws,  Statutes,  and  Regulations  cannot  be 
negated  by  negotiation. 

ARTICLE  III,  SECTION  6 

No  person,  group  of  persons,  or  organization  will  be  permitted  to  solicit  membership 
in  any  organization  with  a  University  employee  during  the  employee's  working 
hours  nor  at  the  employee's  normal  place  of  employment. 

ARTICLE  III,  SECTION  9 

An  employee  will  be  given  time  off  without  pay  to  vote  in  general  elections  not 
exceeding  two  (2)  hours,  provided  that  such  employee  is  scheduled  to  work  more 
than  four  (4)  hours  during  the  hours  the  polls  are  open. 

ARTICLE  VI,  SECTION  2,  PARAGRAPH  9   (Page  11) 

Any  other  time  off  becomes  the  prerogative  of  the  President  of  the  University  and 
the  announcement  of  such  time  off  shall  be  made  by  the  Office  of  the  President  or 
his  delegated  representative. 

ARTICLE  VI,  SECTION  3,  PARAGRAPH  5   (Page   12) 

The  fiscal  week  of  the  University  shall  be  considered  as  starting  at  12:00::01  a.m. 
on  Monday  morning  and  ending  at  11:59::59  p.m.  Sunday  evening. 

ARTICLE  VII,  SECTION   1 

For  all  employees  in  their  first  year  of  service,  no  vacation  shall  be  available  for 
employees  with  less  than  six  (6)  months  of  service,  but  at  the  end  of  six  (6)  months 
of  employment  (completion  of  the  probationary  period),  one-half  of  the  first  year's 

vacation  as  listed  in  sections  2,  3,  and  4  shall  be  considered  as  earned  and  available, 

and  the  fractional  amount  of  the  first  year's  vacation  shall  be  available  thereafter 

in  proportion  to  the  fraction  of  the  year  worked. 

ARTICLE  X,  SECTION   1 

Leaves  of  absence  with  pay  shall  be  granted  for  an  employee  who  is  summoned 
for  jury  duty  or  in  the  fulfillment  of  annual  military  obligation  in  the  armed  forces 
of  the  United  States  or  its  Allies.  Compensation  for  such  leave  will  be  computed  at 
the  normal  rate  of  pay  not  to  exceed  fifteen  (15)  calendar  days  per  year.

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  heretofore  by  Resolution  resolved  on  the 
12th  day  of  December,  1964,  requested  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  acquire 
title  to  and  pay  for  the  aforesaid  tracts  the  sum  of  Thirty-Three  Thousand,  Three 
Hundred  Dollars  ($33,300.00)  for  tract  6,  and  Thirty-Seven  Thousand,  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($37,500.00)  for  tract  9,  the  same  to  be  leased  back  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Southern  Illinois  University;  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  make  prompt  payment  of  the  purchase  price  to  the  owners 
of  the  aforesaid  tracts  for  the  taking  thereof  by  condemnation,  the  Southern  Illinois 
University  Foundation,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University,  paid  the  sum  of  Thirty-Three  Thousand,  Three  Hundred  Dollars

CONSIDERATION    OF    BIDS    FOR    WATER    TREATMENT    PLANT,    PHASE    II, 
EDWARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

Bids  were  received  May  6,  1965,  for  general  construction;  mechanical 
piping,  water  treatment,  and  pumping  equipment;  plumbing  work;  heating  and 
ventilating  work;  electrical  work;  and  an  access  road  for  the  Water  Treatment 
Plant,  Phase  II,  Edwardsville  Campus.  A  copy  of  the  tabulation  sheet  showing  all 
proposals  received  is  attached  hereto. 

The  apparent  low  bids  were  30.7%  over  the  cost  estimates.  In  view  of  the  excess 
of  the  low  bids  over  the  estimates,  and  in  view  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Associate 
Engineers,  Warren  and  Van  Praag,  it  is  recommended  that  all  bids  be  rejected  and 
that  the  administration  be  authorized  to  proceed  to  ascertain  an  alternate  way  of 
accomplishing  this  work. 

The  delay  in  award  of  this  phase  of  the  work  will  defer  the  addition  of  filtering 
and  softening,  but  it  will  be  possible  to  use  the  water  obtained  from  Phase  I  of  the 
construction  of  the  water  treatment  plant  until  April  of  1967,  when  it  is  hoped  that 
Phase  II  would  be  accomplished.  The  water  coming  from  Phase  I,  however,  will 
be  pure.

CONSIDERATION    OF   BIDS    FOR    PIPING    WORK,    POWER    PLANT     BOILERS 
PHASE  II,  CARBONDALE  CAMPUS 

On  March  17,  1965,  the  Board  of  Trustees  rejected  bids  for  piping,  plumb- 
ing, and  ventilation  work  for  the  Power  Plant  Boilers,  Phase  II,  Carbondale  Campus, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  administration.  This  work  was  readvertised  and  new 
bids  were  received  May  6,  1965.  As  a  result  of  the  rebidding,  the  low  bid  is  now 
$236,000,  as  compared  to  the  original  low  bid  of  $243,295,  a  reduction  of  $7,295. 
Attached  hereto  is  a  tabulation  of  the  proposals  received  May  6,  1965,  and  a  summary 
sheet  showing  the  recommendation  of  the  University  Architect  for  the  award  of 
contract. 

The  low  bid  is  10.8%  above  the  cost  estimate  of  $212,910  made  by  Consoer, 
Townsend  and  Associates. 

The  administration  and  our  associate  engineers  considered  the  possibility  of 
having  the  piping  work  done  by  members  of  the  Physical  Plant  staff,  but  an  analysis 
of  the  complexities  of  the  work  proved  this  method  was  not  feasible.

REVISION  OF  THE  AIR  FORCE  ROTC  PROGRAM 

The  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  establishment  of  a  required  Air  Force 
Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  program  in  1951  for  all  physically  qualified  fresh- 
man and  sophomore  male  students  at  the  University.  This  action  was  taken  after 
faculty  members  and  student  in  a  poll  on  February  13,  1951,  expressed  a  favorable 
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reaction  to  the  establishment  of  Air  Force  ROTC  on  a  permanent  basis  at  the 
University. 

The  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  Vitalization  Act  of  1964  was  signed  into 
law  by  the  President  on  October  13,  1964.  This  Act  made  different  provisions  than 
previous  law  under  which  AFROTC  functioned  at  the  University. 

After  preliminary  discussions  with  representatives  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Air 
Force  regarding  alternatives  available  to  Southern  Illinois  University,  a  poll  was 
taken  by  the  Military  Policies  Committee  on  April  9,  1965,  on  the  question: 
Shall  the  program  of  Air  Force  ROTC  at  Southern  Illinois  University 
be  continued  on  a  required  basis  under  present  policies  or  become 
elective  for  eligible   male  students  at   Southern   Illinois   University 
thereby  extending  the  program  to  enrolled  students  on  the  upper 
(Junior  and  Senior)  level  at  the  Edwardsville  Campus?

Based  on  the  results  of  this  poll  favoring  an  elective  program,  the  review  by  the 
Military  Policies  Committee  of  the  alternatives  available  to  the  University,  and  the 
discussions  and  correspondence  with  the  officials  of  the  Air  Force,  the  following 
recommendation  is  made: 

Effective  in  September  of  1965  the  required  two-year  basic  AFROTC  program 
is  to  be  terminated  at  Southern  Illinois  University  and  changed  to  a  voluntary 
program  at  the  Carbondale  and  Edwardsville  campuses. 

The  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  and  his  staff,  the  officials 
of  Air  University,  the  Air  Force  ROTC,  and  the  Professor  of  Aerospace  Studies 
at  Southern  Illinois  University  are  to  be  commended  for  making  possible  this  expan- 
sion of  opportunity  for  all  students  of  Southern  Illinois  University. 

On  motion  of  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  seconded  by  Melvin  G.  Lockard,  the 
Board  approved  termination  of  the  compulsory  two-year  basic  AFROTC 
Program,  effective  September  1965,  and  change  to  a  voluntary  program  at 
the  Carbondale  and  Edwardsville  campuses.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea, 
Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Wham,  Mr.  Lockard; 
pass,  Dr.  Brown;  nay,  none. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  by  unanimous  vote  adopted  a  statement  of  tribute 
to  be  forwarded  to  the  survivors  of  Senator  R.  G.  Crisenberry,  deceased. 

Tentative  lists  of  salaries  proposed  for  administrative  and/or  faculty-ad- 
ministrative personnel  for  the  fiscal  year  1965-66  were  mailed  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  prior  to  this  meeting,  and  a  copy  was  placed 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

After  full  consideration,  Kenneth  L.  Davis  moved  that  the  Board  approve 
the  proposed  salaries,  as  recommended,  effective  June  1,  1965.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  and  the  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.

$22,000  to  $24,000,  plus  out-of-pocket  expenses;  further,  the  Board  approved 
the  employment  of  Mr.  Leonard  Shaw  of  Lutter,  Maremont  and  Company, 
Inc.,  35  E.  Wacker  Drive,  Chicago  11,  Illinois,  at  the  rate  of  $225  per  day 
on  a  per  diem  basis,  including  all  expenses,  to  carry  out  studies  and  investi- 
gations as  requested  by  the  administration.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea, 
Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Wham, 
Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

Near  the  close  of  the  meeting  Mayor  Raymond  O.  Rogers,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Howard  Percy  and  Mr.  Thorp,  representing  the  administration  of 
the  City  of  Edwardsville,  presented  to  the  Board  a  proposal  for  the  sale 
of  water  for  the  University — Edwardsville  Campus.  At  the  request  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mayor  Rogers  agreed  that  this  proposal  would  be 
submitted  to  the  administration  of  the  University.

CONSIDERATION    OF    BIDS    FOR    SCIENCE    LABORATORY    FURNITURE,    ED- 
WARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

Bids  were  received  on  May  20,  1965,  for  science  laboratory  furniture  at 
the  Edwardsville  Campus.  There  is  presented  herewith  a  tabulation  of  all  proposals 
received,  showing  the  recommendation  of  the  University  Architect  for  the  award 
of  contract  to  the  low  bidder. 

The  purchase  of  this  equipment  will  provide  the  needed  furniture  to  complete  the 
teaching  laboratories  at  the  Edwardsville  Campus  for  the  winter  term  of  1965. 
A  new  and  original  type  of  convertible  furniture,  readily  adaptable  to  disciplines 
in  the  life  sciences  and  physical  sciences,  will  be  employed.  This  new  scientific  furniture 
will  provide  for  maximum  utilization  of  equipment  and  will  provide  the  flexibility 
necessary  for  the  expanding  programs  on  the  Edwardsville  Campus. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  contract  for  this  furniture  be  awarded  to  the  low 
bidder,  the  Walrus  Manufacturing  Company,  Decatur,  Illinois,  in  the  amount 
of  $316,768.  This  low  bid  is  well  below  the  engineers'  estimate  of  $453,827. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  Van  Brown, 
the  Board  approved  the  award  of  contract  to  the  low  bidder,  as  recommended.

REVISION  OF  ILLINOIS  AVENUE  AND  MILL  STREET 

The  Division  of  Highways  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  proposing  improvements 
to  Illinois  Avenue  and  Mill  Street  bordering  upon  the  University.  Illinois  Avenue 
is  to  be  widened,  as  is  Mill  Street,  and  Illinois  and  University  Avenues  are  to  become 
one-way  streets  going  in  opposite  directions.  A  series  of  meetings  between  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  University  have  led  to  a  recom- 
mended agreement  with  respect  to  the  realignment  of  sidewalks,  the  development 
of  traffic  control  signals,  and  right-of-way  adjustments. 

The  following  letter  represents  these  agreements  and  approval  of  the  Board  for 
its  execution  by  the  President  is  requested:

Dear  President  Morris: 

The  north-south  traffic  couple  utilizing  Illinois  and  University  Avenues  for 
U.S.  Route  51  traffic  through  the  City  of  Carbondale  is  scheduled  for  the  completion 
of  planning  and  for  the  awarding  of  the  construction  contract  this  year  at  the  earliest 
date  that  planning  can  be  completed. 

This  joint  City-State  project  has  been  a  subject  of  several  conferences  among  rep- 
resentatives of  Southern  Illinois  University,  the  City  of  Carbondale,  and  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Highways  District  Office  personnel  at  Carbondale.  On  matters  of  right 
of  way  adjacent  to  Southern  Illinois  University,  right  of  way  is  being  obtained 
through  the  joint  efforts  of  Southern  Illinois  University  and  the  Division  of  Highways 
under  an  existing  agreement. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  certain  additional  items  affecting  Southern  Illinois 
University  have  been  worked  out  as  follows: 

1.  The  right  of  way  line  on  the  south  side  of  Mill  Street  from  University  Street 
eastwardly  to  the  new  south  diagonal  street  will,  in  general,  be  4  feet  back  of  the 
curb  with  the  proposed  10  foot  wide  sidewalk  (requested  by  SIU)  and  the  earth 
grading  back  of  the  sidewalk  to  be  constructed  on  a  "construction  easement"  to 
be  granted  by  SIU.  Since  the  south  curb  of  Mill  Street  in  this  vicinity  is  a  curved 
line,  the  deeds  will  be  so  drawn  that  the  right  of  way  line  will  be  square  across  each 
lot  and  will  vary  as  necessary  from  the  general  rule  of  being  4  feet  back  of  the  curb. 

2.  The  right  of  way  line  and  sidewalk  southeasterly  along  the  diagonal  street  to 
Illinois  Avenue  and  south  along  Illinois  Avenue  to  the  intersection  with  Grand 
Avenue  will  follow  the  same  general  plan  as  in  Item  1  above  except  on  Illinois 
Avenue  fronting  the  property  of  the  Wesley  Foundation.  At  this  location  the  right 
of  way  will  extend  out  to  include  the  sidewalk.

3.  The  cost  of  the  sidewalk  will  be  divided  as  follows: 

(a)  The  10  foot  wide  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  Mill  Street  from  University 
Street  easterly  to  the  diagonal  street,  thence  southeasterly  along  the  diagonal  street 
to  Illinois  Avenue  and  the  north  line  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  property,  will  be 
charged  to  SIU. 

(b)  The  10  foot  wide  sidewalk  fronting  the  Wesley  Foundation  will  be  charged  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings. 

(c)  The  10  foot  wide  sidewalk  from  the  south  line  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  property 
south  for  a  distance  of  166  feet  to  Station  101  +  80,  where  there  is  an  existing  5  foot 
wide  walk,  will  be  charged  50%  to  the  Department  and  50%  to  SIU. 

(d)  From  Station  101  +80  south  to  Grand  Avenue  there  is  an  existing  10  foot 
wide  walk.  The  new  10  foot  wide  walk  in  this  area  will  be  charged  100%  to  the 
Department. 

After  construction  is  completed,  SIU  shall  reimburse  the  Department  for  the 
actual  cost  of  the  sidewalk  described  above  at  the  contract  unit  price  per  square 
foot.  This  is  presently  estimated  to  be  6685  sq.  ft.  at  $0.85/sq.  ft.  or  $5,685.00. 

4.  The  entire  10  foot  wide  sidewalk,  discussed  in  Item  3  above,  beginning  at  Univer- 
sity Avenue  and  running  easterly  along  the  south  side  of  Mill  Street  to  the  south 
diagonal  street,  thence  southeasterly  along  the  south  diagonal  street  to  Illinois 
Avenue,  thence  south  along  the  west  side  of  Illinois  Avenue  to  Grand  Avenue, 
except  that  portion  on  Illinois  Avenue  fronting  the  Wesley  Foundation  property 
and  measuring  approximately  147.5  feet  in  length,  will  be  maintained  by  Southern 
Illinois  University. 

5.  The  installation  of  Traffic  Control  Signals  at  the  intersection  of  Grand  Avenue 
will  be  provided  in  this  project  as  requested  by  SIU,  provided  that  SIU  will  reimburse 
the  Department  for  the  actual  contract  cost  of  the  signals  and  installation  which 
is  presently  estimated  at  $10,000.00,  plus  $600.00,  for  engineering  costs  which  amount 
is  approximately  6  %  of  the  estimated  cost  of  construction. 

6.  Southern  Illinois  University  will  move  the  existing  lighting  facilities  that  interfere 
with  the  proposed  work  prior  to  construction  with  its  own  forces  and  replace  them 
as  it  sees  fit  after  construction  is  completed.  This  will  be  considered  a  Right  of  Way 
matter  and  the  cost  of  this  work  will  be  allowed  as  a  credit  to  SIU  when  ROW 
costs  being  shared  by  the  Department  and  SIU  are  balanced. 

7.  SIU  will  be  given  a  set  of  the  completed  plans  for  this  project  in  order  that  the 
provisions  for  sidewalk,  signals,  earth  slopes,  and  construction  easement  limits  may 
be  examined.  A  letter  from  SIU  approving  the  plans  will  be  requested  by  the  Dis- 
trict Office  at  Carbondale  and  this  letter  will  constitute  the  granting  of  construction 
easements  as  shown  on  the  plans. 

In  the  event  you  are  in  agreement  with  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  appreciated  if 
you  will  sign  both  copies  of  the  letter  in  the  space  provided  and  return  one  to  me 
for  our  file  and  records.

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  admin- 
istration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 
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MASTER  LAND  USE  PLAN,  EDWARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

We  will  present  for  approval  a  revised  Master  Land  Use  Map  for  the 
development  of  the  Edwardsville  Campus  at  the  time  of  the  August  5  meeting. 
The  map  shows  large  functional  areas  such  as  the  academic  core,  continuation 
center,  community  center,  research  and  professional  schools.  This  map  repre- 
sents a  further  refinement  of  the  zoning  and  land  use  map  approved  by  the 
Board  on  November  9,  1961.  A  copy  of  this  map  is  on  file  in  the  Board  office. 

Using  Master  Land  Use  Plan,  Edwardsville  Campus,  dated  June  29, 
1965,  President  Morris  explained  to  the  members  of  the  Board  the  major 
refinements  and  revisions  made  since  approval  of  the  Campus  Master 
Plan  on  November  9,  1961.  He  indicated  the  location  of  utilities  reser- 
voir No.  1,  and  proposed  auxiliary  reservoir  No.  2;  parking  areas;  reserve 
land  for  housing,  physical  education  and  recreation,  research,  and  ser- 
vices; proposed  and  partially  completed  road  and  walkways;  the  central 
academic  core;  and  major  entrances  to  the  campus. 

On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  the 
Board  approved  the  Master  Land  Use  Plan  as  presented.  The  vote  was 
as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Mare- 
mont,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

FEE  SCHEDULE  FOR  TRANSCRIPTS 

It  is  recommended  that  the  following  schedule  of  fees  for  transcripts  in 
quantity  be  approved  on  a  University-wide  basis,  effective  July  1,  1965.  There 
is  no  charge  for  the  first  transcript,  but  for  additional  transcripts  the  following 
charges  are  to  prevail:  1,  $1.00;  2,  $2.00;  3,  $3.00;  4,  $4.00;  5-9,  $5.00;  10-14, 
$7.00;  over  14,  $1.00  for  multiples  of  five.

PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  CIVIL  SERVICE  BENEFITS  POLICY 

On  June  24,  1952,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  University  Civil 
Service  Employee  Benefit  Policy.  This  policy  has  been  amended  by  the  Board 
in  the  following  ways  at  the  times  indicated: 

1.  September  26,  1952,  permitting  compensation  for  overtime  by  permitting 
time  and  one-half  off  in  lieu  of  cash  payments. 

2.  January  21,  1954,  reconsideration  and  affirmation  of  present  policy. 

3.  July  12,  1955,  permitting  extension  of  holiday  weekend  when  holiday  falls 
on  sixth  or  seventh  day  of  the  work  week. 

4.  July  25,  1957,  incorporating  changes  relating  to  overtime  pay,  disability 
leave,  and  vacations. 

5.  June  15,  1960,  incorporating  amendment  of  disability  leave  benefits. 

6.  May  26,  1965,  incorporating  various  clarifications  relating  to  present 
practices. 

The  Chairman  of  the  University  Civil  Service  Merit  System  has  notified  the 
University  of  additional  amendments  which  the  Merit  Board  approved  at  its 
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June  16,  1965,  meeting  and  asked  that  they  be  transmitted  to  governing  boards 
with  a  recommendation  that  these  changes  be   adopted.   These  changes  have 
been  approved  by  the  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Illinois.  Both  Boards  made  these  changes  effective  July  1,  1965. 
The  recommended  changes  are  as  follows: 

PRESENT  POLICY 

IV.  Disability  Leave  with  Full  Pay 

B.  Disability  leave  may  be  used  when  it  is  necessary  for  an  employee  to  be 
absent  from  work  because  of  an  emergency  illness  in  his  immediate  household 
or  family. 

PROPOSED  POLICY 

B.  Delete. 

PRESENT  POLICY 

V.  Funeral  Leave 

2.  Leave  beyond  these  amounts1  may  be  approved  under  special  cir- 
cumstances, but  will  be  charged  against  disability  benefits. 

3.  If  leave  is  requested  to  attend  the  funeral  of  someone  other  than  a  rela- 
tive, it  may  be  granted  up  to  one-half  day,  but  time  so  used  shall  be  charged 
against  disability  leave  of  the  employee  making  the  request. 

PROPOSED  POLICY 

2.  Leaves,  for  purposes  noted  in  1,  above,  but  beyond  these  amounts,  may  be 
approved  under  special  circumstances. 

3.  Delete. 

PRESENT  POLICY 

VI.  Vacations  with  Full  Pay 

C.  For  all  employees  with  less  than  ten  years  of  service  (except  those  indicated 
in  VI,  B,  above) ,  vacation  shall  be  two  work  weeks  in  each  year  of  service. 

D.  For  all  employees  with  ten  or  more  years  of  service  (except  those  indicated 
in  VI,  B,  above) ,  vacation  shall  be  three  work  weeks  in  each  year  of  service. 

PROPOSED  POLICY 

C.  For  all  employees  with  less  than  ten  consecutive  years  of  service  (except 
those  indicated  in  VI,  B,  above) ,  vacation  shall  be  two  work  weeks  in  each 
year  of  service. 

D.  For  all  employees  with  ten  or  more  but  less  than  twenty  consecutive  years 
of  service  (except  those  indicated  in  VI,  B,  above) ,  vacation  shall  be  three 
work  weeks  in  each  year  of  service. 

E.  For  all  employees  with  twenty  or  more  consecutive  years  of  service  (except 
those  indicated  in  VI,  B,  above),  vacation  shall  be  four  work  weeks  in  each 
year  of  service. 

VII.  Personal  Leave 

A.  For  all  employees  with  continuous  and  consecutive  years  of  service,  personal 
leave  with  full  pay  shall  be  granted  as  folloius: 

iUp  to  three  days  for  funeral  of  a  member  of  the  immediate  family  or  house- 
hold and  one  day  for  a  relative  outside  the  immediate  household. 
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1.  In  each  of  the  first  three  years  of  service,  two  days  of  personal  leave. 

2.  In  each  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  years  of  service,  three  days  of 
personal  leave. 

3.  In  each  of  the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  years  of  service,  four  days  of 
personal  leave. 

4.  In  the  tenth  year  of  service  and  thereafter,  five  days  of  personal  leave  in 
each  year  of  service. 

B.  Personal  leave  will  be  granted  to  the  extent  that  credits  for  personal  leave 
are  available  and  can  be  used  by  an  employee  at  any  time  and  for  any  reason, 
subject  to  operating  policies  that  the  employer  might  have  to  impose  to  insure 
continuity  of  operations. 

C.  Such  personal  leave  shall  be  used  in  the  year  in  which  it  becomes  available 
and  shall  not  be  cumulative  nor  available  beyond  six  months  following  the 
year  in  which  it  is  earned.  Such  personal  leave  may  be  used  during  the  18- 
month  period  prescribed,  but  failure  of  the  employee  to  complete  a  full  year 
of  service  shall  result  in  adjustment  of  terminal  compensation  if  he  has  used 
more  personal  leave  than  he  has  earned  on  a  pro  rata  basis  on  date  of  termi- 
nation. 

D.  Any  holidays  other  than  those  approved  in  Section  I,  Legal  Holidays,  or 
gift  days  other  than  those  related  to  Christmas  Day,  which  may  be  granted  by 
the  president,  or  approved  by  the  governing  board  of  an  institution  or  agency, 
will  automatically  reduce  the  number  of  personal  leave  days  available  to  the 
employees  of  that  institution  or  agency. 

There  have  in  the  past  been  numerous  requests  for  additional  holidays  in 
addition  to  the  six  originally  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
recommended  changes  represent  a  practical  answer  to  the  problem  by  providing 
for  "personal  leave."  The  amount  of  personal  leave  available  is  to  depend  upon 
the  employee's  length  of  service. 

In  providing  for  the  personal  leave  it  is  further  recommended  that  sick 
leave  be  restricted  to  occasions  when  an  employee  himself  is  sick  or  disabled. 

In  addition,  a  fourth  week  of  vacation  is  granted  to  employees  with  twenty 
or  more  years  of  service. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
the  Board  voted  unanimously  to  table  the  proposed  changes  in  Civil 
Service  Benefits  Policy.

The  death  of  Mr.  Charles  C.  Colby,  University  Professor,  was  reported.  Mr. 

He  received  the 
Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  degree  from  Michigan  State  Normal  College  and  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Chicago.  He  served  at  the  University  of  Chicago  for  thirty-two  years,  including 
service  as  Professor  and  Chairman  of  Geography,  prior  to  appointment  at 
Southern  Illinois  University  in  1951. 

Professor  Colby  was  generally  recognized  as  one  of  the  world's  great 
geographers,  and  his  presence  on  our  campus  for  a  number  of  years  helped 
both  directly  and  indirectly  a  rapid  but  sound  development  of  the  Geography 
Department  at  Carbondale.  More  importantly,  through  the  Mississippi  Valley 
investigations,  which  he  organized  and  headed,  he  brought  together  faculty 
members  from  many  disciplines  to  study  and  discuss  important  social  and 
economic  problems  of  much  more  than  local  interest.

A  copy  of 
the  report  was  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board.  On  motion  of 
Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the  Board  approved 
and  ratified  all  changes  made  in  the  civil  service  employee  payrolls,  as 
presented.  The  motion  was  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

TRAVEL  REGULATIONS 

The  present  travel  regulations  governing  travel  by  the  faculty  and  staff 
members  of  the  University  were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Septem- 
ber 26,  1952.  The  growth  of  the  University  and  the  diversity  of  programs  has 
necessitated  the  updating,  revision,  and  clarification  of  the  present  regulations. 
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It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  approve  a  general  policy  relating  to  travel 
regulations  and  that  the  details  of  operation  be  filed  with  the  President's  Office 
as  "working  papers"  under  the  statutes.  Following  is  the  recommended  general 
policy: 

GENERAL  POLICY 

The  general  policy  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  relating  to  travel  expense 
reimbursements  to  persons  traveling  on  official  University  business,  may  be  sum- 
marized as  follows: 

A.  Only  those  incurred  expenses  essential  to  the  transaction  of  official  University 
business  will  be  reimbursed,  subject  to  applicable  statutes,  specific  terms  or 
restrictions  in  relation  to  externally  sponsored  grants  and  contracts,  availability 
of  funds,  reasonableness,  and  prudence. 

B.  The  Vice  Presidents,  Deans  of  major  academic  units  and  Directors  of  major 
administrative  units  shall  approve  Travel  Requisitions  in  advance,  and  shall 
diligently  effect  compliance  by  their  staff,  with  the  Travel  Regulations. 

C.  Travel  Expense  Vouchers  are  not  to  be  considered  as  personal  transactions, 
but  shall  be  in  the  nature  of  Statements  of  Public  Record  of  amounts  payable 
from  University  funds  as  reimbursement  of  expenses  actually  paid,  in  accordance 
with  the  statutory  certification  required  on  each  Travel  Expense  Voucher. 

D.  No  specific  limitations  are  imposed  in  respect  to  the  amounts  that  may  be 
requested  in  reimbursement  for  the  actual  cost  of  meals,  lodging,  or  similar 
items  of  travel  expense,  however  it  is  the  intent  that  each  person  will  exercise 
the  same  care  in  incurring  such  expenses  that  a  prudent  person  would  exercise 
if  traveling  on  personal  business  with  personal  funds. 

E.  University  fleet  transportation  to  the  extent  available,  should  be  used  in 
preference  to  personal  car  use  with  mileage  reimbursement,  whenever  possible 
and  feasible.  University  fleet  transportation  will  not  be  used  for  non-university 
purposes. 

F.  No  travel  expense  reimbursement  is  authorized  between  the  traveler's  resi- 
dence and  his  official  headquarters,  nor  shall  living  expenses  be  allowed  at  the 
traveler's  official  headquarters.  The  official  headquarters  is  defined  as  the  place 
where  his  official  duties  require  him  to  spend  the  largest  part  of  his  working 
time. 

G.  To  the  extent  possible  and  feasible,  cash  advances  shall  be  made  available  to 
staff  members  to  provide  for  official  anticipated  University  travel  expenses. 
Promptness  in  submission  of  Travel  Expense  Vouchers,  and  in  repayment  of 
cash  advances  is  required  of  all  staff. 

H.  The  cost  of  student  field  trips,  other  than  the  cost  of  faculty  supervision  and 
instruction,  should  be  student  expense,  in  University  fleet  or  public  bonded 
transportation  whenever  possible  and  feasible. 

I.  The  Deans  of  Major  Academic  units  and  Directors  of  Major  Administrative 
units  shall  administer  travel  funds  provided  for  staff  attendance  at  scientific  and 
professional  meetings  in  accordance  with  current  budgetary  policies,  for  the 
members  of  their  units. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Arnold  H.  Maremont, 
the  Board  approved  the  general  policy  presented.  The  vote  was  as  fol- 
lows: Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont, 
Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 
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GAS  LINE  EASEMENT  AT  TV  TRANSMITTER  SITE,  TRACT  502 

Illinois  Power  Company  desires  to  lay  a  gas  line  along  the  west  side  of 
U.S.  Route  51  in  Perry  County,  and  to  this  end  has  requested  an  easement 
along  the  east  line  of  Tract  502,  the  site  of  the  WSIU-TV  transmitter.  The 
Director  of  Broadcasting  assures  that  this  will  not  interfere  with  the  present 
operations,  and  a  stipulation  has  been  inserted  to  require  the  company  to  re- 
locate the  line  in  the  event  of  any  future  conflict.  The  following  resolution  is 
therefore  recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in 
regular  meeting  assembled,  that  the  grant  of  a  gas  line  easement  to  the  Illinois 
Power  Company  in  the  following  form  and  over  the  property  described  in  said 
form  be  and  is  hereby  approved,  and  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  are  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  a  deed  of  grant  in  such  form  in  the  name  of  this  Board. 

EASEMENT 

The  undersigned  Grantors,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  One  Dol- 
lar ($1.00)  and  other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  receipt  of  which  is 
hereby  acknowledged,  do  hereby  Grant,  Bargain,  Sell,  Convey  and  Warrant 
unto  the  Illinois  Power  Company,  an  Illinois  Corporation,  Grantee,  its  succes- 
sors, and  assigns,  the  right  and  easement  to  lay,  operate,  maintain,  patrol,  re- 
new, alter,  remove  and  re-lay  a  pipeline  at  a  minimum  depth  of  30  inches,  and 
all  other  equipment  appurtenant  thereto,  for  the  transportation  of  gas  through, 
over,  and  across  certain  lands  owned  by  Grantors,  situated  in  the  County  of 
Perry,  State  of  Illinois,  and  described  as  follows:  Over,  across,  under  and  through 
a  strip  of  land  fifteen  feet  in  width  off  the  East  side  of  the  North  1056  feet  of 
the  Northeast  Quarter  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  7,  Township  5  South, 
Range  1  West  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian,  said  easement  to  be  located 
parallel  to  and  immediately  west  of  the  west  right-of-way  line  of  U.S.  Highway 
Route  No.  51,  and  the  pipe  itself  to  be  located  as  near  as  may  be  along  a  line 
parallel  to  and  five  feet  west  of  the  said  west  right-of-way  line  of  U.S.  Highway 
Route  No.  51;  including  the  right  to  clear  said  easement  of  obstacles  and  ob- 
structions. Grantors  further  grant  the  right  to  use  for  said  purposes  the  adjacent 
roads,  streets  and  alleys  and  the  right  to  use  reasonable  working  space  adjacent 
to  said  easement  during  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  pipeline,  and  the 
right  of  ingress  to  and  egress  from  said  easement  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  over 
existing  roadways  or  over  a  route  designated  by  the  Grantors. 

Grantee,  Illinois  Power  Company,  shall  repair  any  damage  to  property  of 
Grantors,  or  pay  any  substantial  damages  which  may  be  caused  to  property  of 
Grantors  in  the  process  of  laying,  construction,  reconstruction,  maintenance, 
renewal  or  removal  of  said  pipeline;  said  damages,  if  not  mutually  agreed  upon, 
shall  be  ascertained  by  three  disinterested  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  selected 
by  each  Grantor  and  Grantee,  their  heirs,  successors,  assigns  or  lessees,  and  the 
third  by  the  two  so  selected.  The  damages  determined  by  such  persons  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the  facts,  and  Grantee  shall  imme- 
diately pay  such  damages. 

Grantors  hereby  reserve  the  right  to  make  other  uses  of  the  land  within  said 
easement  provided  that  such  uses  shall  not  interfere  with  said  gas  pipeline  and 
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shall  not  create  hazardous  conditions  and  Grantors  shall  not  excavate  or  erect 
permanent  structures  thereon.  In  the  event  that  such  gas  pipeline  shall  inter- 
fere with  Grantors  use  of  the  above  described  land,  Grantee  shall,  at  its  expense, 
upon  receipt  of  a  sixty  day  notice  from  Grantors,  either  lower  said  gas  pipeline 
or  relocate  the  gas  pipeline  onto  a  suitable  alternative  easement  to  be  furnished 
by  Grantor. 

This  instrument  is  executed  and  accepted  with  the  express  understanding  that 
the  Grantee  herein  is  not  bound  to  do  or  perform  any  act,  or  pay  any  considera- 
tion except  as  herein  expressly  provided. 

Grantors  hereby  release  and  waive  all  rights  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
homestead  exemption  laws  of  this  State.

GAS  LINE  EASEMENT,  WEST  SIDE  OF  WALL  STREET 

The  Central  Illinois  Public  Service  Company  desires  to  lay  a  gas  line 
along  the  west  side  of  Wall  Street  between  Park  Street  and  Pleasant  Hill  Road 
on  the  Carbondale  Campus,  and  to  this  end  has  requested  an  easement  across 
University  property.

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in 
regular  meeting  assembled,  that  the  grant  of  a  gas  line  easement  to  the  Central 
Illinois  Public  Service  Company  in  the  following  form  and  over  the  property 
described  in  said  form  be  and  is  hereby  approved,  and  the  Chairman  and  Sec- 
retary are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a  deed  of  grant  in  such  form  in  the 
name  of  the  Board. 

PRIVATE  PROPERTY  RIGHT-OF-WAY  EASEMENT 

In  consideration  of  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  and  for  other  good  and 
valuable  consideration,  in  hand  paid,  receipt  whereof  it  hereby  acknowledged, 
The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
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porate,  hereby  grants  unto  Central  Illinois  Public  Service  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors, lessees,  and  assigns,  the  right  and  privilege  to  place  in,  upon,  along,  and 
across  the  property  of  the  undersigned  on  the  location  hereinafter  described,  a 
fuel  gas  distribution  pipeline  and  the  necessary  appurtenances  and  appliances 
(all  hereinafter  referred  to  as  property  of  said  Company),  the  same  to  be  used 
by  said  Company  for  the  transmission  and  distribution  of  fuel  gas  and  such 
other  purposes  as  said  pipeline  is  or  may  be  used,  for  so  long  a  period  of  time 
as  said  Company  shall  have  the  use  for  said  premises,  the  same  to  be  used  and 
maintained  by  said  Company  for  such  purposes  only. 

Said  property  of  the  Company  shall  be  located  on  said  premises  as  nearly  as 
possible  as  follows:  Beginning  at  Park  Avenue  and  extending  Southerly  adja- 
cent to  South  Wall  Street  to  "Pleasant  Hill  Road,"  a  distance  of  approximately 
5,710  feet.  Said  pipeline  to  be  located  on  private  property  as  nearly  as  possible 
55  feet  West  of  the  centerline  of  South  Wall  Street,  said  South  Wall  Street  being 
on  section  line  between  Jackson  County  Sections  27  and  28,  Township  9  South, 
Range  1  West  of  the  3rd  P.M.;  with  the  right  to  said  Company  to  so  construct, 
maintain,  and  operate  its  said  property  that  normal  and  necessary  appurtenances 
may  extend  the  necessary  distances  on  either  side  of  above  location. 

And  permission  is  further  granted  unto  said  Central  Illinois  Public  Service 
Company  to  enter  upon  the  premises  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University,  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  at  all  reasonable  times  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining,  repairing,  or  replacing  its  said  property,  or  for  any 
other  reasonable  purposes  connected  with  the  use  and  operation  thereof;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  said  Company  by  its  acceptance  hereof,  agrees  to  reim- 
burse the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  for  any  and  all 
damages  which  it  may  do  to  any  of  the  property  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Southern  Illinois  University  in  entering  upon  said  premises  for  such  purpose 
of  repairing,  replacement  or  maintenance. 

Said  Central  Illinois  Public  Service  Company  by  its  acceptance  hereof,  and  by 
the  exercise  of  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  agrees  that  it  will  keep 
its  said  property  in  proper  state  of  repair,  that  if  it  constructs  overhead  or 
underground  structures,  it  will  replace  all  earth  or  grass  that  may  be  removed 
by  it,  either  in  construction  or  repair  of  same,  in  as  good  condition  as  the 
same  was  before  being  entered  upon. 

This  Agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto,  their  successors 
and  assigns. 

This  instrument  executed  by  the  corporate  officers  of  the  Grantor  pursuant  to 
resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Grantor  corporation.

CONTRACT  CHANGE  ORDER  PROCEDURES 

Contract  change  order  procedures  for  University  construction  projects 
are  often  unwieldy  and  slow.  It  is  estimated  that  a  typical  contract  change  of 
over  $5,000  may  be  handled  twenty  or  more  times  from  the  Associate  University 
Architect's  initiation  of  a  Change  Requisition  to  final  distribution  of  signed 
copies  of  the  formal  Change  Order.  Often  a  relatively  inexpensive  change 
promptly  made  saves  the  expense  of  stopping  work  while  obtaining  authority 
for  a  change  to  the  contract. 

A  group  composed  of  the  University  Architect,  the  Associate  University 
Architects,  the  Directors  of  Business  Affairs  of  both  campuses,  and  the  Legal 
Counsel,  have  formulated  a  procedure  to  reduce  the  number  of  separate  docu- 
ments to  one  and  cut  the  handling  by  at  least  fifty  per  cent.  A  single  form 
entitled  "Contract  Change  Requisition  and  Change  Order"  is  proposed  as  a 
substitute  for  the  Change  Requisition,  Change  Order  Draft,  letter  of  trans- 
mittal to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  formal  Change  Order. 

The  procedure  proposed  will  allow  execution  of  change  orders  amounting  to 
$5,000  or  more,  on  the  authority  of  Executive  Committee  approval  of  copies 
of  the  requisition  forming  a  part  of  the  new  change  order  form.  This  obviates 
the  necessity  of  sending  papers  out  of  town  twice:  the  requisition  to  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  later  the  change  order  to  the  Chairman 
for  execution. 

For  the  purpose  of  implementing  these  proposals,  approval  is  requested  of 
the  general  form  of  procedure  outlined  above  and  as  represented  by  the  pro- 
posed Contract  Change  Requisition  and  Change  Order  form. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
the  Board  approved  revision  of  contract  change  order  procedures.  The 
vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt, 
Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

REFINANCING  AND  REFUNDING  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 
REVENUE  BONDS 

Under  legislation  recently  enacted  by  the  74th  General  Assembly  which 
the  University  recommended,  it  is  possible  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  re- 
finance present  bond  issues  and  to  place  future  bond  issues  on  a  more  saleable 
basis.  The  legislation  which  was  prepared  by  University  personnel,  Chapman 
and  Cutler,  bond  counsel,  and  Blyth  and  Co.,  Inc.,  which  has  served  as  the  fiscal 
agent  of  the  Board  on  most  previous  bond  issues,  makes  it  possible  to  "pool" 
all  bond  issues  into  a  single  fund.  This  means  that  the  revenue  derived  from 
any  project  constructed  under  this  means  of  financing  would  be  available  to 
defray  the  costs  and  expenses  of  any  other  project  similarly  constructed.  It  fur- 
ther means  that  the  pledge  of  tuition  fees  could  be  used  in  a  blanket  form 
rather  than  reserving  a  certain  portion  for  each  project. 
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It  is  planned  under  this  new  legislation  to  refinance,  insofar  as  feasible,  the 
following  projects:  the  University  Centers,  Woody  Hall,  University  Park,  Brush 
Towers,  and,  if  it  is  possible  to  call  and  prepay  bonds,  Small  Group  Housing, 
Thompson  Point,  and  Southern  Hills.  It  is  not  possible  at  this  time  to  present 
a  detailed  financial  statement  as  to  which  will  be  accomplished,  since  we  are 
uncertain  as  to  which  projects  can  be  included  in  the  total  "pooled"  project. 
In  addition  to  these  listed,  however,  any  future  project  constructed  with  funds 
derived  from  revenue  bonds  would  also  be  included  in  the  "pooled"  arrange- 
ment. 

To  proceed,  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  preliminary  Board  approval  for  the 
procedure  outlined  and  to  obtain  approval  for  the  employment  of  a  fiscal  agent 
to  assist  in  the  matter.  A  proposal  from  Blyth  and  Co.,  Inc.,  has  been  received 
for  $25,000,  which  is  recommended  since  it  is  probable  that  in  the  initial 
refinancing  there  will  be  approximately  $35,000,000  involved. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown, 
the  Board  requested  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  meet 
with  Vice-President  Rendleman  and  other  members  of  the  administration 
to  review  the  matter  of  system  financing;  further,  that  they  be  authorized 
to  make  a  decision  regarding  the  matter.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea, 
Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr. 
Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay  none. 

RATIFICATION  OF  AWARD  OF  CONTRACTS 

The  respective  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  heretofore 
approved  the  award  of  contracts  for  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  dormitories 
at  the  Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Center  by  written  endorsement  of  a  recommenda- 
tion and  resolution,  reproduced  below.  The  Board  is  now  requested  to  ratify 
and  confirm  these  contract  awards  by  adopting  in  regular  session  the  resolution 
already  so  approved. 

Consideration  of  Bids  for  Repair  and  Rehabilitation  of  Dormitories, 
Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Center 

Bids  were  received  on  June  17,  1965,  for  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  thirty- 
seven  (37)  dormitories  at  the  Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Center,  Morganfield, 
Kentucky.  The  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  the  thirty-seven  (37)  two-story 
wood  barracks  will  provide  living  space  for  trainees  in  the  Breckinridge  Job 
Corps  Center. 

Each  bid  is  below  the  Project  Engineer's  cost  estimate,  as  shown  by  the 
attached  tabulation  of  bids.  The  following  resolution,  awarding  contracts  to 
the  low  bidders  for  this  work  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  federal  agency,  is 
therefore  recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time.

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in 
special  meeting  and  by  unanimous  consent  to  the  circumstances  and  conditions

PURCHASE  OF  RIGHTS  TO  VTI  DORMITORY  SITES 

The  Board  authorized  by  resolution  of  March  17,  1965,  the  cooperative 
construction  of  dormitories  at  the  Vocational-Technical  Institute  with  certain 
private  builders.  Since  this  land  is  subject  to  certain  restrictions  contained  in 
the  deed  from  the  United  States,  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  full  rights  to 
the  dormitory  sites  in  order  to  proceed  with  this  project.  The  following  resolu- 
tion authorizing  payment  to  the  United  States  at  the  appraised  valuation  of 
the  2.52  acres  involved,  in  return  for  abrogation  and  release  of  the  conditions 
subsequent  as  to  this  tract,  is  recommended  for  enactment  at  this  time:

Whereas,  certain  real  estate  owned  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  is  subject  to  certain  conditions  subsequent  as  described  in 
the  Quitclaim  Deed  of  conveyance  dated  February  5,  1965,  from  the  United 
States  to  said  Board,  and  has  been  used  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  said  deed 
of  conveyance;  and 

Whereas,  said  real  estate  consists  of  138.22  acres,  more  or  less,  described  as 
follows:  All  those  certain  tracts  of  land  situated  in  Williamson  County,  State  of 
Illinois,  containing  together  138.22  acres  of  land  more  or  less,  and  bounded 
and  described  more  fully  as  follows: 

(Note:  Land    descriptions    are    omitted    in    the    interest    of    economy;    such 
descriptions  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Trustees) . 

Whereas,  it  is  desired  to  abrogate  the  conditions  subsequent  contained  in 
said  deed  of  conveyance  from  the  United  States  with  respect  to  2.52  acres  thereof, 
more  or  less,  in  order  that  the  Board  may  use  such  portions  of  the  property  for 
the  cooperative  construction  of  student  dormitories  by  private  builders  with 
lease-back  to  the  Board  free  from  all  such  restrictions;  and, 

Whereas,  the  2.52  acres  desired  for  such  use  and  with  respect  to  which 
abrogation  of  such  conditions  subsequent  is  desired  is  described  as  follows: 

(Note:  Description  of  this  tract  is  omitted  in  the  interest  of  economy,  but  is 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Trustees) . 

Whereas,  the  appraised  valuation  of  the  said  2.52  acres  according  to  the 
government  appraisal  made  in  connection  with  and  at  or  near  the  time  of  the 
aforesaid  transfer  by  Quitclaim  Deed  from  the  United  States  to  the  Board  was 
at  the  rate  of  $500.00  per  acre  and  in  the  resulting  total  of  $1,260.00. 
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Now,  therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University,  in  regular  session  assembled,  that  the  President  of  the 
University  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  for  and  in  behalf  of  this 
Board  to  do  and  perform  any  and  all  acts  and  things  which  may  be  necessary 
to  accomplish  the  abrogation  of  conditions  subsequent  contained  in  the 
Quitclaim  Deed  to  the  Board  with  respect  to  the  2.52  acres  described  above,  and 
to  make  payment  to  the  United  States  in  consideration  thereof,  and  to  obtain 
a  release  of  the  said  conditions  subsequent  from  the  United  States. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  recommended  by  the  administration.

REQUEST  FOR  INCREASED  LOAN  FOR  STUDENT  HOUSING 

In  February,  1963,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  resolution 
authorizing  preliminary  approval  for  the  issuance  of  $9,700,000  for  the  Brush 
Towers  project.  This  project  is  comprised  of  two  seventeen-story  dormitories 
and  a  commons  building.  The  Board  was  authorized  to  seek  one-half  of  the 
amount  from  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency.  This  amount  was  sub- 
sequently increased  to  $10,500,000.  With  the  completion  of  working  plans  and 
drawings  and  preparation  of  more  careful  estimates,  it  now  appears  that  the 
total  project  will  cost  $12,000,000.  It  is  therefore  requested  that  the  following 
resolution  be  adopted: 

Resolution 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  has  hereto- 
fore authorized  the  making  of  an  application  to  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency  for  a  loan  to  finance  one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  of 
the  Brush  Towers  project;  and 

Whereas,  after  further  investigation  and  study  it  is  now  estimated  that  the 
total  project  for  housing  approximately  1,600  students  will  be  $12,000,000; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  that  the  administration  of  the  University  is  authorized  to  increase 
the  contemplated  bond  issue  to  $12,000,000,  and  further  that  the  application  to 
the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  and  the  federal  government  may  be 
increased,  if  after  review  of  the  fiscal  situation  it  is  deemed  to  the  University's 
advantage. 

On  motion  of  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  the 
Board  adopted  the  resolution  recommended  by  the  administration.  The 
vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt, 
Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

MASTER  CAMPUS  PLAN,  CARBONDALE  CAMPUS 

We  will  present  for  approval  revised  campus  master  plans  for  the 
Carbondale  Campus  at  the  meeting  on  August  5.  They  will  be  in  three  series: 
Stage  I,  Stage  II  with  the  railroad  not  relocated,  and  Stage  II  with  the  railroad 
relocated.  The  plans  represent  further  developments  which  we  are  recommend- 
ing since  the  time  of  the  last  approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  May  28,  1963. 
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Using  three  charts,  designated  Stage  I,  Stage  II-W,  and  Stage  II-W/o, 
all  dated  July  20,  1965,  President  Morris  briefly  indicated  projected 
changes  as  compared  to  the  Master  Plan  for  Carbondale  Campus  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  in  May  of  1963.  He  indicated  that  the  three  charts 
were  recommended  by  the  administration  for  approval  as  a  base  from 
which  to  work.  He  further  indicated  that  major  changes  of  a  specific 
nature  would  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

On  motion  of  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  unanimously  approved  Stage  I,  Stage  II-W,  and  Stage  II-W/o  as 
the  basis  for  a  revised  Master  Plan  for  the  Carbondale  Campus,  as 
recommended. 

PURCHASE  OF  MRC  DOCUTRAN  SCANNER 

When  the  University  increased  its  electronic  data  processing  capabilities, 
a  review  was  made  of  optical  scanners  which  were  available  to  assist  in  develop- 
ing the  efficiency  of  the  equipment.  As  a  result  a  Purchase  Requisition  dated 
December  20,  1963,  was  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This  was  done  after  an  informal  discussion  was  held 
with  the  Board  regarding  the  matter  and  reviewing  the  potential  of  the 
Docutran  Scanner. 

The  Docutran  is  an  optical  scanning  machine  which  automatically  feeds  coded 
documents  at  the  rate  of  about  5,000  per  hour  to  the  processing  equipment.  As 
the  documents  feed  through  the  machine,  it  reads  pencil-marked,  coded  infor- 
mation and  translates  this  into  appropriate  computer  language  directly  into  the 
computer.  It  is  a  highly  reliable,  "solid-state"  transistorized  machine  that  auto- 
matically provides  extremely  fast  and  accurate  "input"  to  the  computer.  Without 
such  a  machine,  all  "input"  to  the  computer  must  be  manually  prepared,  key- 
punched into  IBM  cards  by  an  operator  at  slow  speeds,  verified  for  accuracy, 
then  fed  into  the  computer  in  the  form  of  punched  cards.  The  Docutran  auto- 
matically translates  the  manually  prepared  coded  data  to  the  computer  not  only 
at  a  high  rate  of  speed  but  much  more  accurately  than  if  being  punched  by  an 
operator,  verified  and  entered  into  the  computer  in  card  form. 

Experience  with  Docutran  Service  provided  by  Science  Research  Associates 
(SRA)  to  Southern  Illinois  University  for  the  coding  of  library  serial  numbers 
for  500,000  volumes  demonstrated  exceptional  accuracy  of  scanner  performance 
and  a  negligible  magnitude  of  "coder"  errors.  Also,  an  analysis  of  scanner  ser- 
vice provided  to  Southern  Illinois  University  for  an  initial  proportion  (305)  stu- 
dent information  data  sheets  in  a  pilot  study  of  the  Docutran  has  been  reported 
by  SRA  to  be  successful. 

Data  processing  equipment  and  computer  manufacturers  have  produced  and 
marketed  processing  and  "output"  units  which  have  capacities  far  beyond  pre- 
sent "input"  capabilities.  For  this  reason,  service  installations  for  data  and 
information  processing  have  found  the  "input"  problem  to  be  their  most  acute 
limitation. 

Major  manufacturers  in  the  field  are  expending  a  large  proportion  of  research 
and  development  efforts  to  develop  faster  "input"  devices.  Existing  models  do 
not  approach  the  capacity  of  the  Docutran.  Some  proposed  Docutran  applica- 
tions include  the  following:  application  for  admission  to  the  University,  student 
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local  address  and  profile  information,  staff  profile,  payrolls,  counseling  and  test- 
ing by  faculty,  ACT  sophomore  and  senior  testing,  special  studies  in  counseling 
and  testing,  research  projects,  grade  reporting  by  faculty,  maintenance  of  inven- 
tory current  information,  surveys,  collection  of  data  on  alumni,  and  coding 
business  area  transactions. 

Although  the  requisition  was  approved  in  1963,  it  required  over  a  year  of 
manufacture  for  the  Docutran  Scanner  to  be  delivered  to  the  University.  Ac- 
cordingly, payment  would  not  be  made  until  after  delivery  was  had  and  formal 
ratification  of  the  action  by  the  Board  would  not  be  requested  until  it  became 
necessary  to  make  payment. 

Since  this  equipment  is  to  be  used  as  a  part  of  the  equipment  in  one  of  the 
buildings  constructed  from  the  University  Bond  Issue,  it  was  necessary  to  have 
the  scanner  acquired  by  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  and  leased  to  the  Uni- 
versity. The  Building  Authority  before  honoring  the  request  for  the  purchase, 
requested  that  formal  ratification  be  made  by  the  Board.  In  response  to  this 
request,  the  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  approval: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in 
regular  session  assembled,  that  the  purchase  of  an  MRC  Docutran  Scanner  from 
Measurements  Research  Center,  Inc.,  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  in  the  amount  of  $121,- 
905.00,  heretofore  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Board  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  Committee's  authority,  be  and  is  hereby  ratified  and  con- 
firmed in  all  respects  and  that  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  is  hereby  requested 
to  make  such  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  Board  and  to  lease  said  equipment  to 
the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Arnold  H.  Maremont, 
the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea, 
Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis, 
Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

CONTRACT  FOR  DOMESTIC  WATER,  EDWARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

A  review  of  the  proposal  by  the  City  of  Edwardsville  for  the  furnishing 
of  domestic  water  for  the  Edwardsville  Campus  has  been  made,  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  proposal  be  approved  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  price  per  thousand  gallons  is  in  line  with  what  the  engineer  estimates 
it  would  cost  the  University  to  furnish  and  supply  its  own  water. 

2.  The  proposal  although  requiring  the  expense  of  the  construction  of  a 
water  line  from  the  campus  to  the  city  water  plant  would  require  much  less 
than  has  been  projected  for  the  construction  of  a  University  water  treatment 
system. 

3.  The  volume  of  use  by  the  University  should  in  the  future  assist  the  City  of 
Edwardsville  in  making  necessary  extensions  and  expansion  which  will  in  turn 
benefit  the  University  community. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  authorization  to  contract  with  the  City  of  Edwards- 
ville for  domestic  water  be  granted. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
the  Board  authorized  the  administration  to  negotiate  with  the  City  of 
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Edwardsville  and  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  domestic  water  for  the 
Edwardsville  Campus.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr. 
Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard; 
nay,  none. 

APPROVAL  FOR  HOUSING,  EDWARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

The  original  concept  of  the  Edwardsville  Campus  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  was  as  a  commuter  institution.  Although  this  concept  continues,  it 
has  been  amended  in  part  by  the  makeup  of  the  present  student  body,  as  well  as 
the  projected  pattern  of  future  student  bodies  as  determined  by  surveys.  At  this 
time  the  administration  is  requesting  authority  to  proceed  with  planning  and 
applications  to  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  resident  facilities. 
During  the  Spring  Quarter  a  survey  of  the  present  student  body  at  the  Alton 
and  East  St.  Louis  Centers  was  conducted,  and  replies  were  received  from  over 
97%  of  the  student  body.  Of  6,100  students  replying,  over  1,800  indicated  a 
housing  need  created  by  their  attendance  at  the  Edwardsville  school.  In  addition 
to  the  surveys,  there  have  been  samplings  taken  of  the  present  student  body  at 
the  East  St.  Louis  and  Alton  Centers.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  12% 
of  the  present  student  body,  who  are  without  a  permanent  campus  to  which  they 
could  orient  themselves,  are  living  away  from  home,  and  thus  could  be  described 
as  residential  students  distinguished  from  commuter  students. 

Approval  is  requested  for  (1)  the  commencement  of  planning  for  dormitory 
facilities  for  1,000  students;  (2)  the  commencement  of  planning  for  a  housing 
unit  of  250  apartments  for  families;  and  (3)  the  commencement  of  planning 
for  a  cooperative  living  unit  for  300  single  students  to  be  built  on  University 
property  under  detailed  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the  University  with 
financing  to  be  handled  through  the  Foundation  under  a  lease  back  agreement. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
the  Board  authorized  the  administration  to  seek  private  development  and 
financing  for  student  housing;  further,  that  the  Board  approve  the  leasing 
of  University-owned  property  for  the  construction  of  privately  built 
dormitories  and  the  leasing  of  privately  constructed  dormitories  to  be 
operated  by  the  University.  The  vote  was  as  follows;  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr. 
Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard; 
nay,  none. 

PROCEDURES  FOR  HANDLING  UNANTICIPATED  ENROLLMENT  INCREASES 

Data  from  the  registrar's  office  indicate  that  enrollment  at  Southern 
Illinois  University  for  the  fall  quarter,  1965,  will  exceed  the  projections  upon 
which  the  operating  budget  for  the  1965—67  biennium  was  based.  Applications 
for  admission  to  the  University  have  been  received  at  a  rate  alarmingly  higher 
than  for  comparable  dates  a  year  ago.  This  increased  pressure  in  enrollment  for 
the  fall  has  occurred  even  in  the  face  of  the  previously  adopted  Board  limitation 
of  enrollment  to  those  graduating  in  the  upper  divisions  of  their  high  school 
class. 

On  July  13,   1965,  the  University  stopped  issuance  of  acceptances  until  the  I 
problem  could  be  thoroughly  studied.  Meanwhile  the  President  has  taken  the 
situation  up  with  the  University  Council,  and  this  latter  group  has  carefully  con- 
sidered alternative  courses  of  action  with  examination  of  budget  problems. 
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The  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education  has,  by  resolution,  recommended  that 
the  universities  lapse  funds  appropriated  for  the  present  biennium  if  the  actual 
enrollment  for  that  period  is  an  under-enrollment  in  excess  of  3%  of  the  pro- 
jected enrollment.  On  the  other  hand,  the  state  board  also  recommends  that 
there  be  no  deficiency  appropriations  in  case  of  over-enrollment.  An  interpreta- 
tion of  the  effect  of  the  state  board's  resolution  upon  the  budgetary  base  of  the 
succeeding  biennium  in  case  of  over-enrollment  is  not  available  at  this  time. 

It  is  obviously  impracticable  for  the  University  to  change  its  admission  require- 
ments at  this  late  date.  It  is  equally  impracticable  to  change  the  admission  pro- 
cedures for  qualified  applicants  to  some  different  system  or  sliding  scale. 
"Changing  the  rules  in  the  middle  of  the  game"  has  never  been  a  popular 
American  enterprise. 

At  this  point,  with  qualified  applicants  seeking  admission  and  the  probability 
that  many  more  will  do  so  in  the  ensuing  weeks,  the  decision  seems  to  be  the 
establishment  of  some  arbitrary  cutoff  point  (probably  based  upon  budgetary 
considerations)  or  to  seek  to  accommodate  as  many  qualified  applicants  as  the 
capacity  of  the  University  will  permit  on  an  emergency  basis. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  problem  in  all  aspects,  including  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  University  to  the  young  people  of  Illinois,  the  University  Council 
unanimously  endorsed  the  following  principles  to  be  used  as  guidelines  for 
decisions  and  procedures  in  the  event  the  University  is  in  fact  faced  with  the 
problem  of  handling  more  students  during  the  fall  quarter  than  were  antici- 
pated: 

1.  That  decisions  not  be  made  on  the  basis  of  dollar  considerations  but  rather 
that  they  be  made  upon  the  basis  of  the  demonstrated  need  of  the  young  people 
of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  an  opportunity  in  higher  education.  The  traditional 
position  of  this  University  has  been  that  all  citizens  of  this  State  equally  are  en- 
titled to  an  opportunity  through  education  to  develop  themselves  to  the  fullest 
extent  of  their  capacities. 

2.  That  the  University  make  available  within  reason  every  resource  at  its 
disposal  to  accommodate,  on  an  emergency  basis,  any  excess  enrollment  in  the 
fall  quarter,  1965. 

3.  That  care  be  exercised  to  preserve,  for  all  students  in  attendance  during 
such  an  emergency  period,  the  present  high  quality  of  instruction  and  educa- 
tional experience.  In  this  connection,  it  is  recommended  that  no  internal  dis- 
locations or  redeployment  be  made  which  would  prejudice  the  productive  output 
of  the  Faculty. 

4.  That  the  fall  quarter  registration  of  students  who  were  admitted  to  the 
University  prior  to  July  13,  1965,  be  processed  in  the  usual  way  and  completed 
at  as  early  a  date  as  is  practicable,  and  that  thereafter,  under  the  above  guide- 
lines, qualified  applicants  whose  applications  for  admission  to  the  University 
the  fall  quarter,  1965,  are  (were)  submitted  on  or  after  July  13,  1965,  be 
admitted  and  permitted  to  register  for  available  classes  in  the  fall  quarter  in 
the  order  of  the  receipt  of  their  completed  applications  so  long  as  staff  and/or 
space  are  available  within  the  University  to  accommodate  them. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  endorse  these  guidelines  as 
basic  policy,  thus  reaffirming  the  historical  position  of  the  University. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Administration  be  authorized  to  apply  limit- 
ing criteria  for  enrollments  as  necessary  to  bring  registrations  for  the  Winter  and 
Spring  Quarters,  1966,  in  line  with  budgeting  provisions. 
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On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown, 
the  Board  endorsed  the  guidelines  set  forth  above  and  authorized  the 
administration  to  apply  necessary  limitations  on  enrollment  for  the 
Winter  and  Spring  Quarters,  1966.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr. 
Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis, 
Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

ACQUISITION  OF  LAND,  EDWARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees: 

Resolution 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in  regular 
session  assembled  this  fifth  day  of  August,  1965,  have  on  previous  occasions  ap- 
proved certain  plans  for  the  establishment,  development,  and  future  expansion 
of  Southern  Illinois  University's  Edwardsville  Campus,  located  near  Edwards- 
ville, Illinois,  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  establishment,  development,  and  expan- 
sion of  the  aforesaid  Edwardsville  Campus  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  it  is 
necessary  for  educational  purposes,  and  to  accommodate  utility  necessities,  to 
acquire  certain  tracts  and  parcels  of  real  estate, 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  it  is  necessary 
for  educational  purposes  to  acquire  the  fee  simple  title  for  use  by  Southern 
Illinois  University  of  the  following  described  tracts  of  land: 

1.  A  tract  of  ground  in  the  Northwest  Quarter  of  Section  9,  Township  Four 
North,  Range  8  West  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian,  Madison  County,  Illinois, 
described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  West  line  of  the  said  North- 
west Quarter  intersected  by  the  center  line  of  the  Edwardsville-Poag  Road, 
thence  North  along  the  said  West  line  of  said  Quarter  Section  to  the  center  of 
the  branch  of  a  stream  which  runs  Northerly  to  Cahokia  Creek.  Thence  Easterly, 
Southeasterly  and  Southerly  up  and  along  the  center  line  of  said  branch  to  its 
intersection  with  the  center  line  of  said  Edwardsville-Poag  Road.  Thence 
Southwesterly  along  the  center  line  of  said  road  to  the  place  of  beginning.  The 
tract  of  land  hereby  covered  is  bounded  on  the  West  by  the  West  line  of  the 
said  Northwest  Quarter;  on  the  North  and  East  by  the  center  line  of  the 
branch  of  the  said  stream,  and  Southerly  by  the  center  line  of  the  said  Edwards- 
ville-Poag Road. 

2.  That  part  of  the  Northwest  Quarter,  Section  Nine,  Township  Four  North, 
Range  8  West  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian,  lying  and  situated  North  of  the 
Edwardsville  and  Poag  Hard  Road,  containing  in  all  100  acres,  more  or  less; 
except  the  right  of  way  of  the  Wabash  Railroad  as  now  located  across  the  north 
end  thereof,  and  also  excepting  that  part  conveyed  to  the  Wabash  Railway 
Company  by  Deed  recorded  in  Book  296,  Page  560,  and  in  Book  296,  Page  589; 
also  excepting  that  part  conveyed  to  LeRoy  M.  Fink  by  Deed  recorded  January 
7,  1933,  in  Book  668,  Page  319,  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Madison  County, 
Illinois. 

And  Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  acquire  the  above  described  lands  by  purchase  at  a  price  based  upon 
a  bona  fide  and  able  appraisal  thereof,  and  that  if  reasonable  offers  to  purchase, 
based  upon  bona  fide  and  able  appraiser  opinion  be  made  to  the  owner  or 
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owners  of  the  above  described  lands,  and  are  by  him  or  them  refused,  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  proceed  to  acquire  the  fee  simple  title  to  the  afore- 
said above  described  property  by  condemnation  proceedings  under  the  Eminent 
Domain  Law  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown, 
the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows: 
Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr. 
Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

ACQUISITION  OF  LAND,  CARBONDALE  CAMPUS 

When  funds  were  made  available  to  the  Board  through  the  Illinois 
Building  Authority  for  the  acquisition  of  land  by  the  73rd  General  Assembly, 
the  University  had  planned  to  acquire  Tracts  324  (Limpus)  and  333  (Randolph) 
in  this  manner.  It  is  now  planned  that  a  part  of  these  two  tracts  will  form  a 
part  of  the  right-of-way  for  the  improvement  of  Mill  Street.  As  a  result,  it  is 
desirable  to  acquire  these  properties  with  direct  appropriations  made  to  the 
Board  by  the  74th  General  Assembly. 

In  lieu  of  acquiring  these  tracts  through  the  Illinois  Building  Authority, 
approval  is  now  requested  to  acquire  the  tracts  listed  in  the  following  resolution. 
The  Board  has  previously  enacted  a  Resolution  declaring  the  acquisition  of 
these  tracts  necessary  for  campus  enlargement.  The  intention  of  the  proposed 
resolution  is  to  formalize  the  request  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  that  it 
acquire  the  properties  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolution 

Whereas,  it  has  been  deemed  desirable  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  to  acquire  certain  tracts  of  land  for  the  master  plan  of 
campus  development;  and 

Whereas,  negotiations  have  been  conducted  for  said  tracts, 
Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  that  it  requests  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  acquire 
for  the  amounts  stipulated  the  following-described  properties,  that  it  advises 
that  these  properties  are  necessary  and  desirable  for  campus  expansion,  and 
that  it  further  requests  that  these  properties,  after  acquisition  by  the  Illinois 
Building  Authority,  be  leased  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University: 

Tract  315 

Lot  Three  (3)  in  Block  Four  (4)  in  Albert  Krysher's  Addition  to  the  City 
of  Carbondale,  Illinois  -  $21,000.00. 

Tract  335 
The  South  half  of  Lot  Two  (2) ,  and  all  of  Lot  Three   (3)   and  the  North  Half 
of  Lot  Four   (4) ,  in  Block  Six   (6)    in  Albert  Krysher's  Addition  to  the  City  of 
Carbondale  -  $35,000.00. 

Tract  337 
Lot  6  and  15  feet  off  the  north  side  of  Lot  7  in  Block  6,  Krysher's  Addition 
to  the  City  of  Carbondale,  Illinois.  The  Grantors  herein  also  quit-claim  any 
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and  all  interest  that  they  may  have  in  and  to  the  east  half  of  the  alley  lying 
and  abutting  west  of  said  Lot  6  and  15  feet  of  the  North  side  of  Lot  7  in  Block 
6  in  Albert  Krysher's  Addition  -  $36,850.00. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis, 
the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows:

The  Board  next  adopted  by  unanimous  action  a  resolution  honoring 
Mr.  John  Page  Wham,  who  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Southern  Illinois  University  from  1949  until  1965,  and  as  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  1953  until  1965.  A  copy  of  this  resolution 
is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  appointed 
Melvin  C.  Lockard  as  the  Board's  legal  representative  to  the  State  of 
Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education,  in  accordance  with  House  Bill  No. 
1725. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3  p.m.

HE  SEPTEMBER  MEETING  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Board  on  Monday, 
September  20,  1965,  beginning  at  9:30  a.m. 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  were  present:  Dr.  Martin  V. 
Brown,  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  Harold  R.  Fischer,  F.  Guy  Hitt,  Melvin  C. 
Lockard,  Lindell  W.  Sturgis.  Mr.  Maremont  and  Mr.  Page  were  absent. 

Also  present  were  President  Delyte  W.  Morris,  Vice-President  Robert 
W.  MacVicar,  Vice-President  John  S.  Rendleman,  Vice-President  Ralph 
W.  Ruffner,  Vice-President  Charles  D.  Tenney,  Director  of  Information 
Service  William  H.  Lyons;  Ben  Gelman,  Reporter  for  The  Southern 
Illinoisan,  Earl  Kochmann,  Reporter  for  the  Edwardsville  Intelligencer, 
Frank  Messersmith,  Reporter  for  The  Egyptian,  and  Mrs.  Louise  More- 
house, Recorder  for  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Chairman  presented  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held 
August  5,  1965,  copies  of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  members  of 
the  Board  in  advance  of  this  meeting.  On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
seconded  by  F.  Guy  Hitt,  these  minutes  were  approved  as  presented. 

The  Board  first  considered  an  item  tabled  at  the  meeting  held  August 
i5,  1965,  as  follows: 

PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  CIVIL  SERVICE  BENEFITS  POLICY 

On  June  24,  1952,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  University  Civil 
[Service  Employee  Benefit  Policy.  This  policy  has  been  amended  by  the  Board 
in  the  following  ways  at  the  times  indicated: 

1.  September  26,  1952,  permitting  compensation  for  overtime  by  permitting 
|time  and  one-half  off  in  lieu  of  cash  payments. 

2.  January  21,   1954,  reconsideration  and  affirmation  of  present  policy. 

3.  July  12,  1955,  permitting  extension  of  holiday  weekend  when  holiday 
{falls  on  sixth  or  seventh  day  of  the  work  week. 

4.  July  25,  1957,  incorporating  changes  relating  to  overtime  pay,  disability 
ileave,  and  vacations. 

5.  June  15,  1960,  incorporating  amendment  of  disability  leave  benefits. 

6.  May  26,  1965,  incorporating  various  clarifications  relating  to  present 
practices. 

The  Chairman  of  the  University  Civil  Service  Merit  System  has  notified 
I  the  University  of  additional  amendments  which  the  Merit  Board  approved  at 
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its  June  16,  1965,  meeting  and  asked  that  they  be  transmitted  to  governing 
boards  with  a  recommendation  that  these  changes  be  adopted.  These  changes 
have  been  approved  by  the  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Illinois.  Both  Boards  made  these  changes  effective  July  1, 
1965. 
The  recommended  changes  are  as  follows: 

PRESENT  POLICY 

IV.  Disability  Leave  with  Full  Pay 

B.  Disability  leave  may  be  used  when  it  is  necessary  for  an  employee  to  be 
absent  from  work  because  of  an  emergency  illness  in  his  immediate  household 
or  family. 

PROPOSED  POLICY 

B.  Delete. 

PRESENT  POLICY 

V.  Funeral  Leave 

2.  Leave  beyond  these  amounts1  may  be  approved  under  special  circum- 
stances, but  will  be  charged  against  disability  benefits. 

3.  If  leave  is  requested  to  attend  the  funeral  of  someone  other  than  a  relative, 
it  may  be  granted  up  to  one-half  day,  but  time  so  used  shall  be  charged  against 
disability  leave  of  the  employee  making  the  request. 

PROPOSED  POLICY 

2.  Leaves,  for  purposes  noted  in  1,  above,  but  beyond  these  amounts,  may 
be  approved  under  special  circumstances. 

3.  Delete. 

PRESENT  POLICY 

VI.  Vacations  with  Full  Pay 

C.  For  all  employees  with  less  than  ten  years  of  service  (except  those  indicated 
in  VI,  B,  above) ,  vacation  shall  be  two  work  weeks  in  each  year  of  service. 

D.  For  all  employees  with  ten  or  more  years  of  service  (except  those  indicated 
in  VI,  B,  above) ,  vacation  shall  be  three  work  weeks  in  each  year  of  service. 

PROPOSED  POLICY 

C.  For  all  employees  with  less  than  ten  consecutive  years  of  service  (except 
those  indicated  in  VI,  B,  above) ,  vacation  shall  be  two  work  weeks  in  each 
year  of  service. 

D.  For  all  employees  with  ten  or  more  but  less  than  twenty  consecutive  years 
of  service  (except  those  indicated  in  VI,  B,  above) ,  vacation  shall  be  three 
work  weeks  in  each  year  of  service. 

E.  For  all  employees  with  twenty  or  more  consecutive  years  of  service  (except 
those  indicated  in  VI,  B,  above),  vacation  shall  be  four  work  weeks  in  each 
year  of  service. 


1Up  to  three  days  for  funeral  of  a  member  of  the  immediate  family  or  house- 
hold and  one  day  for  a  relative  outside  the  immediate  household. 
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VII.  Personal  Leave 

A.  For  all  employees  with  continuous  and  consecutive  years  of  service,  personal 
leave  with  full  pay  shall  be  granted  as  follows: 

1.  In  each  of  the  first  three  years  of  service,  two  days  of  personal  leave. 

2.  In  each  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  years  of  service,  three  days  of  per- 
sonal leave. 

3.  In  each  of  the  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  years  of  service,  four  days  of 
personal  leave. 

4.  In  the  tenth  year  of  service  and  thereafter,  five  days  of  personal  leave  in 
each  year  of  service. 

B.  Personal  leave  will  be  granted  to  the  extent  that  credits  for  personal  leave 
are  available  and  can  be  used  by  an  employee  at  any  time  and  for  any  reason, 
subject  to  operating  policies  that  the  employer  might  have  to  impose  to  insure 
continuity  of  operations. 

C.  Such  personal  leave  shall  be  used  in  the  year  in  which  it  becomes  available 
and  shall  not  be  cumulative  nor  available  beyond  six  months  following  the 
year  in  which  it  is  earned.  Such  personal  leave  may  be  used  during  the  18- 
month  period  prescribed,  but  failure  of  the  employee  to  complete  a  full  year 
of  seiuice  shall  result  in  adjustment  of  terminal  compensation  if  he  has  used 
more  personal  leave  than  he  has  earned  on  a  pro  rata  basis  on  date  of 
termination. 

D.  Any  holidays  other  than  those  approved  in  Section  I,  Legal  Holidays,  or 
gift  days  other  than  those  related  to  Christmas  Day,  which  may  be  granted  by 
the  president,  or  approved  by  the  governing  board  of  an  institution  or  agency, 
will  automatically  reduce  the  number  of  personal  leave  days  available  to  the 
employees  of  that  institution  or  agency. 

There  have  been  in  the  past  numerous  requests  for  additional  holidays  in 
addition  to  the  six  originally  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  recom- 
mended changes  represent  a  practical  answer  to  the  problem  by  providing  for 
"personal  leave."  The  amount  of  personal  leave  available  is  to  depend  upon 
the  employee's  length  of  service. 

In  providing  for  the  personal  leave  it  is  further  recommended  that  sick 
leave  be  restricted  to  occasions  when  an  employee  himself  is  sick  or  disabled. 

In  addition,  a  fourth  week  of  vacation  is  granted  to  employees  with  twenty 
or  more  years  of  service. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
the  Board  adopted  the  changes  in  Civil  Service  Benefits  Policy,  as  recom- 
mended. The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer, 
Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

The  Board  also  considered  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
Governing  Boards  of  Universities  and  Colleges,  to  be  held  October  13-15, 
1965,  in  Terre  Haute,  Indiana.

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  admini- 
stration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

ACQUISITION  OF  LAND  BY  ILLINOIS  BUILDING  AUTHORITY 

In  accordance  with  the  Master  Campus  Plan  of  the  Edwardsville  Campus 
as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  August  5,  1965,  meeting,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  University  purchase  Tracts  55,  57,  57-A,  61,  63  and  71. 
This  acquisition  represents  260  acres  of  contiguous  land  lying  in  the  south- 
west portion  of  the  Edwardsville  Campus.  The  present  Bluff  Road  runs 
through  the  center  of  these  tracts.  These  260  acres  will  be  used  for  the  following 
purposes:  Biological  Research,  Cooperative  Wildlife  Research,  Recreation  and 
Outdoor  Education,  and  completion  of  the  Loop  Road.  In  addition,  Tract  57 
has  been  temporarily  cited  as  a  location  for  the  Physical  Education  Training 
Center,  and  Tract  63  has  been  temporarily  cited  as  a  location  for  the  Service 
Shop  Building. 

The  offer  of  Wilbur  H.  Gehring  and  Louise  K.  Gehring  to  sell  these  260 
acres  to  the  University  at  a  cost  of  $250,000.00  represents  the  results  of  more 
than  three  years  of  difficult  and  involved  negotiations.  The  present  offer  of  the 
Gehrings  to  sell  these  tracts  expires  on  September  21.  The  funding  for  the 
acquisition  of  these  tracts  will  be  arranged  through  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority.  The  following  resolution  is  therefore  recommended  for  adoption 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Resolution 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  has  hereto- 
fore authorized  the  acquisition  of  certain  lands,  including  those  identified  as 
Tracts  55,  57,  57-A,  61,  63  and  71,  for  the  establishment,  development,  and 
future  expansion  of  the  Edwardsville  Campus  of  Southern  Illinois  University, 
and  whereas,  Tract  55  has  proceeded  to  trial  resulting  in  a  jury  award  of 
$28,400  as  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  owners  thereof,  and 

Whereas,  Wilbur  H.  Gehring  and  Louise  K.  Gehring  submitted  a  written 
offer  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  dated  the  23rd  day  of  July,  1965,  offering  to 
convey  fee  simple  title  to  the  aforesaid  tracts  by  warranty  deed  for  and  in 
consideration  of  the  payment  to  them  of  the  total  sum  of  $250,000,  thereby 
settling  the  remaining  condemnation  suits,  and 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  consider  the  sums  of  money  hereinafter  set 
forth  as  payment  to  Wilbur  H.  Gehring  and  Louise  K.  Gehring  to  be  just 
compensation  for  the  taking  of  the  lands  hereinafter  described,  and 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  desires  the 
Illinois  Building  Authority  to  purchase  the  aforesaid  tracts  of  land  from  the 
owners  and  lease  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University, 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University,  that  acceptance  of  the  written  offer  of  Wilbur  H.  Gehring  and 
Louise  K.  Gehring  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University 
dated  the  23rd  day  of  July,  1965,  to  grant  and  convey  by  warranty  deed  fee 
simple  title  to  the  following  described  lands  at  the  prices  hereinafter  set  forth, 
all  in  the  total  sum  of  $250,000,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  authorized  and 
approved: 
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(In  the  interest  of  economy,  copies  of  land  descriptions  of  these  tracts  are  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Trustees) 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  requested  to  purchase  the  above  described  lands  for  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  sums  of  money  above  set  forth  to  be  paid  to  the  owners, 
Wilbur  H.  Gehring  and  Louise  K.  Gehring,  as  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid 
for  the  taking  of  the  aforesaid  lands. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Lindell  W.  Sturgis, 
the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows:

APPROVAL  OF  LEASES  WITH  ILLINOIS  BUILDING  AUTHORITY 

The  subject  leases  are  for  the  purpose  of  repaying  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority  for  funds  expended  at  the  request  of  Southern  Illinois  University  on 
matters  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  the 
following  resolution  authorizing  execution  of  such  leases  is  recommended  for 
adoption  at  this  time: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in 
regular  session  assembled  that  the  following  leases  by  and  between  the  Board 
and  the  Illinois  Building  Authority,  a  body  politic  and  corporate  of  the  State

BRUSH  TOWERS,  CARBONDALE  CAMPUS 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  committee  of  the  Board 
was  appointed  to  give  consideration  to  the  proposal  for  the  refinancing  of 
revenue  bonds  into  a  "system"  type  of  revenue  bond.  Since  the  last  meeting 
this  committee  has  met  and  considered  the  matter  and  the  current  state  of  the 
bond  market.  The  bond  market  at  the  present  time  is,  from  a  borrower's  stand- 
point, at  one  of  its  highest  levels  in  many  years. 

Bids  for  construction  of  Brush  Towers  and  the  dining  facility  were  received 
on  September  9,  1965,  and  a  tabulation  of  bids  is  attached  hereto.

TUITION     AND     FEE     POLICY     FOR     CONTRACT     TRAINING     GRANTS     AND 
FELLOWSHIPS 

Government   and   private   agencies  sponsor   a   considerable   number   of 
[students  under  training  grants  or  fellowships  pursuant  to  contract  with   the 
j  University.  In  a  typical  case  a  modest  stipend  is  paid  the  student  for  main- 
tenance  in  addition   to   a  grant   to   the   University   to   cover   the   cost   of   the 
program.  Since  this  latter  grant  is  to  cover  all  institutional  costs,  it  is  frequently 
I  stipulated  that  the  students  will  not  be  charged  tuition  or  certain  fees  which 
Ithe  grant  has  been  designed   to   cover.   Misunderstanding  of   this   stipulation 
i.^has  caused  some  requests  for  the  Board  to  waive   tuition   and   fees  for  such 
(students  or  grant  tuition  scholarships,  resulting  in  further  misunderstandings 
i  concerning  payment  of  such  charges  from  the  institutional  grant.  There  is  a 
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need  for  a  uniform  policy  on  such  matters,  and  the  following  is  therefore  pro- 
posed for  enactment  by  the  Board  at  this  time: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in 
regular  session  assembled,  that  the  policy  of  the  Board  regarding  tuition  and 
fees  of  students  sponsored  by  agencies  under  training  grant  or  fellowship  con- 
tracts shall  be  that  no  such  grant  or  fellowship  shall  be  accepted  or  any  contract 
for  same  entered  into  without  provision  in  the  terms  thereof  for  the  payment 
by  or  for  all  trainees  thereunder  of  all  tuition  and  fee  charges  customarily 
assessed  against  other  students  similarly  situated. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  200  scholarships  for  tuition  and  fees  are  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  which  may  be  awarded  by  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence  by  the  Vice-President  for  Academic  Affairs,  for  programs  conducted 
under  training  grants  or  fellowship  contracts. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  above  policy  shall  not  be  deemed  to  preclude 
further  support  of  such  programs  from  appropriated  funds  in  demonstrably 
necessary  amounts  not  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  tuition  charges  paid  by  or  for 
trainees  participating  therein.

DEPOSIT  ON  ROTC  UNIFORMS 

On  July  2,  1953,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  $5.00  deposit  on 
AFROTC  uniforms  to  be  assessed  each  student  registering  for  AFROTC  courses. 
Now  that  the  AFROTC  program  has  become  a  voluntary  rather  than  com- 
pulsory program  the  number  of  students  participating  has  dropped  consider- 
ably while,  at  the  same  time,  participants  can  be  expected  to  better  care  for 
the  uniforms  and  equipment  issued  to  them.  The  matter  of  the  charge  for  lost 
or  damaged  items  in  connection  with  the  voluntary  AFROTC  program  can 
more  easily  be  handled  as  individual  charges  to  be  processed  at  the  Bursar's 
Office.

He  received 
the  Bachelor  of  Science,  Master  of  Science,  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Illinois.  He  served  as  Assistant  Professor  at  the  University  of  Arizona 
and  the  University  of  Illinois  and  as  senior  agronomist  with  the  Monsanto  Chemical 
Company  prior  to  appointment  at  Southern  Illinois  University  in  1959.  He  was 
recognized  nationally  and  internationally  in  his  professional  field  as  an  agricultural 
chemist  and  wheat  control  specialist  and  maintained  a  high  level  of  competence  in 
his  work  with  students. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Harley  R.  Teel,  Emeritus  Assistant  Professor  in  the  University 
School,  was  reported.  Mr.  Teel  was  born  December  15,  1896,  and  died  September  20, 
1965.  He  received  the  Bachelor  of  Education  degree  from  Southern  Illinois  University 
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and  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  taught  in  rural  schools 
in  Franklin  County,  Illinois,  and  served  as  Principal  of  Brush  School,  Carbondale, 
Illinois,  prior  to  appointment  at  Southern  Illinois  University  on  a  full-time  basis  in 
1949.  He  brought  to  the  University  an  extended  experience  as  a  public  school 
administrator.

At  the  September  20,  1965,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  low 
bids  of  September  9,  1965,  for  general  work  and  ventilating  work  were  accepted 
subject  to  obtaining  lower  rebids  for  the  remaining  mechanical  work  which 
would  permit  a  total  construction  cost  not  in  excess  of  the  construction  budget.

ASSURANCE    OF    FINANCING    FOR    PROJECTS    UNDER    HIGHER    EDUCATION 
FACILITIES  ACT

For  the  completion  of  the  Physical  Sciences  Building  at  Carbondale  Campus 

(designated  as  Project  ILL  4-0092  by  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education): 

From  $1,155,000  appropriated  by  HB  1383  of  the  74th  General  Assembly  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  for  equipping  buildings 
constructed  and  financed  by  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  and  leased  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  -  $281,518.50. 

For  the  completion  of  the  Physical  Sciences  Building  at  Edwardsville  Campus 
(designated  as  Project  ILL  4-0090  by  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education): 

1.  From  $6,155,806  appropriated  by  SB  1177  of  the  73rd  General  Assembly 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  for  equipping  build- 
ings constructed  from  Universities  Building  Fund  -  $1,015,117.00. 

2.  From  $3,093,000  reappropriated  by  SB  981  of  the  73rd  General  Assembly 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  for  Rehabilitation 
and  Enlargement  at  the  Edwardsville  Campus  -  $380,195.00.

REQUISITION  PROCEDURE  FOR  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  present  policy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  provides  that  a  requisition 
of  $5,000  or  more  requires  prior  approval  by  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
term  "requisition"  in  a  procedural  sense  often  involved  numerous  transactions 
other  than  those  resulting  in  the  procurement  of  a  specific  item.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  various  types  of  transactions  initiated  by  a  requisition  be  classified  and 
identified  in  terms  of  whether  or  not  prior  Executive  Committee  approval  is 
appropriate  or  desired  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

1.  Specific  purchases 

This  is  the  specific  procurement  of  a  specific  item  or  items,  quantities  or 
units  at  a  price  secured  by  bid. 

Purchase  Requisitions  of  $5,000  or  more  require  Executive  Committee  ap- 
proval and  resulting  Purchase  Orders  and  contracts  are  reported  to  the  entire 
Board  of  Trustees  for  ratification. 

It  is  recommended  that  no  change  be  effected  in  this  procedure. 

2.  Annual  or  semi-annual  purchases  by  bid 

These  are  transactions  in  which  estimated  annual  or  semi-annual  quantities 
are  stated  to  competitive  bidders  for  the  purpose  of  securing  bids.  A  Purchase 
Order  is  issued  to  the  successful  bidder  in  order  to  secure  firm  prices  for  the 
period.  Services  are  rendered  on  items  delivered  daily  or  periodically  only 
upon  specific  request  by  the  University,  and  periodic  payments  are  made  on 
the  basis  of  actual  deliveries  made. 

The  daily  or  other  periodic  commitments  against  this  Purchase  Order  do 
not  exceed  $5,000.  The  items  are  generally  of  a  common,  predictable,  and 
repetitive  nature,  such  as  dairy  and  bakery  products,  janitorial  supplies,  library 
binding  services,  gasoline,  tires,  fuel,  garbage  and  trash  removal,  X-ray  film, 
and  similar  items. 

These  annual  or  semi-annual  purchases  at  present  require  Executive  Com- 
mittee approval  if  they  are  in  excess  of  $5,000,  and  the  resulting  Purchase  Or- 
ders and  contracts  are  reported  to  the  entire  Board  for  ratification. 

No  change  is  recommended  with  respect  to  this  procedure. 

3.  Annual  service  accounts 

These  transactions  are  estimated  annual  service  requirements  recorded  for 
the  purpose  of  noting  the  appropriate  account  and  fund  and  to  establish  a 
procedural  device  with  the  supplier  to  facilitate  payment. 

The  rates  or  terms  for  the  service  are  fixed  by  regulatory  agencies  in  the  case 
of  utilities,  postage,  and  telephone  service,  negotiated  as  in  real  estate  rentals, 
or  standard  or  one-source  services  as  in  the  case  of  maintenance  service 
contracts. 

Services  are  often  of  a  continuous  nature,  such  as  for  telephone,  electricity, 
water  and  sewerage.  Although  periodic  payments  for  these  services  are  made 
in  amounts  often  exceeding  $5,000,  the  individual  telephone  call  or  telegram 
placed,  letter  mailed,  or  kilowatt  hour  used  is  a  minor  transaction. 
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Included  in  this  classification  are  a  few  instances  of  single-source  Purchase 
Orders  issued  for  commodity  purchases,  such  as  credit  card  purchases  from 
specific  oil  companies  and  franchised  aircraft  parts  for  resale.  Again,  these 
services  are  of  a  common,  predictable,  and  repetitive  nature. 

At  the  present  time  prior  approval  by  the  Executive  Committee  is  required 
where  the  annual  amount  paid  exceeds  $5,000  and  the  resulting  Purchase 
Orders  and  contracts  are  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  recommended 
that  approval  be  obtained  by  Board  approval  of  the  internal  budget  which 
will  reflect  these  specific  service  requests  and  that  specific  requisitions  not  be 
processed.

10.  Annualrenewal  insurance  premiums  in  years  subsequent  to  the  year  in 
which  the  original  insurance  was  contracted 

11.  Textbooks  for  the  textbook  rental  program  and  books  sold  through  the 
University  stores 

12.  Subscriptions  to  journals  and  periodicals 

13.  Books  and  bound  periodicals 

14.  Professional  and  technical  services 

15.  Credit  card  encumbrances  for  gasoline.

According  to  the  policy  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting 
on  January  30,  1958,  the  University  Building  Format  Committee,  as  a  result  of 
its  meetings  on  April  16  and  June  17,  1965,  recommends  the  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  following  designations: 

Edwardsville  Campus 

1.  The  entrance  road  which  traverses  the  University  grounds  from  bypass  66 
to  Bluff  Road  to  be  named  University  Drive. 

2.  The  inner-loop  road  around  the  academic  core  to  be  named  Circle  Drive. 
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3.  The  road  which  will  eventually  replace  Lewis  Road,  but  now  is  the  Lewis 
Road  connection  with  Poag  Road,  to  be  named  North  Drive. 

4.  The  Utilities  Reservoir  No.  1  to  be  named  Lake  Cahokia. 

5.  The  Central  Mall  to  be  named  The  Mall. 

6.  Bluff  Road,  which  is  part  of  the  ultimate  outer-loop  road,  to  be  named 
Bluff  Road. 

7.  The  former  interurban  railway  right-of-way  to  be  named  the  Interurban 
Trace.

PRE-FUNDING  OF  FEDERAL  CONTRACT 

In  the  execution  of  contracts  with  the  Federal  government  whereby  we 
are  reimbursed  for  expenditures  after  they  are  made,  considerable  sums  of 
money  can  be  tied  up  pending  processing  of  the  voucher  to  the  government. 
This  is  especially  true  with  large  contracts  such  as  for  the  Breckinridge  Job 
Corps  Center.  In  that  case  we  are  also  paid  a  management  fee  from  which 
interest  on  borrowed  operating  funds  may  be  paid.  In  order  to  free  restricted 
funds  it  is  requested  that  the  procurement  of  such  a  loan,  now  contemplated 
to  be  from  a  pool  of  Southern  Illinois  banks,  be  authorized,  repayable  only 
from  Federal  reimbursement  and  not  to  constitute  a  debt  against  any  other 
State  or  University  funds.

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University, 
in  regular  meeting  assembled,  that  the  President  of  the  University  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  authorized  to  procure  a  loan  payable

Actions  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  approving  purchase  orders, 
contracts,  and  encumbrance  authorizations  amounting  to  less  than 
$2,500,  in  the  total  amount  of  $351,534.72  for  Carbondale  Campus, 
$141,417.85  for  Edwardsville  Campus,  and  $154,215.40  for  Breckinridge 
Job  Corps  Center,  awarded  during  October,  1965,  were  considered.  Also 
considered  were  actions  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  approving  pur- 
chase orders,  contracts,  and  encumbrance  authorizations  amounting  to 
$2,500  or  over,  in  the  total  amount  of  $760,428.59  for  Carbondale

FAMILY  HOUSING,  PHASE  III,  FHA  PROPOSAL  ANALYSIS 

Proposals  were  received  November  23,  1965,  in  the  offices  of  the 
Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation  and  as  indicated  by  the  "Proposal 
Analysis"  sheet,  the  bids  were  irregular  and  difficult  to  compare. 

Since  there  has  never  been  another  project  anywhere  of  this  same  type,  it  is 
understandable  that  the  bids  and  proposals  contained  many  informalities. 

There  were  actually  six  firms  who  showed  interest  by  their  presence  and  the 
submission  of  documents  in  various  stages  of  completeness.  One  firm  (Scholz 
Homes)   gave  no  monetary  amounts  for  comparison. 

Only  the  first  three  development  proposals  listed  on  the  analysis  sheet 
technically  fulfilled  our  bid  bond  requirements.  Only  one  of  these  three  con- 
fined the  bid  to  our  four-million-dollar  allocation  requirement,  but  even  this 
bidder  reduced  the  number  of  units  by  one-third  from  the  350  to  360  range 
requested. 

Each  proposal  with  advantages  and  disadvantages  indicated  is  attached 
hereto  in  brief  abstract  form  and  also  in  more  detail  for  complete  information. 

The  following  alternatives  are  outlined  to  allow  consideration  by  Southern 
Illinois  University  and  to  enable  a  recommendation  to  be  made  to  the 
Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation: 

1.  Reject  all  bids  and  abandon  the  project. 

a.  Of  the  three  proposals  which  met  technical  bid  bond  requirements,  the 
lowest  $16,500  total  cost  per  unit  would  require  rentals  of  nearly  $130  per 
month  plus  utilities  to  amortize. 

b.  Considering  all  five  proposals,  even  the  $12,540  total  cost  per  unit  requires 
maximum  rents  considered  feasible  for  the  project  (range  $95  to  $100  plus 
utilities  estimated  at  $15  per  month) . 

2.  Consider  the  five  firms  indicated  in  the  proposal  analysis  as  valid  proposals 
under  the  irregular  format  of  the  project  and  accept  the  proposal  considered 
best  for  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation. 

a.  Even  though  the  integrity  of  the  bid  procedure  would  remain  in  question, 
National  M.  C,  Inc.,  would  become  apparent  best  bidder  with  an  expected 
319  apartments  for  a  four-million-dollar  top  price.  This  proposal  is  an  uncertain 
one  since  it  lacked  completeness  in  many  details  considered  necessary. 

3.  Negotiate  with  the  five  bidders  as  itemized  and  the  sixth  firm  which  sub- 
mitted only  architectural  renderings  and  a  resume  of  previous  projects  in  order 
to  accomplish  a  valid  development  contract  subject  to  FHA  approval. 

4.  Reject  all  proposals  and  rebid  by  invitation  to  the  six  firms  only. 

a.  This  would  require  an  estimated  sixty-day  extension  from  FHA  delaying 
formal  application. 

b.  The  new  invitation  would  attempt  to  cause  the  bidders  to  be  more 
comparable  by  setting  a  maximum  of  four  million  dollars  and  requesting  type, 
size  and  number  of  apartments  as  the  bid  and  also  by  clearly  indicating  the 
fixed  fees  involved  in  a  four-million-dollar  project  as  processed  through  FHA. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Ray  Page,  the  Board 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Southern  Illinois  University 
Foundation  that  all  proposals  be  rejected  and  new  proposals  sought  by 
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invitation  to  the  six  firms  whose  proposals  were  considered.  The  vote 
was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Page,  Mr. 
Lockard;  nay,  Dr.  Brown.

AUTHORIZATION  TO  JOIN  SUIT  FOR  DAMAGES 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has  determined  that  an 
illegal  price-fixing,  allocation  of  markets,  and  collusive  bidding  conspiracy 
existed  among  the  principal  manufacturers  of  metal  library  shelves  during  the 
period  1953  through  1960.  A  class  suit  has  been  filed,  seeking  treble  damages 
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under  Federal  antitrust  laws  on  behalf  of  the  Illinois  public  bodies  injured.  A 
preliminary  estimate  indicates  that  our  purchase  costs  were  in  excess  of  $80,000 
for  this  period.  The  following  resolution,  authorizing  the  Attorney  General  to 
prosecute  a  civil  damage  suit  on  our  behalf  and  at  no  cost  to  the  University 
is  therefore  recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time: 

Resolution 

Whereas,  it  appears  that  metal  library  shelves  may  have  been  purchased  by 
the  State  of  Illinois  and  by  Illinois  political  subdivisions  and  public  agencies, 
directly  or  indirectly  from  manufacturers,  at  fixed  and  excessive  prices  re- 
sulting from  an  illegal  conspiracy  in  restraint  of  interstate  commerce  or  other- 
wise in  violation  of  federal  antitrust  laws;  and 

Whereas,  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  acting  in  his  official 
capacity  to  protect  and  further  the  interests  of  the  State,  its  political  sub- 
divisions and  public  agencies,  has  agreed  to  institute  appropriate  legal  pro- 
ceedings and  to  otherwise  act  as  the  legal  representative  of  such  political  sub- 
divisions and  public  agencies  in  connection  with  the  recovery  of  damages 
which  may  have  resulted  from  such  illegal  antitrust  conspiracy,  entirely  without 
cost  or  expense  to  the  undersigned  public  agency,  such  costs,  expenses  and  fees 
to  be  provided  from  appropriations  to  the  Attorney  General's  office  or  from 
recoveries  secured  or  settlements  made  in  said  legal  proceedings. 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved:  That  William  G.  Clark,  Attorney  General 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  any  and  all  legal  actions, 
institute  such  legal  proceedings  and  effect  such  settlements  thereof  as  he  may 
deem  appropriate  to  recover  for  the  undersigned  public  agency  such  damages 
as  may  have  been  incurred  in  purchases  of  metal  library  shelves,  the  cost  of 
which  was  affected  by  violations  of  the  Federal  antitrust  laws.

COMMENCEMENT  OF  CONSTRUCTION  OF  BRUSH  TOWERS 

Contractors  inform  us  that  the  completion  of  Brush  Towers  on  schedule 
depends  upon  commencing  work  immediately.  The  University  Architect  con- 
curs and  explains  that  unless  all  structural  concrete  is  poured  before  the  onset 
of  winter  winds  next  year  it  becomes  too  dangerous  to  work  atop  a  high  rise 
structure  and  the  erection  process  must  be  suspended  until  spring.  To  do  this 
the  excavation,  foundation,  and  related  work  must  be  done  now  so  that  erection 
can  begin  promptly  in  the  spring  of  1966.  The  high  cost  of  heating  structural 
concrete  while  it  is  setting  is  also  a  considerable  factor.  It  may  be  three  months 
or  more  before  the  proceeds  of  revenue  bond  sales  are  deposited  in  our  con- 
struction account,  and  this  would  be  the  time  of  starting  work  under  our  past 
practices.  The  affected  contractors  are  willing  to  begin  work  now  under  a 
resolution  of  intent  to  prosecute  the  Brush  Towers  Project,  provided  we  reim- 
burse them  for  their  necessary  interest  costs  in  borrowing  funds  on  which  to 
operate  until  we  can  make  the  first  payment  out  of  bond  proceeds.  The  work 
to  be  done  immediately  is  important  and  time-consuming  but  it  forms  a 
relatively  small  part  of  the  project  cost.  Reimbursable  interest  should  not 
exceed  $10,000  and  may  be  considerably  less. 
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The  Board  is  therefore  requested  to  approve  the  following  resolution  at  this 
time: 

Resolution 
Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University, 
in  regular  meeting  assembled,  that  the  Board  hereby  signifies  and  avows  to  the 
prospective  contractors  for  the  Brush  Towers  Project  (HHFA  Project  CH-I1L- 
169D)  its  intent  with  reference  thereto  to  sell  a  revenue  bond  issue  in  total 
amount  of  $12,000,000  at  the  first  expeditious  opportunity,  $5,100,000  thereof 
to  be  purchased  by  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  pursuant  to  Loan 
Agreement  H  (420)  -2015  now  in  process  of  revision  of  the  amount  of  bonds 
to  be  sold  to  the  public  pursuant  to  Resolution  of  this  Board,  said  sale  now 
being  planned  for  on  or  about  January  25,  1966,  and  upon  such  sale  to  execute 
with  said  prospective  contractors,  the  low  bidders  on  the  Project,  construction 
contracts  therefor,  and  at  the  same  time  to  offer  to  such  of  those  prospective 
contractors  as  in  reliance  on  this  Resolution  immediately  or  prior  to  the  avail- 
ability of  funds  from  said  bonds  have  begun  and  proceeded  with  construction 
work  on  the  Project,  Change  Order  1  to  their  contracts  whereby  the  necessary 
out-of-pocket  financing  costs  of  such  prospective  contractors  incurred  because 
of  beginning  work  prior  to  availability  of  funds  shall  be  repaid  to  them  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds  to  the  public  in  consideration  of  their  having 
so  commenced  said  work,  and  with  reference  thereto  the  Board  represents  that 
its  best  estimate  on  availability  of  construction  funds  is  the  latter  part  of 
March,  1966,  and  that  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  has  been  con- 
sulted and  officials  thereof  have  orally  indicated  that  no  objection  will  be 
interposed  to  such  Change  Order  1. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows:

Mr.  Ray  Page  left  the  meeting  at  this  time  to  fulfill  a  commitment  in 
Springfield. 

Mr.  Frank  A.  Kirk,  Coordinator  in  the  Office  of  the  President  and  a 
member  of  the  Carbondale  City  Council,  discussed  with  the  Board  the 
general  features,  provisions,  procedures,  and  regulations  of  the  Urban 
Renewal  Program  as  it  operates  on  a  national  basis  and  as  it  relates  to 
the  City  of  Carbondale.  He  explained  in  some  detail  proposed  Project 
#1,  involving  an  area  roughly  bounded  by  Hester  Street  on  the  north, 
State  Street  on  the  east,  Grand  Avenue  on  the  south,  and  Washington 
Avenue  on  the  west.  Using  a  map  of  Carbondale,  he  briefly  outlined 
proposed  projects  #2,  #3,  and  #4. 

After  careful  consideration  and  extended  discussion,  the  Board  in- 
structed the  administration  to  inform  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Carbondale  that  the  Board  was  heartily  in  favor  of  Project  #1;  further, 
that  the  administration  was  authorized  to  discuss  with  the  City  Council 
Projects  #2,  #3,  and  #4  for  clarification  of  the  exact  intentions  and 
limits  of  these  projects.  The  matter  was  scheduled  for  re-submission  at 
the  January  meeting. 
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On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Arnold  H.  Mare- 
mont,  the  Board  designated  Chairman  Kenneth  L.  Davis  as  its  repre- 
sentative to  the  National  Conference  on  Higher  Education  to  be  held  in 
Chicago,  Illinois,  March  13-16,  1966.

ministration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

COOPERATION    AGREEMENT    BETWEEN    THE    UNIVERSITY    AND    THE    CITY 
OF  CARBONDALE  WITH  RESPECT  TO   URBAN  RENEWAL   PROJECT   #1 

Federal  urban  renewal  regulations  require,  as  prerequisites  to  a  contract 
for  a  grant  to  assist  an  urban  renewal  project,  that  certain  agreements 
and  commitments  be  made  between  the  local  public  agency,  i.e.,  the  City  of 
Carbondale,  and  the  redeveloper,  in  those  cases  where  the  redeveloper  is  a 
public  agency  or  an  educational  institution.  These  arrangements  set  the 
conditions  for  the  sale  of  the  land  by  the  City  to  the  University  and  commit 
the  University  to  the  acquisition  of  the  land  under  the  agreed  conditions. 

The  final  plans  for  Urban  Renewal  Project  #1  in  southeast  Carbondale  have 
been  reviewed  and  approved  by  the   Urban   Renewal  Administration.   These 
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plans  were  the  subject  of  local  public  hearings  on  October  28,  1965,  and  final 
submission  to  the  Urban  Renewal  Administration  will  be  made  after  formal 
approval  of  the  City  Council.  The  above-mentioned  formal  agreements  between 
the  City  and  the  University  must  be  included  as  a  part  of  the  final  submission. 

The  urban  renewal  project  when  carried  out  will  make  available  to  the 
University  an  area  of  some  thirteen  acres,  including  vacated  streets  and  alleys. 
Ten  acres  would  be  offered  for  sale  to  the  University  and  three  acres  of  streets 
and  alleys  would  be  vacated  to  the  University.  It  is  estimated  that  the  costs  of 
acquisition  of  this  property,  together  with  the  costs  of  demolition,  relocation 
and  administration,  will  represent  a  total  urban  renewal  investment  of  about 
$1,519,000.  It  is  estimated  that  the  University's  cost  to  purchase  the  land  from 
the  City  will  be  about  $860,000.  The  difference  between  the  cost  of  acquiring 
the  property  and  the  proceeds  from  re-sale  to  the  University  will  be  covered  by 
a  grant  from  the  Federal  Urban  Renewal  Administration  to  the  City  of  Car- 
bondale. 

The  attached  letter  of  commitment  and  Cooperation  Agreement  have  been 
reviewed  and  approved  by  the  City  Attorney,  the  attorney  for  the  Carbondale 
Community  Conservation  Board,  which  is  party  to  the  agreement  as  an  agency 
and  department  of  the  City,  and  by  the  University's  Legal  Counsel.  It  provides 
the  City  and  the  Conservation  Board  will  buy  the  land  in  the  project  area, 
clear  it  and  sell  it  to  the  University  at  its  fair  use  value.  The  City  and  the 
Conservation  Board  will  also  be  responsible  for  the  vacation,  installation,  repair, 
construction  and  reconstruction  of  streets,  utilities  and  site  improvements  essen- 
tial to  the  preparation  of  the  site  for  re-use.  The  University  indicates,  for  its 
part,  its  intent  to  purchase,  at  a  price  of  $1.68  per  square  foot,  up  to  357,142 
square  feet  of  property  within  the  urban  renewal  project  area,  and  to  develop 
the  land  in  accordance  with  its  own  plan.  The  University  further  agrees  to 
document  its'  legal  and  financial  authority  to  act  as  a  redeveloper. 

The  General  Assembly  has  appropriated  $600,000  for  land  acquisition  on  the 
Carbondale  Campus  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  land  in  Project  #1.  This 
amount  would  permit  the  purchase  of  about  eight  acres  at  the  price  of  $1.68 
per  square  foot.  This  would  not  be  sufficient  to  purchase  all  of  the  ten  acres 
which  ultimately  will  be  offered.  However,  the  disposition  of  land  is  scheduled 
toward  the  end  of  the  project  execution  period,  and  the  project  will  not  be 
closed  out  before  March  31,  1968.  The  agreement  therefore  provides  that  the 
University  will  seek  appropriations  sufficient  to  purchase  the  remainder  of  the 
property  in  the  1967—69  biennium. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  by  resolution  authorize  the  President  to 
execute  the  attached  documents  at  such  time  as  the  City  Council  has,  by 
ordinance,  given  final  approval  to  the  project  plan. 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in 
regular  session  assembled,  that  there  is  hereby  approved  the  form  and  content 
of  a  Cooperation  Agreement  with  the  City  of  Carbondale  and  the  Carbondale 
Community  Conservation  Board  with  respect  to  Lincoln  Neighborhood-Urban 
Renewal  Project  #1,  in  words  and  figures  as  follows:

ment substantially  as  set  forth  above  after  final  approval  of  the  Plan  for  the 
said  Project  by  the  Carbondale  City  Council. 

SUBMISSION     OF      DEVELOPMENT      PLAN      FOR      CARBONDALE      CENTRAL 
CAMPUS  TO  URBAN  RENEWAL  ADMINISTRATION 

As  a  condition  for  the  eligibility  of  local  credits  for  urban  renewal 
projects  which  accrue  by  virtue  of  a  university's  land  acquisition  expenditures, 
the  Urban  Renewal  Administration  requires  the  submission  of  a  development 
plan  for  the  campus  in  which  the  expenditures  were  made.  It  is  necessary  at 
this  time  to  present  such  a  plan  for  the  Carbondale  Central  Campus  as  a  part 
of  the  procedure  for  the  City's  Project  #1,  wherein  land  will  be  purchased  and 
cleared  for  re-sale  to  the  University. 

The  development  plan  narrative  and  map  which  have  been  prepared  are 
consistent  with  and  derived  from  the  Master  Plans  which  have  already  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  narrative  is  primarily  explanatory, 
and  the  map  is  a  generalized  version  of  the  Master  Plan.  Maximum  flexibility 
with  regard  to  the  placement  of  individual  buildings  or  functions  has  been 
maintained  through  the  generalization  procedure  and  the  language  of  the  text. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  approve  the  Development  Plan  for  the 
Carbondale  Central  Campus  by  adopting  the  following  resolution:

dale Campus  Master  Plan,  and  as  a  proper  guide  for  the  future  development 
of  said  campus.

CONSTRUCTION       EASEMENT,      SOUTH       ENTRANCE      TO      EDWARDSVILLE 
CAMPUS 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
has  requested  a  construction  easement  over  the  property  located  at  the  point 
where  the  new  access  road  enters  the  south  side  of  the  Edwardsville  Campus. 
This  is  over  most  of  Tract  1  and  part  of  Tract  3.  Tract  3  is  under  Contract  for 
Deed  by  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation,  so  the  easement  will  have 
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to  be  granted  by  the  heirs  of  the  owner,  but  the  Board  and  the  Foundation 
should  consent  to  the  grant  as  owners  having  rights  of  record  or  in  equity.  The 
following  resolution  is  therefore  recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time:

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in 
regular  meeting  assembled,  that  a  construction  easement  be  granted  over  Ed- 
wardsville  Campus  Tract  1,  and  that  the  grant  of  a  construction  easement  by 
the  record  title  holders  of  Edwardsville  Campus  Tract  3  be  approved,  consented 
to  and  requested,  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Buildings  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  as  Grantee,  such  easements  to  be  as  more  particularly  shown 
in  red  on  a  drawing  entitled:  Right  of  Way  Plans,  South  Access  Road  to 
Southern  Illinois  University,  S.  B.  275  Section  1965-1  project,  F.A.  Route  5 
Section  65-1  project,  Madison  County,  sheet  2  of  6  sheets. 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  all  documents  necessary  or  desirable 
to  accomplish  the  above  grant  and  facilitate  construction  of  the  access  road  to 
be  built  thereon  by  the  Division  of  Highways  of  the  said  Department.

JOINT  CONSTRUCTION  OF  RESEARCH  GREENHOUSES 

Last  year  the  Board  authorized  the  lease  of  Tract  25-2  to  the  Forest 
Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  for  construction  of  federal 
cooperative  research  facilities.  The  Forest  Service  now  proposes  that  there  be 
added  to  this  site  twin  greenhouses  served  by  a  common  headhouse,  the  Forest 
Service  to  reimburse  to  the  University  the  direct  cost  of  constructing  the  head- 
house  and  one  greenhouse,  and  the  University  to  supply  planning  and  construc- 
tion services  and  bear  the  direct  cost  of  constructing  the  other  greenhouse  and 
of  attaching  it  to  the  headhouse.  The  second  greenhouse  would  be  University 
property  and  the  lease  would  be  abrogated  as  to  its  site.  Since  there  is  not  as 
yet  a  firm  cost  estimate,  the  agreement  as  now  written  does  not  commit  con- 
struction funds,  but  only  gives  the  University  the  option  of  constructing  the 
second  greenhouse  if  able  to  do  so.  It  is  hoped  and  intended  that  the  three  units 
will  be  constructed  as  a  single  project,  probably  with  University  forces.  Any 
construction  contracts  or  purchases  of  material  will  of  course  come  before  the 
Board  in  the  usual  manner.  The  following  resolution,  authorizing  execution  of 
an  agreement  to  this  effect,  is  recommended  for  approval  at  this  time:

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in 
regular  meeting  assembled  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  an  agreement  with  the  Forest  Service,  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Contract  No.  12-11-009-9464,  for  construction  of 
joint  research  facilities  on  Tract  25-2  leased  to  Forest  Service,  which  agreement 
is  in  words  and  figures  as  follows:

Whereas,  the  parties  hereto  have  executed  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding 
effective  December  14,  1950,  authorizing  and  providing  for  joint  action  on  spe- 
cific forest  research  activities  of  mutual  interest;  and 

Whereas,  the  University  and  the  Service  are  presently  engaged  in  joint  studies 
concerned  with  the  propagation,  culture,  improvement,  and  utilization  of  forest 
trees  and  desire  to  continue  and  expand  this  research;  and 

Whereas,  there  is  an  urgent  need  to  expand  and  intensify  research  on  the 
propagation  and  quality  improvement  of  certain  tree  species,  especially  black 
walnut;  and 

Whereas,  future  research  will  require  basic  studies  in  tree  breeding,  physiol- 
ogy, and  propagation  under  controlled  conditions  in  greenhouses;  and 

Whereas,  the  parties  hereto  intend  that  the  research  work  shall  be  for  their 
mutual  benefit  and  for  the  general  public  good;  and 

Whereas,  the  University  is  in  a  position  and  is  willing  to  furnish  certain 
facilities  and  services  and  work  closely  with  Forest  Service  personnel  in  the  co- 
ordination of  these  research  investigations  and  has  leased  a  tract  of  land  to  the 
Forest  Service  for  building  a  headhouse-greenhouse  facility,  a  pond  site,  and 
outplanting  areas;  and 

Whereas,  both  the  Forest  Service  and  University  desire  to  construct  green- 
house facilities  to  expand  the  present  research  and  for  proposed  research;  and 

Whereas,  the  Forest  Service  has  available  funds  needed  to  construct  on  the 
said  leased  land  a  combination  headhouse-greenhouse  capable  of  accommodating 
an  additional  greenhouse  unit;  and 

Whereas,  the  University  has  the  necessary  funds  to  arrange  for  and  administer 
the  construction  of  the  greenhouse  and  the  common  headhouse  and  presently 
intends  to  construct  a  second  greenhouse  to  be  attached  to  the  said  headhouse; 
and 

Whereas,  it  will  be  advantageous  to  cooperate  in  providing  for  the  green- 
house facility  requirements  of  both  parties; 

Now  Therefore,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  mutual 
covenants  herein  contained,  the  parties  hereto  agree  as  follows; 

A.  The  University  will: 

1.  Perform  or,  if  necessary,  obtain  architectural-engineering  (A-E)  services 
for  preparation  of  final  plans,  drawings,  specifications,  and  cost  estimates  de- 
veloped from  preliminary  plans  prepared  by  the  Forest   Service   for  the  said

facilities;   obtain  Forest  Service   approval  of  the   plans  before   start   of  actual 
construction  and  before  putting  into  effect  any  later  change  in  plans. 

2.  Arrange  for  and  administer  the  construction  of  the  facilities,  by  use  of 
the  University's  own  work  forces,  by  contract,  or  by  the  most  effective  com- 
bination of  these  two  methods. 

3.  Contribute  the  services  of  a  resident  or  project  engineer  to  insure  that 
the  construction  is  accomplished  in  accordance  with  approved  plans  and  speci- 
fications and  to  work  jointly  with  the  Forest  Service  in  conducting  a  final 
inspection  and  acceptance. 

4.  Contribute  administrative,  legal,  and  clerical  services  incident  to  arranging 
for  and  administering  the  project. 

5.  Upon  completion  and  acceptance  of  any  work  performed  by  contract, 
furnish  the  Forest  Service  a  written  release  from  the  construction  contractor  of 
all  claims  arising  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  contract. 

6.  Hold  and  save  the  Forest  Service  free  from  claims  for  injury  or  death  to 
persons  or  damage  to  property  that  may  arise  from  work  under  this  agreement. 

7.  Make  records  of  the  construction  project,  including  costs  thereof,  available 
for  review  by  the  Forest  Service.  Preserve  and  make  them  available  for  three 
years  from  date  of  completion  of  the  project  and  make  them  available  for 
examination  by  authorized  representatives  of  the  Federal  government  upon 
appropriate  notice. 

B.  The  Forest  Service  will: 

1.  Provide  the  services  of  a  resident  representative  and  such  other  Forest 
Service  personnel  as  may  be  needed  and  available  to  consult  with  the  Univer- 
sity's representative  on  questions  that  may  arise  during  the  planning  and  con- 
struction phases. 

2.  Share  in  the  actual  direct  costs  of  construction  as  provided  for  in  C2  and 
C3,  but  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  $45,000,  provided,  however, 

That  the  University  shall  not  be  obligated  hereunder  to  provide  facilities  to 
be  the  property  of  the  Forest  Service  at  a  direct  cost  of  construction  (as  herein- 
after defined)  in  excess  of  $45,000. 

3.  Reimburse  the  University  for  the  agreed  upon  costs  upon  receipt  of  in- 
voices itemizing  expenses  incurred  on  the  project. 

C.  It  is  Mutually  Understood  and  Agreed  that: 

1.  One  greenhouse,  to  be  designated  in  the  plans,  together  with  the  head- 
house  will  be  the  property  of  the  United  States.  The  other  greenhouse  to  be 
shown  on  the  plans  will  if  constructed  by  the  University  be  the  property  of  the 
University.  Present  intentions  are  that  the  three  units  will  be  constructed  as 
one  project,  but  if  due  to  availability  of  funds  the  University  greenhouse  unit  is 
separately  constructed  it  shall  be  done  at  no  cost  to  Forest  Service  and  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  least  disturb  the  operation  of  the  Forest  Service  units.  Upon 
commencement  of  construction  of  the  University  greenhouse  the  site  thereof 
as  shown  on  the  plat  attached  hereto  and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof  shall, 
together  with  convenient  right  of  access  to  said  site,  be  deemed  released  from 
the  demise  of  property  contained  in  the  lease  from  University  to  Forest  Service, 
recorded  in  Book  300  at  Page  209  on  January  11,  1965  in  the  office  of  the 
Recorder  of  Jackson  County,  Illinois,  and  shown  as  Tract  #2  therein.  Title  to 
the  plans  is  agreed  to  vest  and  remain  fully  in  the  University,  but  the  Forest 
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Service  shall  have  the  right  of  reasonable  and  necessary  access  thereto  and  use 
thereof. 

2.  The  cost  estimates  from  the  approved  plans,  drawings,  and  specifications, 
including  any  later  changes  mutually  agreed  to,  will  be  used  to  determine  the 
basis  for  sharing  the  total  construction  costs  for  approved  plans.  The  Forest 
Service  share  will  comprise  the  estimates  for  the  Forest  Service  greenhouse  unit 
and  the  headhouse  but  excluding  the  estimated  extra  headhouse  costs  attribut- 
able to  attaching  the  University  greenhouse  thereto.  The  Forest  Service  portion 
of  the  total  construction  cost  estimates  will  be  converted  to  a  percentage  factor 
and  used  as  a  basis  for  reimbursing  the  University  for  the  shared  costs  as  de- 
fined in  C3,  subject  to  the  limitation  stipulated  in  B2.  The  cost  estimate  analysis 
and  any  revision  made  necessary  by  plan  changes  will  be  jointly  developed  and 
approved. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  agreement,  shared  costs  will  be  those  direct  costs 
incurred  exclusive  of  overhead  and  administrative  charges: 

a.  To  furnish  the  material,  equipment,  and  labor  required  to  erect  and 
complete  the  greenhouse  unit  or  units  and  headhouse  as  shown  on  the  approved 
drawings  and  specifications. 

b.  For  any  architectural  or  engineering  services  not  performed  by  the 
University's  staff  or  by  the  Forest  Service  staff. 

4.  Any  construction  or  supply  contracts  in  excess  of  $2,000  will  be  awarded 
through  competitive  bidding  procedures. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  made  a  part  of  any  construction  contract  where 
the  amount  exceeds  $2,000: 

a.  Requirement  for  Performance  Bond,  including  guarantee  of  payment, 
to  comply  with  the  Miller  Act. 

b.  Minimum  wage  rates  to  comply  with  the  Davis-Bacon  Act. 

c.  Nonrebate  of  wages  to  comply  with  the  Copeland  Act. 

d.  Contract  Work  Hours  Standards  Act  (40  U.S.C.  327-330)  as  to  the 
employment  of  laborers  and  mechanics. 

e.  Non-employment  of  convict  labor  clause. 

f.  Use  of  materials  and  supplies  pursuant  to  the  "Buy  American  Act." 

g.  Covenant  against  contingent  fees. 

h.  Non-discrimination  in  employment  provisions  as  prescribed  by  section 
202  of  Executive  Order  11246,  dated  September  24,  1965  and  the  Civil  Rights 
Act  of  1964. 

i.  Officials  not  to  benefit  clause. 

6.  Supplies  and  materials  used  on  the  project  will  be  procured  in  compliance 
with  the  "Buy  American  Act." 

7.  In  the  performance  of  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  no  convict  labor  shall 
be  used,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Contract  Work  Hours  Standards  Act  (40 
U.S.C.  327-330)  will  be  complied  with  as  to  the  employment  of  laborers  and 
mechanics. 

8.  There  will  be  no  discrimination  in  employment  in  the  performance  of 
the  work  as  provided  in  the  attached  Form  AD  369.  In  Form  AD  369,  "Con- 
tractor" means  the  "University;"  "Contracting  Officer"  and  "Contracting 
Agency"  mean  "Forest  Service." 

9.  Following  completion  of  the  construction  project,  the  parties  hereto  expect 
to  enter  into  an  appropriate  agreement  for  the  joint  use  of  the  greenhouse  com- 
plex. It  is  intended  that  a  financial  plan  will  be  prepared  each  fiscal  year  as  the 
basis  for  sharing  common  operating  expenses. 
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10.  All  provisions  of  the  Master  Memorandum  of  Understanding  shall  apply 
to  this  Supplement. 

11.  This  agreement  shall  take  effect  upon  date  of  final  signature  hereto  and 
shall  remain  in  effect  until  completion  of  the  construction  project,  provided 
actual  construction  work  is  started  on  or  before  June  30,  1966.  Further,  this 
agreement  may  be  amended  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties  hereto  in 
writing.

SERVICES     RELATED     TO     PLANNING     FOR     HOUSING     —     EDWARDSVILLE 
CAMPUS 

At  the  Board  meeting  of  August  5,  1965,  the  administration  was  author- 
ized to  seek  private  development  and  financing  for  student  housing  on  the 
Edwardsville  Campus.  In  so  doing,  the  administration  feels  it  prudent  to  incur 
certain  preliminary  costs  for  consulting  and  engineering  services  related  to 
progressing  with  this  project.  These  services  and  costs  are  identified  as  follows: 
Food  Consultant:  The  University  Center  kitchen  facility  was  designed  for 
central  food  production.  To  utilize  this  facility  for  housing  purposes  requires 
specialized  programming  of  the  "satelite"  housing  kitchens  and  related  adapta- 
tions of  University  Center  facilities.  (Flambert  and  Flambert  is  recommended  as 
the  consultant.  This  firm  was  also  the  consultant  for  the  University  Center) . 
Estimated  Cost  -  $18,375.00 

Utility  Provisions  and  Extensions:  Consulting  and  engineering  services  related 
to  extending  existing  utility  systems  to  housing  project  sites  as  well  as  considera- 
tion and  provisions  for  future  utility  needs  which  will  be  fed  off  of  these  exten- 
sions. It  is  also  proposed  that  this  consultant  assist  in  general  engineering 
consulting  and  review  of  the  total  project  and  proposals.  (Warren  and  Van 
Praag,  Inc.  is  recommended  as  the  consultant.  This  firm  has  performed  general 
utility  engineering  services  for  the  development  of  this  campus) . 
Estimated  Cost  -  $10,000.00 
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Fire  Protection:  Consulting  services  for  review  and  evaluation  of  proposals. 
(Gerald  Maatman,  Consultant,  is  recommended  as  this  consultant.  This  person 
has  performed  fire  protection  services  for  the  development  of  this  campus). 

Estimated  Cost  -  $500.00 
Soils  Engineering:  Consulting  service  regarding  soils  and  the  furnishing  of  soils 
information  and  data.   (Dames  and  Moore  is  recommended  for  this  service.  This 
firm   has   performed    soils   engineering    services    for    the    development    of    the 
campus) . 

Estimated  Cost  -  $1,125.00 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  approve  the  expenditure  of 
$30,000.00  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the  preceding.

President  Morris  stated  that  the  Board  would  need  to  name  a 
bank  as  paying  agent  and  depository  for  the  bond  and  interest  sinking 
fund  account,  with  an  alternate  paying  agent  in  the  Borough  of  Man- 
hattan, City  and  State  of  New  York.

REPORTS  ON  CURRENT  AND  PENDING  MATTERS 

President  Morris  informed  the  Board  that  the  Library  Building 
and  the  General  Classrooms  Building,  Edwardsville  Campus,  were  in 
use  under  what  is  known  as  "beneficial  occupancy."  He  indicated  that 
this  arrangement  was  made  with  the  general  contractor,  Fruin  Colnon 
Contracting  Company,  under  a  supplemental  agreement.  Vice-President 
Rendleman  explained  that  the  heating  and  air  conditioning  contracts 
for  these  buildings  provide  that  the  contractor,  Usher  Brothers  Ideal 
Heating  Company,  will  operate  the  system  and  will  be  reimbursed  by 
the  University  prior  to  completion  of  the  heating  system.  He  indicated 
that  the  administration  recommended  the  heating  systems  be  accepted 
from  the  contractor  and  operated  by  University  personnel  employed 
for  that  purpose.  He  further  indicated  that  such  procedure  might 
possibly  result  in  a  strike.  President  Morris  indicated  that  this  was  an 
information  item  only,  calling  for  no  immediate  action  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  A  copy  of  the  information  report  was  placed  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Board. 

President  Morris  informed  the  Board  that  Governor  Kerner  had  ap- 
pointed Mr.  Frank  Kirk  and  Dr.  Leo  J.  Brown  to  the  Railroad  Reloca- 
tion Authority;  the  Jackson  County  Board  of  Supervisors  had  appointed 
Mr.  Archie  Stroup,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  the  Carbon- 
dale City  Council  had  appointed  Mayor  D.  Blaney  Miller;  and  one 
member  was  to  be  appointed  as  the  University's  representative.  The 
members  of  the  Board  indicated  unanimous  approval  as  to  the  desir- 
ability of  relocation  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  and  President 
Morris  indicated  that  his  decision  as  to  appointment  of  the  University's 
representative  would  be  forthcoming.

F.  Guy  Hitt  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  State  Universities  Retire- 
ment System.  Dr.  Brown  was  designated  the  Board's  official  representative 
to  the  Association  of  Governing  Boards  of  Universities  and  Colleges, 
and  Melvin  C.  Lockard  was  designated  the  Board's  official  representative 
on  the  State  of  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  ad- 
ministration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

PRESENTATION  OF  PRELIMINARY  PLANS 

Preliminary  plans  for  the  General  Office  and  Services  Building,  Edwards- 
ville  Campus,  and  for  Life  Science  Building— Stage  II,  Carbondale  Campus, 
will  be  presented  to  the  Board  at  the  meeting  on  February  24,  1966.  Repre- 
sentatives of  Holabird  and  Root  and  of  Hellmuth,  Obata,  and  Kassabaum, 
respective  architects-engineers  for  these  buildings,  will  be  present  to  discuss  pre- 
liminary plans. 

Mr.  Charles  M.  Pulley,  University  Architect,  was  introduced  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  by  President  Morris.  He  in  turn  introduced  Mr. 
B.  H.  Bradley  and  Mr.  Michael  Somin,  representatives  of  Holabird  and 
Root,  Architects-Engineers  for  Life  Science  Building— Stage  II,  Carbon- 
dale  Campus. 

Using  slides,  Mr.  Bradley  indicated  the  building  site  with  relation  to 
Life  Science  Building— Stage  I,  Lawson  Hall,  and  the  Communications 
Building.  Temporary  buildings  to  be  removed  and  those  to  be  retained 
were  also  indicated.  In  his  presentation  of  the  proposed  building  plans, 
Mr.  Bradley  emphasized  the  fact  that  site  conditions  and  arrangement  in 
relation  to  other  buildings  and  main  utilities  had  influenced  the  design  of 
a  compact  building  covering  some  225,000  square  feet.  Floor  plans  for  the 
four-story  building  were  presented,  and  Mr.  Bradley  pointed  out  the  use 
of  double  corridors  on  each  floor  and  major  entrances  with  adjacent 
stairways  at  the  four  corners  of  the  building,  dispersing  rather  than  tun- 
neling traffic  through  major  entrances.  Plans  for  air  conditioning,  sound 
proofing,  placement  of  mechanical  equipment,  elevators  and  toilet  facili- 
ties, and  storage  and  delivery  areas  were  indicated. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  approved  preliminary  plans  as  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows: 
Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr. 
Lockard;  nay,  none. 

Mr.  Davis  expressed  the  Board's  appreciation  for  the  presentation,  and 
Mr.  Bradley  and  Mr.  Somin  left  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Gyo  Obata  and  Mr.  Clarence  Klaus,  representatives  of  Hellmuth, 
Obata,  and  Kassabaum,  Architects-Engineers  for  the  General  Office  and 
Services  Building,  Edwardsville  Campus,  were  introduced. 

Mr.  Obata  used  slides  to  show  the  placement  of  the  building  in  relation 
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to  the  Library,  the  Communications  Building,  the  Student  Center,  and 
the  main  entrance  road  to  the  new  campus.  Views  were  shown  of  the 
front  of  the  proposed  building,  with  a  two-story  court  surrounded  by 
offices  at  the  main  entry;  also  shown  were  the  north  and  south  elevations, 
and  the  east  and  west  elevations.  Mr.  Obata  pointed  out  that  only  four 
materials  would  be  used:  translucent  glass,  dark  or  opaque  glass,  dark 
red  brick,  and  pre-cast  concrete  panels  using  a  pink  aggregate.  Floor 
plans  were  shown,  indicating  the  placement  of  various  offices  related  to 
student  activities  and  services,  administrative  offices,  and  the  entry  court. 
Mr.  Obata  indicated  that  all  stairways,  toilet  facilities,  and  utilities 
are  to  be  housed  at  two  extruded  points  so  that  the  interior  will  remain 
flexible. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  approved  preliminary  plans  as  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows:

He  taught  in  rural  schools  in 
Clay  County,  Illinois,  and  at  Carbondale  Community  High  School  prior  to  appoint- 
ment at  Southern  Illinois  University  in  1923.  For  some  years,  he  guided  the  develop- 
ment of  our  program  in  industrial  education  and  until  his  recent  retirement  was 
actively  concerned  in  the  reorganization  of  the  School  of  Technology. 

The  death  of  Miss  Florence  A.  Wells,  (Emerita)  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Uni- 
versity School,  was  reported.

CENTENNIAL  THEME 

At  its  June  28,  1963,  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  designated  a 
centennial  period  for  Southern  Illinois  University  extending  from  March  9, 
1969,  through  July  2,  1974.  (The  dates  are  those  for  the  University's  charter 
and  for  the  holding  of  its  first  classes  respectively) . 

Several  campus  groups  have  studied  the  various  possibilities  for  fruitful 
celebration.  Our  distinguished  Research  Professor,  R.  Buckminster  Fuller,  has 
agreed  to  serve  as  honorary  chairman,  and  Professor  Charles  D.  Tenney  is 
serving  as  general  chariman  during  the  planning  stages.  In  order  to  recommend 
appropriate  committees  for  the  special  ceremonies,  lectures,  concerts,  exhibits, 
publications,  etc.,  of  the  centennial  period,  the  chairmen  feel  the  need  of  an 
official  centennial  theme,  broad  enough  to  permit  effective  participation  by  the 
alumni,  the  students,  the  faculty  members,  representatives  of  other  universities, 
and  interested  citizens,  but  narrow  enough  to  constitute  an  organizing  and 
unifying  factor. 

The  centennial  period  is  not  only  an  occasion  for  reviewing  the  past  but 
also  for  suggesting  guide  lines  for  the  next  hundred  years.  It  is  therefore 
recommended  that  the  general  theme  be  the  role  of  the  University  as  a  creative 
(or  innovative)  force  in  society.  Professor  Fuller,  an  authority  on  compre- 
hensive planning,  is  developing  proposals  for  centennial  discussions  and  pro- 
grams on  the  broad  but  specific  problem  of  how  to  make  the  world  work.  Others 
associated  with  the  University  are  eager  to  relate  their  own  interests  to  the 
planning  for  the  centennial  period. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  wish  to  express  its  own 
interest  in  the  centennial  period  by  naming  a  trustee  or  a  small  committee  of 
trustees  to  work  with  the  President  and  the  chairmen  on  centennial  planning. 

Chairman  Kenneth  L.  Davis  appointed  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown  to  serve 
with  the  planning  committees  for  the  centennial  period.

Bids  were  rejected  for  the  Federal  Housing  Administration  moderate 
income  student-staff  apartments  on  December  10,  1965,  based  upon  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  and  a 
decision  by  the  S.I.U.  Foundation  Executive  Board.  This  rejection  of  all  bids 
resulted  from  excessive  costs  above  the  F.   H.  A.   allocation.   The   November 
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bids  ranged  from  $6,900,000  to  $4,000,000,  but  in  analysis  all  were  above  the 
per  apartment  cost  which  had  been  anticipated.  New  proposals  were  solicited 
by  invitation  and  were  received  on  February  1,   1966. 

Usual  type  comparison  of  bids  is  not  appropriate  because  of  the  uniqueness 
of  the  project.  Four  proposals  were  presented  on  February  1,  and  all  appear  to 
conform  to  the  allocation.  Two  of  these  proposals  are  particularly  feasible 
within  the  limits  of  the  financing  arrangements. 

The  two  apparent  best  proposal  offers  have  been  carefully  analyzed  internal- 
ly (and  in  unofficial  consultation  with  individuals  from  F.  H.  A.) .  When 
weighted  within  the  limits  of  University  requirements,  either  proposal  would 
offer  a  range  of  approximately  304  to  320  apartments  within  the  four  million 
dollar  allocation. 

Within  the  allocated  financing,  tentative  figures  indicate  that  a  minimum  of 
300  apartments  averaging  $90  rental  per  month  would  be  needed  in  order  to 
proceed  with  the  project.  The  320  apartments  would,  of  course,  decrease  this 
rental  figure  by  approximately  $5  per  month. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  administration  be  authorized  to  enter  into  this 
project  development  agreement  with  Scholz  Consumers  Construction  Company 
of  Illinois.  This  development  agreement  is  designed  to  lead  to  a  cost  plus 
construction  contract  based  upon  complete  certification  and  approval  by  the 
Federal  Housing  Administration. 

The  proposal  of  the  above  developer  is  recommended  as  conforming  most 
closely  with  the  requirements  of  economic  feasibility,  aesthetic  attractiveness, 
moderate  maintenance  cost,  low  operating  cost,  and  F.  H.  A.  acceptability. 

When  the  two  apparent  best  proposals  are  considered  together,  the  differ- 
ence in  the  number  of  apartments  does  not  appear  to  be  as  indicated.  Scholz 
Consumers  Construction  Company  indicated  304  apartments  at  $10,871.70  per 
unit;  whereas,  National  MCI  Company  indicated  348  apartments  at  $9,626.00 
per  unit.  However,  the  lower  of  these  two  did  not  include  a  community  build- 
ing for  services  and  also  did  not  include  built-in  ranges  and  refrigerators.  When 
these  two  items  are  added  in  the  proposal  of  National  MCI,  the  per  apartment 
cost  rises  and  the  total  number  of  apartments  within  the  established  allocation 
decreases.  This  causes  the  two  proposals  to  be  more  closely  comparable,  although 
the  recommended  proposal  is  still  higher. 

In  addition,  it  is  submitted  that  the  Scholz  Consumers  Construction  Company 
proposal  is  recommended  rather  than  that  of  the  National  MCI  Construction 
Company  proposal  because  of  the  following  factors: 

1.  The  Scholz  hip  roof  with  shingles  will  require  less  maintenance  than  the 
National  MCI  flat  roof. 

2.  National  MCI  offers  a  three  story  plan  with  the  first  floor  below  grade. 
Scholz  offers  two  story  buildings  with  the  first  floor  on  a  concrete  slab  at  grade 
level.  Below  grade  living  quarters  require  additional  cost  because  of  the 
necessity  of  special  insulation  and  moisture  proofing.  The  below  grade  plan 
will  result  in  increased  difficulty  for  handicapped  tenants. 

3.  The  National  MCI  plan  has  additional  hazards  for  children  because  of 
the  open  stairways. 

4.  The  Scholz  plan  offers  approximately  100  square  feet  more  per  apartment 
than  the  National  MCI  proposal. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  following  additional  actions  be  authorized: 
1.  Proceed  to  cause  application  to  F,  H.  A.  with  fee  to  be  made  by  the  S.I.U. 
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Foundation  through  The  Northern  Trust  Company  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  as 
mortgage  banker. 

2.  Obtain  an  F.  H.  A.  insured  construction  loan  financing  commitment  from 
The  Northern  Trust  Company. 

3.  Obtain  a  permanent  sub-market  interest  rate  loan  commitment  (at  3  per 
cent  amortized  for  39  years)  from  the  Federal  National  Mortgage  Association 
subject  to  F.  H.  A.  insurance  endorsement. 

4.  Cause  to  be  executed  an  option  for  deed  to  the  39-acre  site  with  the  Uni- 
versity as  grantor  and  the  Foundation  as  grantee.  The  consideration  to  be 
established  by  F.  H.  A.'s  monetary  valuation  of  the  land  as  improved  by  this 
project  and  as  included  in  the  total  loan. 

5.  Cause  the  Foundation  to  let  road,  water  and  sewer  installation  contracts  by 
bid.  These  improvements  (off  site)  will  connect  Campus  Lake  Loop  Road 
with  Reservoir  Road.  The  contracts  to  be  in  an  amount  no  greater  than 
established  by  above  deed  consideration. 

Out  of  the  expected  $4,000,000  mortgage  loan  commitment,   the   following 
general  expenditures  are  anticipated: 

Total  construction,  on-site  land  improvements, 

development  and  architect  fees,  overhead  and  profit  $3,430,500 

Land  purchase   (subject  to  F.  H.  A.  valuation)  175,000 

Working  capital  80,000 

Legal  —  carrying  charges  and   financing  314,500 

Total  $4,000,000 


Attached  hereto  is  a  statement  of  comparison  on  the  four  proposals  received, 
as  well  as  comments  indicating  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  each  of  the 
proposals.  The  recommendation  made  is  based  upon  study  and  analysis  but  it 
would  not  be  unreasonable  to  accept  the  proposal  of  the  National  MCI  Con- 
struction Company.  The  Foundation  Board  of  Directors  will  want  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  February  25  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
the  Board  approved  recommending  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation  that  the  proposal  submitted 
by  Scholz  Consumers  Construction  Company  of  Illinois  for  construction 
of  Family  Housing,  Phase  III,  be  accepted,  and  authorized  further 
actions  as  set  forth  above.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr. 
Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

MODIFICATION  OF  ADMISSIONS  POLICY 

In  accordance  with  our  previous  discussions,  the   following  admissions 
policy  was  set  for  the  ensuing  year: 

Summer  Quarter,  1966 

All  high  school  graduates  are  to  be  admitted  for  the  Summer  Quarter,  1966. 
Illinois  high  school  graduates  ranking  in  the  lowest  one-third  of  their  gradu- 
ating class  will  be  admitted  on  probation,  providing  they  show  adequate  scores 
on  the  University  entrance  examinations.  Out-of-state  high  school  graduates  in 
the  lower  sixty  per  cent  of  their  graduating  class  will  be  permitted  to  enter,  on 
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academic  probation,   provided   that   they  show  high   scores  on   the   University 
entrance  examinations. 

Fall  Quarter,  1966 

Illinois  residents   ranking   in    the   upper   half   of   their   graduating   class   or 
achieving  high  scores  on  the  appropriate  entrance  test  or  tests  and  applying 
as  new  entering  freshmen  may  be  enrolled  in  the  Fall  Quarter,  1966. 
Winter  Quarter,  1967 

Illinois  residents  ranking  in  the  upper  two-thirds  of  their  high  school 
graduating  class  or  achieving  high  scores  on  the  appropriate  entrance  test  or 
tests  and  applying  as  new  entering  freshmen  may  be  enrolled  in  the  Winter 
Quarter,  1967. 

Spring  Quarter,  1967 

All  Illinois  high  school  graduates  are  to  be  admitted  for  the  Spring  Quarter, 
1967,  providing  they  show  adequate  scores  on  the  University  entrance  examina- 
tions. Those  ranking  in  the  lowest  one-third  of  their  graduating  class  will  be 
admitted  on  probation. 

Confirmation  of  the  above  policy  is  requested. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
the  Board  unanimously  approved  modification  of  the  Admissions  Policy, 
as  presented  and  amended. 

The  question  of  a  separate  Admissions  Policy  for  Vocational-Technical 
Institute  was  remanded  to  the  administration  for  recommendation  and 
consideration  at  a  subsequent  Board  meeting. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  COMPLETION  OF  INNER  LOOP  ROAD,  EDWARDSVILLE 
CAMPUS 

The  bid  tabulation  for  work  on  the  construction  and  completion  of  the 
Inner  Loop  Road  should  be  available  for  review.  This  project  consists  of  the 
completion  of  the  Inner  Loop  Road  around  the  academic  core  on  the  campus. 
This  is  a  24-foot  wide  concrete  road  approximately  3,750  feet  long.  Bid 
tabulations  will  be  distributed  at  the  Board  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  F.  Guy  Hitt,  the 
Board  rejected  all  proposals  received,  as  recommended  by  the  administra- 
tion. The  motion  was  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

REDESIGNATION    OF    AUTHORITY    TO    SIGN    CHECKS    FOR    BRECKINRIDGE 
JOB  CORPS  TRAINING  CENTER 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern   Illinois   University, 

1.  That  Norman  L.  Wendt,  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  Southern 
Illinois  University,  Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Training  Center,  be  and  hereby 
is,  authorized  to  deposit  funds  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in  the  De- 
positories designated   by   the   previous  resolution   of   April   23,    1965,    and    to 
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endorse  in  the  name  of  Southern  Illinois  University  for  that  purpose,  checks, 
drafts,  notes  and  other  like  obligations. 

2.  That  the  Union  Bank  and  Trust  Company  and  the  Morganfield  National 
Bank,  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  to  pay  out  funds  on  deposit  from  time 
to  time  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University 
upon  checks  drawn  upon  said  Depositories  and  signed,  either  personally,  by 
machine,  or  facsimile,  in  the  name  of  Southern  Illinois  University  by  Norman 
L.  Wendt,  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  Southern  Illinois  University, 
Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Training  Center. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  certified  and  filed  with  the  Union 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  and  the  Morganfield  National  Bank  facsimile  speci- 
mens, mechanical  specimens,  and  personal  specimens  of  the  signature  of 
Norman  L.  Wendt  and  the  said  Union  Bank  and  Trust  Company  and  the 
Morganfield  National  Bank  shall  be  entitled  to  honor  such  checks,  drafts, 
notes  and  other  like  obligations  regardless  of  by  whom  the  actual  mechanical, 
or  facsimile  or  purported  endorsement  or  signature  of  the  said  Norman  L. 
Wendt  may  have  been  affixed  thereto  if  such  endorsement  or  signature  re- 
sembles the  actual,  mechanical,  or  facsimile  specimens  duly  certified  and 
caused  to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University. 

4.  That  the  delivery  of  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Union  Bank 
and  Trust  Company  and  the  Morganfield  National  Bank  shall  cancel,  repeal, 
and  supersede  the  previous  similar  authority  granted  to  R.  D.  Isbell  and  E.  S. 
Daniel  by  resolution  of  April  23,  1965. 

5.  That  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University,  shall  cause  to  be  filed  with  the  Union  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  and  the  Morganfield  National  Bank  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion, under  the  seal  of  Southern  Illinois  University  and  the  said  Morganfield 
banks  shall  be  entitled  as  against  Southern  Illinois  University  to  presume 
conclusively  that  the  said  Norman  L.  Wendt  continues  to  hold  such  office  and 
be  entitled  to  the  powers  authorized  herein  until  otherwise  notified  in  writing 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University. 

6.  That  this  resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  and  binding  upon 
Southern  Illinois  University  until  it  shall  have  been  repealed  and  until  written 
notice  of  such  repeal  shall  have  been  delivered  to  said  Morganfield  banks.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  HONORARY  DEGREES 

It  is  recommended  that  at  the  June  Commencement,  1966,  or  some 
commencement  thereafter,  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  be  awarded  to 
Wilfred  Lord  Brown,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Glacier  Metal  Company 
(England) ,  and  to  John  Page  Wham,  member  of  the  law  firm,  Wham  &  Wham, 
Centralia,  Illinois. 

Wilfred  Brown  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1908  and  was  educated  at  the 
Russall  School.  He  joined  the  Glacier  Metal  Company  in  1931  and  served  as 
Sales  and   Managing  director,    1939—1959,   and  as  Chairman   since    1939.    He 
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established  The  Glacier  Project,  in  cooperation  with  the  Tavistock  Institute  of 
Human  Relations,  for  the  study  of  supervisory  and  labor  incentives  and 
related  problems.  The  results  have  been  reported  in  a  number  of  books  and 
articles  by  Lord  Brown  and  various  co-authors.  In  1946,  he  was  instrumental 
in  the  formation  of  the  Commonwealth  Party,  concerned  with  the  advancement 
of  sound  social  development  in  Great  Britain.  He  stood  for  Parliament  as  a 
member  of  the  party;  with  the  dissolution  of  the  party,  he  joined  the  Labour 
Party.  In  1964  he  was  made  a  life  peer.  He  has  served  on  many  governmental 
committees:  Technology,  Science  and  Education,  Natural  Resources,  Docks 
Modernization.  He  was  appointed  Minister  of  State  for  Exports,  has  served  on 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  Brunei  College,  and  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
Minister  of  Science  and  Education. 

John  Page  Wham  was  born  in  Olney,  Illinois,  in  1902.  He  received  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Southern  Illinois  University  and  the  Bachelor  of 
Laws  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in  1926,  he 
joined  the  firm  of  Cooke,  Sullivan  &  Ricks,  1926—1929,  and  has  been  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Wham  &  Wham  since  1929.  He  was  Assistant  Attorney  General 
of  Illinois,  1943—1946.  In  a  life  of  service,  he  has  worked  as  Chairman  of  the 
Centralia  Red  Cross  chapter,  the  Merit  Board,  University  Civil  Service  System, 
the  Illinois  Board  of  Education,  as  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Southern 
Illinois  University,  1949—1965,  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  1953 — 
1965,  and  member  of  the  Board  of  the  University  Retirement  System,  1950— 
1962.  Recipient  of  the  Distinguished  Service  Award,  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  the  Service  Recognition  Award,  Southern  Illinois  University 
Foundation,  he  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Trial  Lawyers;  member 
U.  S.,  Illinois,  Centralia  Chambers  of  Commerce;  American,  Illinois,  Marion 
County  Bar  Associations;  the  American  Judicature  Society,  and  the  Illinois 
Historical  Society.  He  is  a  director  of  the  City  National  Bank  of  Centralia 
and  a  member  of  local  and  national  oil  and  gas  associations. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  at  the  June  commencement,  1966,  or  some 
commencement  thereafter,  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  degree  be 
awarded  to  Henry  Nelson  Wieman,  Professor  of  Philosophy,  Southern  Illinois 
University. 

Henry  Nelson  Wieman  was  born  in  Rich  Hill,  Missouri,  in  1884,  the  son  of 
a  Presbyterian  minister.  He  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Park 
College;  the  B.  D.  from  the  San  Francisco  Theological  Seminary.  Additional 
study  took  him  to  Jena  and  Heidelberg  (Germany) ,  and  he  received  his 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  from  Harvard  University.  He  served  in  teaching 
at  Occidental  College,  1917—1927;  the  University  of  Chicago,  Divinity  School, 
1927-1947;  Houston  University,  1951-1953;  Grinnell  College,  1955-1956: 
Southern  Illinois  University,  1956—1966.  Among  the  many  awards  and  honors 
he  has  received  are  the  Doctor  of  Literature  degree  from  Occidental  and 
Grinnell  Colleges,  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree,  Park  College.  A  member  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  he  has  served  as  member  and  president  of  the  Southern 
Society  for  Philosophy  of  Religion  and  the  American  Theological  Society. 
Recipient  of  the  Philosophical  Library  Manuscript  Prize  and  other  awards  and 
fellowships,  he  is  the  author  of  fifteen  books,  additional  chapters  in  a  number 
of  texts,  and  over  a  hundred  articles  on  religion,  philosophy,  ethics  and  moral 
values.  He  served  the  University  for  ten  years  until  his  retirement  this  year. 

These  recommendations  have  been  initiated  by  the  Faculty  Committee  on 
Honorary  Degrees  and  have  the  endorsement  of  the  administration. 
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On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown, 
the  Board  approved  the  administration's  recommendations  for  honorary 
degrees.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer, 
Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3  p.m.  and  was  followed  by  an 
executive  session.

A  Resolution  entitled  "Resolution  Approving  and  Providing  for  the 
Execution  of  a  Superseding  Loan  Agreement,  and  Numbered  Contract 
No.  H  (402) -2015,  By  and  Between  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  and  the  United  States  of  America"  was  introduced 
by  President  Delyte  W.  Morris. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  Loan  Agreement  executed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  and  the  United  States 
of  America,  dated  July  1,  1964,  has  been  superseded  by  a  Superseding 
Loan  Agreement,  dated  as  of  April  1,  1966,  between  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  and  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  reference  to  the  financing  of  the  construction  of  two  new 
Dormitories  and  a  Commons  Building  on  the  Carbondale  Campus  of 
said  University  and  for  the  financing  of  the  cost  of  the  construction 
thereof,  and  that  said  Superseding  Loan  Agreement,  dated  as  of  April

Trustee  F.  Guy  Hitt  seconded  the  motion,  and,  on 
roll  call,  the  motion  carried  by  the  following  vote:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr. 
Lockard,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt;  nay,  none;  absent,  Mr. 
Maremont,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  this  was  also  the  time  and  place  for 
considering  bids  received  for  the  purchase  of  $6,900,000  University  Facili- 
ties Revenue  Bonds,  Series  A,  and  $5,100,000  University  Facilities 
Revenue  Bonds,  Series  B,  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  as  described 
in  said  Superseding  Loan  Agreement,  pursuant  to  a  Notice  of  Sale 
published  in  The  Bond  Buyer  on  March  24,  1966.  The  Secretary  pre- 
sented publisher's  affidavit  of  publication  of  said  Notice  of  Sale  on 
March  24,  1966,  and  Trustee  Melvin  C.  Lockard  made  a  motion  that 
said  Notice  of  Sale  as  so  published,  and  the  Official  Statement  prepared 
by  Blyth  Sc  Co.,  Inc.,  Fiscal  Agents  for  said  Board  of  Trustees,  be  ratified, 
approved  and  confirmed  by  this  Board  of  Trustees,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Trustee  Martin  V.  Brown  and  carried  on  roll  call  by  the 
following  vote:  Aye,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Lockard,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer, 
Mr.  Hitt;  nay,  none;  absent,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Sturgis. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  the  bids  received  for  the  purchase  of 
$6,900,000  University  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  A.  On  motion  of 
Trustee  F.  Guy  Hitt,  seconded  by  Trustee  Martin  V.  Brown,  the  Board 
accepted  the  low  bid  submitted  by  John  Nuveen  &  Co.,  and  Associates 
for  the  purchase  of  said  Series  A  bonds.

$174,031.70  for  Edwardsville  Campus,  awarded  during  February,  1966, 
and  $196,791.42  for  Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Center,  awarded  during 
December,  1965,  and  January  and  February,  1966,  were  considered.  Also 
considered  were  actions  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  approving  pur- 
chase orders,  contracts,  and  encumbrance  authorizations  amounting  to 
$2,500  or  over,  in  the  total  amount  of  $362,372.81  for  Carbondale  Cam- 
pus, $191,959.20  for  Edwardsville  Campus,  and  $904,631.79  for  Breckin- 
ridge Job  Corps  Center,  awarded  during  the  same  period.

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Development  Study,  International  Center  for  Business  and  Industry"   on   the 
Edwardsville    Campus,    by    Management    and    Economics    Research,    Inc.,    800 
Welch  Road,  Palo  Alto,  California,  in  the  amount  of  $25,000. 
The  objectives  of  this  study  are: 

1.  To  determine  the  feasibility  of  establishing  an  "International  Center 
for  Business  and  Industry"  on  the  Edwardsville  Campus,  and 

2.  To  provide  information  useful  to  program  development,  organization, 
facility  planning,  and  funding  if  such  a  center  were  established. 

All  three  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  approved  the  study, 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  now  requested  to  confirm  and  ratify  such  approval. 

After  discussion,  Arnold  H.  Maremont  moved  that  the  Board  approve 
the  first  stage  of  the  study  by  Management  and  Economics  Research, 
Inc.,  at  cost  of  $5,000;  that  further  stages  of  the  study,  in  $5,000  incre- 
ments, proceed  only  upon  review  and  approval  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  progress  of  the  study  to  date.

AUTHORIZATION  OF  SIGNATURE  ON  TRUST  AGREEMENT  FOR  ACQUISITION 
OF  TRACT  29-5A  (2)  ,  CARBONDALE  CAMPUS 

The  Epiphany  Lutheran  Church  owns  a  tract  of  land  on  the  south  side 
of  Chautauqua  Street  (Tract  29-5A) .  The  church  building  is  on  the  west  half 
of  the  property;  the  old  residence  on  the  east  half  has  been  demolished.  The 
church  desires  to  sell  the  east  portion  to  help  meet  the  debt  on  the  church 
building,  but  has  need  of  some  right  to  repurchase  in  case  of  future  need  for 
expansion.  This  is  within  the  University  acquisition  area  and,  although  church 
uses  are  not  so  incompatible  with  adjoining  campus  use,  if  this  tract  were  sold 
publicly  an  incompatible  use  could  arise.  There  has  therefore  been  negotiated 
an  agreement  whereby  this  tract  will  be  purchased  by  the  University  for 
approximately  appraised  value  and  the  title  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Board  for  ten  years.  If  the  church  fails  to  repurchase  at  today's  appraised 
value  within  that  time  the  title  will  come  to  the  Board  absolutely.  Chicago 
Title  and  Trust  Company  has  been  agreed  upon  as  the  trustee;  they  have  re- 
quested a  formal  authorization  of  signature  of  the  trust  instrument.  The  follow- 
ing resolution  is  therefore  recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time:

CONVEYANCE  OF   LAND  AND  CHANNEL  CHANGE  EASEMENT  TO  MADISON 
COUNTY 

For  some  time  the  University  has  been  negotiating  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  Madison  County  for  the  improvement  and  realignment  of  Poag 
Road,  which  runs  along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Edwardsville  Campus. 
The  county  has  now  proceeded  to  acquire  all  necessary  right-of-way  for  this 
realignment  except  for  29.45  acres  owned  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Southern  Illinois  University  Foundation. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  also  have  acquired  additional  land  which  abuts  the 
University  Campus  and  will  be  contiguous  and  lie  between  the  campus  and 
Poag  Road  after  the  reconstruction  of  the  road  which  it  is  to  convey  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  exchange  for  the  land  being  conveyed  by  the  Board.  The 
Foundation  is  requested  to  first  convey  its  portion  of  the  right-of-way  to  the 
Board,  and  authorization  is  requested  for  the  President  to  then  execute  the  deed 
of  conveyance  and  the  Channel  Change  Easement  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
contingent  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  conveying  the  aforementioned  6.79 
acres  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University.  Copies  of  the 
proposed  deeds  and  the  Channel  Easement  are  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  will  be  available  for  examination  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting.

EXTENTION  OF  GRADUATE  WORK  AT  THE  MASTER'S  LEVEL 

Ever  since  the  establishment  of  the  Southwestern  Illinois  Residence 
Center,  which  developed  into  the  Edwardsville  Campus  complex,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  operated  on  the  principle  that  geographical  separation  does  not 
imply  divided  programs  and  that  once  courses  and  curricula  have  been  ap- 
proved they  are  available  to  the  University  Division  of  Extension,  to  the  Car- 
bondale  Campus,  to  Alton,  East  St.  Louis,  and  Edwardsville,  without  regard  to 
mere  location.  The  principle  maintained  by  the  Board  has  been  that  what 
determines  where  courses  are  to  be  taught  is  not  geography  as  such,  but  the 
existence  of  a  need  (as  indicated  by  student  demand)  and  the  availability  of 
qualified  teachers  and  necessary  equipment.  The  Board  has  not  treated  the 
Edwardsville  Campus  complex  as  a  separate  entity,  but  as  part  of  one  university. 
Edwardsville,  therefore,  has  drawn  largely  upon  curricula  already  developed  at 
Carbondale.  Conversely,  when  a  curricular  proposal  has  originated  at  Edwards- 
ville and  has  been  approved,  it  has  been  approved  for  the  entire  University  and 
has  been  equally  available  for  use  at  Carbondale,  subject  again  to  the  avail- 
ability of  qualified  teachers  and  necessary  equipment. 

Among  the  curricula  extended  to  Edwardsville  has  been  one  leading  to  the 
master's  degree  in  education.  At  first  the  Edwardsville  candidates  did  most  of 
their  work  at  Carbondale;  then  (as  the  staff  and  library  holdings  in  that  loca- 
tion were  strengthened)  more  and  more  graduate  courses  were  taught  in  the 
Alton,  East  St.  Louis,  and  Edwardsville  area.  This  cautious  pattern  of  growth 
was  based  upon  the  desire  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  put  the  full  resources  of 
the  University  behind  the  program,  regardless  of  the  location.  To  this  end  also 
our  Graduate  School  is  organized  on  an  all-University  basis,  with  one  dean,  one 
graduate  faculty,  and  a  single  Graduate  Council. 

For  some  time  now,  it  has  been  clear  that  there  is  a  need  to  extend  to  divisions 
other  than  the  Division  of  Education  at  Edwardsville  the  responsibility  for 
offering  graduate  work  at  the  master's  level;  and  in  a  number  of  fields  we  have 
already  taken  all  the  steps  required  under  the  Board  of  Trustees'  practice  of 
treating  Southern  Illinois  University  as  one  university.  These  steps  are  (a)  care- 
ful self-study  by  the  faculty  members  who  would  carry  the  burden  of  teaching  at 
Edwardsville,  (b)  review  by  the  Graduate  Council  of  the  University,  (c)  the 
bringing  in  of  an  outside  consultant  for  a  critical  evaluation  of  our  readiness  to 
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extend  the  program,  and  (d)  approval  of  the  extension  by  the  educational 
officers  of  the  University. 

We  find,  however,  that  for  its  purposes  the  State  of  Illinois  Board  of  Higher 
Education  desires  us  to  report  these  proposals  not  as  extensions  of  present  pro- 
grams at  Carbondale  but  as  though  they  were  entirely  new  programs.  Although 
we  feel  that  this  might  well  result  in  the  kind  of  divisiveness  which  the  Southern 
Illinois  University  Board  has  sought  to  avoid,  we  believe  that  this  danger  can 
be  lessened  by  a  reaffirmation  of  our  Board's  principles  and  then  by  simple 
compliance  with  the  Higher  Board's  request. 

Approval  is  therefore  requested  for  (1)  continuing  the  internal  handling  of 
graduate  work  at  the  master's  level  at  Edwardsville  in  accordance  with  the  prin- 
ciple that  although  Southern  Illinois  University  operates  at  several  locations 
it  is  one  University,  and  (2)  forwarding  through  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
such  information  about  extensions  of  the  program  at  the  master's  level  as  the 
State  of  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education  requires  for  its  purposes.

CONSIDERATION    OF    BIDS   FOR   EXTERIOR    LIGHTING    SYSTEMS,    EDWARDS-

of  all  proposals  received  April  1,  1965,  for  exterior  lighting  systems  at  the 
Edwardsville  Campus  was  presented  with  the  recommendation  of  the  University 
Architect  for  the  award  of  contract  to  the  low  bidder. 

The  recommendation  provided  for  all  underground  electric  work  and  neces- 
sary switch  gear  for  the  proposed  lighting  system  in  the  academic  core  and 
parking  lot.  It  was  necessary  to  install  this  underground  work  to  avoid  delay  in 
site  development.  The  recommendation  included  a  deductive  alternate  (E) 
omitting  the  installation  of  concrete  foundations,  lighting  standards,  bracket 
arms,  and  lighting  fixtures. 

It  was  also  recommended  that  a  further  study  be  made  of  the  possibility  of 
future  award  of  the  deducted  items. 

At  this  time  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  accept  the  low  bid  for  the 
said  deducted  Alternate  E  items,  i.e.,  installation  of  concrete  foundations, 
lighting  standards,  bracket  arms,  and  lighting  fixtures,  and  approve  award  of 
contract  to  the  low  bidder,  who  has  agreed  to  extend  the  date  for  acceptance  of 
the  original  proposal  to  May  1,  1966,  as  follows:

REPORTS  ON  CURRENT  AND  PENDING  MATTERS 

President  Morris  indicated  that  he  wished  to  discuss  with  the 
Board  several  related  items  dealing  with  the  athletic  program  on  the 
Carbondale  Campus.  He  reminded  the  Board  that  a  student  referendum 
for  an  increase  in  student  fees  of  $4.00  per  quarter  had  recently  been 
favorably  voted  upon  by  a  majority  of  those  voting.  He  further  indicated 
that  because  of  the  imminence  of  building  a  General  Office  Building, 
the  necessity  of  relocating  the  stadium  had  arisen,  and,  of  course,  the 
orientation  of  the  athletic  program  would  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  the 
size  and  type  of  facility  to  be  provided.  He  further  noted  that  the  Uni- 
versity is  now  without  conference  affiliation  and  that  this  presents  a 
problem. 
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In  view  of  these  various  problems  and  the  study  he  has  been  able  to 
do  to  date,  he  suggested  that  the  administration  proceed  along  the  fol- 
lowing lines: 

1.  Provide  for  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  NCAA  scholar- 
ships to  be  financed  from  funds  presently  available  without  levying  an 
additional  student  fee  for  the  present. 

2.  Undertake  a  review  of  the  philosophy  of  the  athletic  program  in  the 
context  of  long-range  goals  of  the  University. 

He  indicated  that  following  the  study  the  Board  would  be  requested  at 
the  appropriate  time  to  pass  upon  the  specifics  of  the  results  of  the  pro- 
gram, as  well  as  a  policy  regarding  athletics  at  the  University. 

In  response  to  a  question,  President  Morris  indicated  that  he  believed 
it  was  possible  to  provide  a  maximum  of  sixty  (60)  NCAA  scholarships 
without  charging  students  additional  fees.  In  response  to  a  request,  Presi- 
dent Morris  said  that  one  of  the  specifics  of  the  study  he  outlined  would 
be  to  ascertain  how  many  NCAA  scholarships  other  schools  are  provid- 
ing and  in  what  sports. 

After  discussion  and  consideration,  Arnold  H.  Maremont  moved  that 
the  Board  endorse  the  outline  of  the  programs  suggested  by  President 
Morris.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  and  the  vote 
was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr. 
Maremont,  Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board  at  this 
time,  Trustee  Harold  R.  Fischer  made  a  motion  that  the  meeting  be 
adjourned  until  May  12,  1966,  at  9:30  a.m.,  which  motion  was  seconded 
by  Trustee  Ray  Page  and  unanimously  carried.

APPROVAL    OF    INTERIM    LEASES    WITH    ILLINOIS    BUILDING    AUTHORITY 

In  order  to  support  the  disbursement  of  monies  appropriated  to  pay 
rentals  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  for  projects  authorized  by  the 
Seventy-fourth  General  Assembly,  it  is  necessary  to  enter  into  lease  agreements. 
The  Authority  has  borrowed  money  to  begin  seven  major  construction  projects 
for  Southern  Illinois  University.  Its  authority  was  amended  to  permit  it  to 
enter  into  leases  contemporaneously  with  the  undertaking  of  any  financing, 
rather  than  only  upon  commencement  of  construction  as  was  previously  the 
rule.  The  dollar  amounts  of  these  leases  will  therefore  be  adjusted  when  con- 
struction and  financing  costs  become  firm.  The  following  resolution  is  therefore 
recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in 
regular  session  assembled  that  the  following  interim  leases  by  and  between 
the  Board  and  the  Illinois  Building  Authority,  a  body  politic  and  corporate  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  be  approved  for  the  planned  construction  of  the  following 
buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Board:

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved  That  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  this  Board 
of  Trustees  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  leases  with  the 
aforesaid  Illinois  Building  Authority  in  the  form,  with  the  content  and  for  the 
dollar  amounts  set  forth  in  the  leases  approved  above,  and  to  make  delivery  of 
such  executed  leases  to  the  said  Illinois  Building  Authority,  and  to  do  and 
perform  the  above  acts  as  the  acts  of  this  Board  of  Trustees. 

At  the  request  of  President  Morris,  Vice-President  Rendleman  ex- 
plained briefly  the  procedures  involved  in  arranging  for  buildings  to  be 
constructed  through  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  and  subsequently 
leased  to  the  University.  He  indicated  that  funds  are  appropriated  to  the 
University  for  payment  of  rental  on  leases  at  the  time  bonds  are  issued 
by  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  finance  construction  of  a  building. 

On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown, 
the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented  by  the  administration.  The

President  Morris  indicated  that  Lease  No.  74-14-00  covers  Life  Science 
Building,  Stage  II,  on  the  Carbondale  Campus. 

CONSIDERATION  OF  BIDS  FOR  WATER  LINE,  EDWARDSVILLE  CAMPUS 

When  the  decision  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  purchase 
domestic  water  from  the  City  of  Edwardsville,  a  part  of  the  arrangement  was 
that  the  University  would  construct  a  water  transmission  line  from  the  treat- 
ment plant  at  Poag,  Illinois,  to  the  campus. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  this  water  transmission  line  have  been  issued 
and  bids  are  due  Tuesday,  May  3,  1966.  It  is  recommended  that  consideration 
of  bids  received  be  given  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  this  meeting.  Construction 
will  require  approximately  two  months,  once  an  award  is  made. 

A  tabulation  of  the  proposals  received  May  3,  1966,  for  construction 
of  a  16-inch  water  transmission  line  were  presented,  and  a  copy  was 
placed  on  file  with  the  Secretary  for  deposit  in  the  Board  office.  President 
Morris  indicated  that  two  of  the  three  proposals  received  were  below 
the  cost  estimate  prepared  by  Warren  and  Van  Praag,  Architects- 
Engineers. 

Warren  and  Van  Praag  and  Mr.  Charles  Pulley,  University  Architect, 
had  recommended  that  Fowler  Plumbing  Company,  the  second  low  bid- 
der, be  awarded  the  contract  for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  The  low 
bidder  did  not  seem  to  be  sufficiently  experienced  and  capable  of  per- 
forming such  a  job  as  outlined  by  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  (2) 
close  supervision  of  the  work  would  be  required. 

President  Morris  stated  that  Mr.  Rendleman  did  not  concur  in  this 
recommendation  and  recommended  that  the  low  bidder  be  awarded  the 
contract  on  the  basis  that  compliance  with  the  specifications  could  be  in- 
sured by  the  performance  bond  required  for  the  work,  and  that  super- 
vision could  be  provided  by  the  University  since  there  was  approxi- 
mately $20,000  difference  between  the  low  bidder  and  the  second  low  bid- 
der. On  this  basis,  President  Morris  recommended  that  the  Board  accept 
the  proposal  of  the  low  bidder,  as  follows:

nan,  President  of  the  Carbondale  Campus  Student  Government,  and  Mrs. 
Louise  Morehouse,  Recorder  for  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Chairman  presented  the  minutes  of  a  regular  meeting  held  May 
12,  1966,  copies  of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  advance  of  the  meeting.

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Illinois  University  has  exceeded  the  expectations  of  the  Air  Force  and  the  Uni- 
versity's officials;  and 

"Whereas,  Lieutenant  Colonel  VanAusdal  has  contributed  to  the  educational 
progress  of  the  University  through  careful  attention  to  the  quality  of  teaching  in 
his  unit  and  the  resultant  cooperation  of  colleges,  schools,  and  divisions  in 
accepting  an  Aerospace  minor  area  of  study; 

"Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  officially  com- 
mend James  VanAusdal  for  his  successful  efforts  in  improving  the  quality  of 
officers  commissioned  at  Southern  Illinois  University  by  the  United  States  Air 
Force  and  express  its  appreciation  for  his  services  during  his  tour  of  duty  at  the 
University  and  especially  during  the  past  two  years  as  Professor  of  Aerospace 
Studies.

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A  survey  by  the  Office  of  Institutional  Research  of  the  National  Association  of 
State  Universities  and  Land  Grant  Colleges  for  the  year  1965—66  indicates  that 
the  undergraduate  fees  for  residents  are  in  line  with  the  median  group  nation- 
ally. It  appeared  that  the  non-resident  tuition  and  required  fees  charged  by 
Southern  Illinois  University  was  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  nation.  As  a  result  of 
this,  and  in  view  of  ever-continuing  pressures  of  enrollment  increase,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  commencing  with  the  winter  term,  1967,  the  non-resident  tuition  be 
increased  §50.00  per  term  for  undergraduate  students  taking  more  than  eight 
hours,  and  that  a  proportional  increase  be  applied  for  those  taking  eight  hours 
or  less.

He  is  the 
author  of  several  books,  including  Versification  of  Robert  Browning,  1928;  Tun- 
nel Hill  j  1931;  Patterns  of  Wolf  pen,  1934;  Creating  the  Modern  American 
Novel,  1935;  Central  Standard  Time,  1937;  The  Buckeye  Country:  A  Pageant 
of  Ohio,  1940;  The  Western  Reserve:  The  Story  of  New  Connecticut  in  Ohio, 
1949;  and  A  Century  of  Iron  Men,  1950.  His  home  is  in  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan.

SITE  FOR  TELEVISION  TRANSMITTER  NEAR  OLNEY 

The  Board  has  heretofore  approved  applications  to  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  regarding  establishment  of  a  UHF  television  trans- 
mitter near  Olney,  Illinois.  Approval  is  now  requested  for  acquisition  of  a  site 
in  that  area,  and  adoption  of  the  following  resolution:

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in 
regular  session  assembled,  that  it  is  necessary  and  desirable  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  acquire  fee  simple  title  to  and  possession  of  the  following  described  real 
property  for  the  establishment  of  an  additional  transmitter  and  antenna  for 
its  educational  television  station  and  its  educational  purposes,  to-wit: 

The  Northwest  Quarter  of  the  Southwest  Quarter  of  Section  29,  Township 
Five  North,  Range  Ten  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian  in  Richland 
County,  Illinois,  Except  approximately  one-half  acre  thereof  heretofore  con- 
veyed on  January  15,  1959,  and  approximately  three-quarters  acre  thereof  here- 
tofore conveyed  on  October  12,  1964. 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  purchase  of  all  rights  to  said  property 
exclusive  of  certain  mineral  rights  for  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  the  appraisals  of 
such  property  rights  now  in  hand,  to-wit:  for  a  price  of  $8,888,  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  approved;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  acquisition  of  remaining  mineral  rights  to  such  property 
through  exercise  of  the  eminent  domain  laws  of  Illinois  in  the  name  of  this 
Board  is  authorized  if  reasonable  offers  of  purchase  based  on  able  appraiser 
opinion  are  refused  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof.

TRAFFIC  AND  PARKING  STUDY  FOR  THE  CARBONDALE  CAMPUS 

Last  year  the  firm  of  DeLeuw,  Cather  and  Company,  consulting  engin- 
eers, Chicago,  Illinois,  was  employed  to  make  a  study  of  the  parking  and  traf- 
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fie  situation  on  the  Carbondale  Campus.  Copies  of  this  report  have  previously 
been  furnished  to  the  members  of  the  Board. 

The  findings  of  the  consulting  engineers  lead  them  to  predict  the  need  for 
3,000  additional  parking  spaces  by  1970.  The  prediction  is  based  on  a  student 
enrollment  of  20,000  and  a  faculty-staff  of  3,250  full-time  employees  to  be 
reached  in  1969  or  1970.  The  cost  of  this  program,  to  be  accomplished  in  suc- 
cessive stages,  has  been  estimated  at  $2,150,000.  Financing  of  the  program  will 
be  through  the  sale  of  revenue  bonds  which  would  be  retired  by  the  revenues 
of  the  parking  program. 

In  philosophy  the  report  calls  for  a  three-pronged  attack  that  would  (1)  en- 
courage walking  and  bicycling  by  having  sufficient  and  separate  paths  for  pedes- 
trains  and  bicycles  and  orderly  racking  of  bicycles  in  the  vicinity  of  buildings; 
(2)  regulate  motor  vehicle  usage  by  eliminating  traffic  and  parking  within  the 
core  of  the  campus,  raise  the  basic  parking  permit  fee  to  help  finance  the  pro- 
gram, and,  in  addition,  provide  for  a  premium  fee  for  parking  in  reserved  lots 
closest  to  the  center  of  the  campus,  and  provide  lots  on  the  fringes  of  the  cam- 
pus for  commuting  students;  (3)  improve  bus  service  by  operating  buses 
around  Loop  Road  One  for  a  few  minutes  before  and  after  class  breaks,  and 
operate  buses  to  and  from  outlying  class  buildings  and  residential  areas  at  rea- 
sonable intervals. 

To  improve  circulation,  expedite  the  flow  of  traffic,  and  provide  greater 
safety,  the  following  projects,  arranged  in  priority,  were  recommended  by  the 
consulting  engineers: 

1.  Widening  of  the  T-intersection  north  of  the  Physical  Plant. 

2.  Widening  of  Harwood  between  Illinois  Avenue  and  Loop  Road  One. 

3.  Improvement  of  U.  S.  51  at  Grand  Avenue  and  Mill  Street  with  a  one- 
way couplet  of  University  and  Illinois  Avenues. 

4.  Widening  of  Mill  Street  between  Illinois  Avenue  and  Oakland  Avenue. 

5.  Construction  of  an  underpass  south  of  the  Physical  Plant  for  Loop  Road 
Three. 

6.  Connection  of  the  parking  lots  south  of  the  Arena  with  U.  S.  51  and  Loop 
Road  Two. 

7.  Completion  of  the  north  segment  of  Loop  Road  One  to  University  Ave- 
nue. 

The  proposed  General  Office  Building  will  create  a  demand  for  500  car 
spaces.  This  demand  is  now  planned  to  be  met,  contrary  to  the  report  of  De- 
Leuw,  Cather  and  Company,  by  building  a  subground  level  parking  facility  in 
connection  with  the  General  Office  Building. 

Specific  recommendations  such  as  the  following  were  made: 

For  improvement  in  traffic  control 

1.  Widen  the  interesection  northeast  of  Physical  Plant  prior  to  widening 
Harwood  Avenue. 

2.  Build  underpass  for  Loop  Road  Three  south  of  Physical  Plant. 

3.  Build  access  roads  to  parking  lots  south  of  Arena. 

4.  Complete  Loop  Road  One  north  segment  after  Mill  Street  is  widened. 

5.  Encourage  walking  and  bicycling  with  separate  paths  and  convenient 
connections. 

6.  Expand  bus  operations. 
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For  improvement  in  parking  facilities 

1.  Issue  parking  revenue  bonds  for  $2,150,000. 

2.  Raise  car  registration  and  parking  fees. 

3.  Provide  2,500  additional  parking  spaces. 

As  has  been  indicated  before,  it  would  also  be  contemplated  to  include  as  a 
part  of  the  Parking  Revenue  Bond  issue  funds  to  construct  a  subterranean 
parking  facility  in  connection  with  the  General  Office  Building. 

Some  of  these  recommendations  will  be  implemented  in  the  future  and  some, 
based  upon  experience,  will  be  modified  or  completely  different  solutions  sought. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  requested  to  approve  the  proposal  of  construction 
of  parking  facilities  by  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  and  the  attendant  increase 
of  parking  fees  to  amortize  the  cost.  Specific  items  of  improvement  of  traffic  and 
parking  will  come  to  the  Board  in  the  usual  form  from  time  to  time.

FURNISHING  UTILITIES  TO  PROPOSED  JOINT  GREENHOUSE  INSTALLATION 
WITH    U.    S.    FOREST   SERVICE 

The  Board  has  heretofore  agreed  to  provide  a  tract  of  land  in  its 
agricultural  area  by  lease  for  the  joint  erection  of  cooperative  research  green- 
houses by  the  Forest  Service  of  the  Federal  Government  and  the  University. 
This  program  works  closely  with  our  School  of  Agriculture  and  it  has  been 
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considered  in  the  best  interest  of  the  University  to  cooperate  in  the  establish- 
ment of  this  facility.  The  Forest  Service  has  asked  if  it  would  be  convenient 
for  us  to  furnish  certain  utilities  to  this  facility,  and  toward  this  end  the 
following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Whereas,  The  proposed  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Research  Greenhouse  Facility 
is  to  be  located  on  the  Carbondale  Campus  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  and 

Whereas,  The  U.  S.  Forest  Service  and  the  School  of  Agriculture  work  closely 
together  and  use  each  other's  facilities  from  time  to  time,  and 

Whereas,  The  location  of  this  research  greenhouse  facility  on  the  University 
campus  is  of  distinct  value  to  the  University's  program  of  education  and 
research  in  the  field  of  Agriculture,  and 

Whereas,  Certain  utilities  for  the  servicing  of  these  greenhouses  can  be  more 
economically  procured  by  the  University  because  of  its  bulk  purchasing  power; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in  regular 
session  assembled,  that  during  the  continuance  of  satisfactory  and  effective 
cooperation  with  and  complementation  of  the  programs  of  the  School  of 
Agriculture  the  University  is  authorized  to  provide  reasonable  electrical  power, 
heat,  and  a  source  of  water  for  the  servicing  of  the  proposed  U.  S.  Forest  Service 
Research  Greenhouse  Facility  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  to  be 
located  on  the  Carbondale  Campus,  and  that  under  such  conditions  these 
services  be  provided  to  the  said  research  facility  at  no  or  nominal  cost  to  the 
United  States  Government.

Illinois  University  that  a  grant  for  water,  gas  and  underground  electrical  utility 
lines  and  a  service  driveway  across  a  tract  of  Southern  Illinois  University 
property  and  a  grant  for  a  sanitary  sewer  easement  be  and  are  hereby  authorized, 
and  the  President  of  Southern  Illinois  University  is  authorized  to  execute  such 
documents  as  may  be  required  to  effectuate  this  grant  and  affix  the  corporate 
seal  of  said  corporation  thereto;  provided,  however,  that  the  grantee  shall 
covenant  to  screen  from  public  view  the  service  area  to  be  served  by  the  said 
service  driveway  as  part  of  its  current  construction  activity  and  in  an  archi- 
tecturally compatible  manner  approved  by  the  University  Architect.

CONFLICTS   OF    INTEREST    IN    GOVERNMENT    SPONSORED    RESEARCH 

The  recent  great  increase  in  the  amount  of  government-sponsored 
research  in  universities  has  led  the  American  Council  on  Education,  cooperating 
with  the  Council  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Professors,  to 
develop  certain  guidelines  for  participating  universities.  Attached  is  a  copy  of 
the  statement  on  preventing  conflicts  of  interest,  which  is  to  be  regarded  as  a 
part  of  this  matter. 

For  Southern  Illinois  University  to  join  the  universities  following  these 
guidelines  would  help  reduce  the  need  for  detailed  and  onerous  government 
regulations.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  policies  set  forth  in  the  state- 
ment "On  Preventing  Conflicts  of  Interest  in  Government  Sponsored  Research 
at  Universities"  be  adopted  in  principle  for  use  at  Southern  Illinois  University. 

A  copy  of  the  above  statement  was  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  for  deposit  in  the  Board  office.  On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Mare- 
mont, seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the  Board  adopted  as  University 
policy  the  principles  set  forth  in  the  statement.  The  motion  was  carried 
by  unanimous  vote.

AMENDMENT   TO    TAX    DEFERRED    ANNUITY    PROGRAM 

On  July  1,  1964,  at  its  regular  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized 
a  plan  for  a  tax  deferred  annuity  program  for  the  faculty  and  staff  of  the 
University.  It  is  recommended  that  this  plan  be  amended,  as  of  May,  1966. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  plan,  continual  study  has  been  made  for  methods 
of  improvement.  Members  of  the  faculty  and  staff  have  on  occasion  indicated  a 
desire  for  a  wider  choice  in  selection  of  the  company  which  would  underwrite 
their  annuity  purchases.  It  is  therefore  suggested  that  the  plan  with  respect  to 
the  original  companies  be  held  in  force  and  effect  but  that  additional  companies 
be  authorized  under  the  following  qualifications: 

1.  The  company  must  be  in  the  top  fifty  in  annuity  sales,  as  indicated  by  the 
"Unique  Manual". 

2.  The  company  must  be  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

3.  The  company  must  have  locally  residenced  agents  in  either  the  Carbondale 
or  Edwardsville  Campus  area. 

4.  The  company,  with  the  exception  of  those  five  originally  approved,  may 
lose  its  privilege  of  participation  through  failure  to  meet  the  University's 
requirements  on  a  continuing  basis. 

5.  The  minimum  amount  which  may  be  set  aside  under  any  individual 
account  shall  be  $25.00  per  month. 

6.  The  company  must  be  recommended  by  "Best's  Life  Insurance  Reports". 

7.  To  enter  and  remain  in  the  program  the  company  must  submit  to  the 
University  satisfactory  evidence  to  show  that  its  annuity  contracts  meet  pro- 
visions of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  for  tax  deferred  annuities. 

8.  The  company  must  submit  monthly  notice  to  the  University  of  premiums 
due  covering  all  annuity  contracts  with  the  company,  which  the  University  will 
pay  with  one  warrant. 

9.  The  company  must  designate  a  representative  to  serve  as  a  contact  with  the 
University  in  regard  to  all  matters  concerning  annuities  purchased  from  the 
University. 

10.  Upon  initial  application  the  company  must  have  sold  or  have  pending 
annuity  contracts  with  at  least  twelve  University  employees  or  annuities  with 
total  monthly  premiums  of  at  least  $600.00. 

11.  To  continue  as  a  participant  the  company  must  maintain  annuities 
with  at  least  ten  University  employees  or  have  monthly  premiums  of  at  least 
$500.00. 

12.  The  company  must  agree  to  all  further  regulations  and  requirements 
relating  to  the  plan  which  the  University  may  adopt. 

The  experience  of  other  institutions  indicates  that  the  opening  of  the 
annuity  on  the  basis  suggested  will  not  create  difficult  administrative  problems 
for  the  University,  and  the  amendment  is  recommended  for  approval. 

A  tabulation  showing  the  number  of  participants  and  monthly 
premiums,  by  campus  and  by  the  five  companies  originally  approved, 
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was  presented  to  the  Board  for  information.  A  copy  of  this  tabulation 
was  placed  on  file  with  the  Secretary  for  deposit  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 
On  motion  of  F.  Guy  Hitt,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  the 
Board  approved  amendment  of  the  tax-deferred  annuity  program,  as 
recommended.

CONSIDERATION    OF    BIDS    FOR    WATER    LINE    EXTENSION,    CARBONDALE 
CAMPUS 

Bids  were  received  on  August  15,  1966,  for  three  water  main  extensions 
on  the  Carbondale  Campus.  There  is  presented  herewith  a  tabulation  of  all 
proposals  received,  indicating  the  engineers'  estimate  and  the  recommendation 
of  the  University  Architect  for  the  award  of  the  contract  to  the  low  bidder. 

The  bidding  was  divided  into  three  separate  projects.  Base  Bid  No.  1  is  to 
provide  an  extension  of  the  campus  water  main  to  the  new  water  tower 
constructed  jointly  by  the  University  and  the  City  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  campus.  This  will  not  only  increase  the  water  pressure  on  the  campus,  but 
will  provide  additional  water  capability  by  completing  a  grid  system.  Base  Bid 
No.  2  is  for  a  water  main  to  service  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Research  Area  now 
being  constructed  west  of  McLafferty  Road.  It  will  also  provide  the  water 
capability  for  the  stadium  if  and  when  constructed  in  this  location  and  is  one 
element  necessary  to  the  development  of  the  western  part  of  the  campus.  Base 
Bid  No.  3  is  for  a  new  water  main  from  along  Loop  Road  No.  2  from  a  point 
just  west  of  the  Arena  to  a  point  south  of  Campus  Lake.  It  will  provide  the 
capability  for  future  extensions  both  to  the  southwest  toward  Reservoir  Road 
and  to  the  northwest  around  the  Campus  Lake. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  accept  the  low  bid  for  Base  Bid  No.  4, 
as  follows:

CONSIDERATION    OF    BIDS    FOR    WATER    PUMP    STATION,    EDWARDSVILLE 
CAMPUS 

Bids  were  received  September  8,  1966,  for  the  general  and  electrical 
work  and  construction  of  an  access  road  for  the  water  pump  station,  Edwards- 
ville  Campus.  No  bids  were  received  for  the  mechanical  work,  which  constitutes 
a  major  component  of  this  project. 
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There  is  attached  a  tabulation  of  all  bids  received,  showing  also  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  University  Architect  to  reject  all  bids  because  of  the  excess 
of  the  apparent  low  bids  over  the  engineers'  estimates  and  the  lack  of  bidder 
interest,  as  evidenced  by  the  number  of  bids  submitted.  Warren  and  VanPraag, 
consulting  engineers,  recommended  rejection  of  the  apparent  low  bid  for 
construction  of  the  access  road,  even  though  this  bid  is  within  reason  compared 
to  their  estimate,  because  they  feel  this  work  should  be  coordinated  with  the 
construction  work  included  in  the  three  prime  contracts.  Warren  and  VanPraag 
indicate  that  with  completion  of  installation  of  the  water  transmission  line,  and 
the  connection  between  that  project  and  the  Poag  Water  Treatment  Plant,  the 
University's  domestic  water  requirements  will  be  satisfied  for  some  time  to  come. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  reject  all  bids  and 
re-advertise  for  bids  on  this  project  at  a  later  date. 

On  motion  of  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  seconded  by  Arnold  H.  Maremont, 
the  Board  rejected  all  bids  received,  as  recommended  by  the  administra- 
tion.

INFORMATION  REPORT  ON   ACTIONS  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

It  is  requested  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  consider  and  ratify  the  actions 
of  the  Executive  Committee  in  approving  purchase  orders  and  contracts 
awarded  for  the  Carbondale  and  Edwardsville  campuses  during  July  and  August, 
1966,  and  for  Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Center,  awarded  during  June,  1966. 
Detailed  reports  of  such  actions  were  mailed  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  advance  of  this  meeting,  and  copies  were  placed  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Board. 

Purchase  orders  and  contracts  amounting  to  less  than  $2,500,  in  the 
total  amount  of  $998,688.39  for  Carbondale  Campus  and  $350,559.66  for 
Edwardsville  Campus,  awarded  during  July  and  August,  1966,  and  $66,- 
214.31  for  Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Center,  awarded  during  June,  1966, 
were  considered.  Also  considered  were  actions  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee in  approving  purchase  orders  and  contracts  amounting  to  $7,211,- 
725.65  for  Carbondale  Campus,  $1,554,962.50  for  Edwardsville  Campus, 
and  $277,778.98  for  Breckinridge  Job  Corps  Center,  awarded  during  the 
same  periods. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown, 
the  Board  approved  and  ratified  actions  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as 
shown  in  the  detailed  reports  considered.

TRANSFER   OF    WILDLIFE   RESEARCH    LAND 

In  early  1954  a  study  in  reclamation  of  strip  mine  spoil  banks  for 
hunting,  fishing,  and  recreational  purposes  was  undertaken  with  the  financial 
assistance  of  the  Illinois  Coal  Strippers  Association,  the  Wildlife  Management 
Institute,  and  the  Sport  Fishing  Institute.  In  support  thereof  the  Truax-Traer 
Coal  Company  conveyed  to  the  Board  approximately  920  acres  of  such  land 
near  Pyatt  in  Perry  County.  At  its  meeting  of  May  27,  1954,  the  Board  resolved 
that  when  the  property  had  fulfilled  its  purpose  it  be  conveyed  and  transferred 
to  some  appropriate  agency  for  uses  and  purposes  consistent  with  the  nature 
of  the  research  program.  The  State  Department  of  Conservation  has  purchased 
about  1600  adjacent  acres  and  is  planning  to  purchase  about  1000  acres  more 
for  incorporation  into  a  planned  State  Conservation  Area.  If  the  University's 
tract  is  included,  it  will  make  possible  further  research  on  the  public  use 
aspects  of  land  reclaimed  from  spoil  banks.  The  Department  of  Conservation 
has  indicated  its  willingness  to  enter  into  a  continuing  contract  with  the 
University  to  conduct  a  further  comprehensive  research  program  on  the  whole 
of  the  contemplated  State  Conservation  Area  in  Perry  County.  The  following 
resolution  is  therefore  recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time: 

Resolution 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  received  title 
to  a  tract  of  land  in  Perry  County,  Illinois,  consisting  of  approximately  920 
acres,  from  Truax-Traer  Coal  Company  by  Quit  Claim  Deed  dated  June  10, 
1954;  and 

Whereas,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  and  Truax-Traer  that  the  said 
land  was  to  be  used  for  recreation,  conservation,  and  wildlife  research  purposes; 
and 

Whereas,  the  Board  has  heretofore  resolved  that  when  ownership  of  the 
said  land  was  no  longer  of  benefit  for  said  purposes  that  it  would  be  conveyed 
after  consultation  with  a  proper  and  appropriate  body  of  Perry  County  to  an 
appropriate  agency  for  uses  and  purposes  germane  to  the  then  completed 
research  program  to  further  carry  out  the  intention  of  the  said  parties;  and 

Whereas,  consultation  has  been  had  with  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Perry  County,  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Pinckneyville  and  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  DuQuoin,  and  the  University  is  in  receipt  of  copies  of 
resolutions  of  these  bodies  endorsing  transfer  of  this  land  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Conservation  for  such  purposes; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University,  sitting  in  regular  session,  that  it  is  hereby  determined  that 
the  future  utilization  of  the  said  property  in  Perry  County  for  such  purposes 
would  be  best  achieved  through  ownership  and  development  by  the  Department 
of  Conservation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  recreation,  conservation  and  wildlife 
purposes,  and  that  it  is  no  longer  essential  to  retain  ownership  of  said  land  to 
realize  its  benefit  for  research  use  by  the  Board,  and  that  the  said  land  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Conservation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  by  Quit 
Claim  Deed  which  shall  reserve  the  right  of  the  Board  to  continue  the  reason- 
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able  conduct  of  research  programs  thereon  for  the  purposes  heretofore  stated; 

And  Be  It  Resolved  that  the  Administration  be  authorized  to  proceed  with 
negotiations  to  accomplish  these  purposes; 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  this  Board 
of  Trustees  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  said 
transfer  to  the  Department  of  Conservation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  subject  to  the 
conditions  and  reservations  heretofore  mentioned. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Arnold  H.  Maremont, 
the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented.  The  vote  was  as  follows:

GAS    LINE    EASEMENT,    CARBONDALE    CAMPUS 

Central  Illinois  Public  Service  Company  has  requested  a  right-of-way 
easement  for  the  installation  of  an  underground  gas  transmission  and  distribu- 
tion line  which  would  provide  service  to  the  Family  Housing,  Phase  III  Project. 
The  requested  location  of  the  north-south  portion  of  this  easement  involves 
essentially  the  same  area  included  in  a  previous  right-of-way  grant  made  to 
Central  Illinois  Public  Service  Company  for  an  overhead  electrical  line,  and 
the  location  of  the  east-west  portion  follows  the  REA  electrical  line  easement 
along  the  north  side  of  Reservoir  Road.  The  following  resolution  is  therefore 
recommended  for  adoption  at  this  time: 

Resolution 

Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  in 
regular  meeting  assembled,  that  the  grant  of  a  gas  line  easement  to  Central 
Illinois  Public  Service  Company  in  the  following  form  and  over  the  property 
described  in  said  form  be  and  is  hereby  approved,  and  the  Chairman  and 
Secretary  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a  deed  of  grant  in  such  form  in  the 
name  of  this  Board. 

Easement 
In  consideration  of  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  and  for  other  good  and 
valuable  consideration,  in  hand  paid,  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University,  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  hereby  grants  unto  Central  Illinois  Public  Service  Company,  its 
successors,  lessees,  and  assigns,  the  right  and  privilege  to  place  in,  upon,  along, 
and  across  the  property  of  the  undersigned  on  the  location  hereinafter  described, 
an  underground  fuel  gas  distribution  pipeline  and  permission  for  installation 
of  the  necessary  appurtenances  and  appliances  (all  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
property  of  said  Company) ,  provided,  however,  that  before  any  appurtenance 
or  appliance  is  installed  above  ground  that  written  permission  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Grantor,  the  same  to  be  used  by  said  Company  for  the  transmission 
and  distribution  of  fuel  gas  and  such  other  purposes  as  said  pipeline  is  or  may 
be  used,  for  so  long  a  period  of  time  as  said  Company  shall  have  the  use  for 
said  premises,  the  same  to  be  used  and  maintained  by  said  Company  for  such 
purposes  only. 
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This  grant  of  easement  and  exact  location  of  the  gas  line  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  designated  "Proposed 
6-inch  GAS  LINE  EXTENSION  in  the  west  and  south  section  of  Carbondale, 
Illinois"  dated  April  29,  1966,  and  consisting  of  Sheet  1  and  Sheet  2  of  2  sheets. 
The  said  property  of  the  Company  shall  be  located  on  the  following  described 
premises  as  nearly  as  possible  as  follows:  Sections  Twenty-eight  (28)  and 
Twenty-nine  (29) ,  in  Township  Nine  South  (T.  9.  S.) ,  Range  One  West  (R. 
1.  W.)  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian,  Jackson  County,  Illinois.  Said  pipeline 
to  be  located  not  more  than  Twenty  Feet  (20')  East  of  the  center  line  of  the 
electrical  transmission  line  of  said  Company  extending  North  and  South  across 
the  West  side  of  Section  Twenty-nine  (Sec.  29)  aforesaid,  the  center  line  of 
which  electrical  transmission  line  begins  at  a  point  Four  Hundred  Seventy- 
seven  Feet  (477')  East  of  the  North  West  Corner  of  said  Section  29  and  extends 
Southwardly  to  the  South  line  of  said  Section;  also,  the  said  pipeline  to  be 
located  not  more  than  Twenty  Feet  (20')  North  of  the  North  line  of  the  public 
highway  which  extends  East  and  West  along  the  South  side  of  Section  28  and 
29  aforesaid,  excepting  therefrom,  however,  the  following  described  tract 
located  in  Section  29: 

Tract  29-1 
A  strip  of  land  parallel  in  width  containing  eight  (8)  acres  off 
the  east  end  of  the  West  Half  (W  i/2)  of  the  South  Three 
Quarters  (S  3/4)  of  the  South  Half  (S  i/2)  of  the  Southeast 
Quarter  (SE  14)  of  Section  29,  Township  9  South,  Range  1 
West  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian. 

with  the  right  to  said  Company  to  so  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  its  said 
property  that  normal  and  necessary  appurtenances  may  extend  the  necessary 
distances  on  either  side  of  above  location.  The  Grantor  reserves  the  use  of  the 
described  land  not  inconsistent  herewith. 

And  permission  is  granted  unto  said  Central  Illinois  Public  Service  Company 
to  enter  upon  the  premises  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University,  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  at  all  reasonable  times  for  the  purpose 
of  installing,  maintaining,  repairing,  or  replacing  its  said  property,  or  for  any 
other  reasonable  purposes  connected  with  the  use  and  operation  thereof; 
provided,  however,  that  the  said  Company  by  its  acceptance  hereof,  agrees  to 
reimburse  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University  for  any  and 
all  damage  which  it  may  do  to  any  of  the  property  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Southern  Illinois  University  in  entering  upon  said  premises  for  such  purpose  of 
repair,  replacement  or  maintenance.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  none  of 
the  fruit  or  other  trees  located  on  said  land  shall  be  damaged  in  any  way,  and 
that  any  cutting  or  trimming  of  said  trees,  bushes  and  saplings  shall  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  a  person  designated  by  the  Grantor,  together  with  the 
right  of  ingress  and  egress  to  said  line  upon  a  route  immediately  adjacent  to 
said  line,  unless  deviations  thereto  are  authorized  by  a  person  designated  by 
the  Grantor. 

Said  Central  Illinois  Public  Service  Company  by  its  acceptance  hereof,  and 
by  the  exercise  of  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  agrees  that  it  will 
keep  its  said  property  in  proper  state  of  repair,  that  if  it  constructs  overhead  or 
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underground  structures,  it  will  replace  all  earth  or  grass  that  may  be  removed 
by  it,  either  in  construction  or  repair  of  same,  in  as  good  condition  as  the  same 
was  before  being  entered  upon. 

This  Agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto,  their  successors 
and  assigns. 

This  instrument  executed  by  the  corporate  officers  of  the  Grantor  pursuant 
to  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Grantor  corporation. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  the  Grantor  has  caused  this  instrument  to  be  signed 
by  the  Chairman  and  attested  by  its  Secretary  and  the  corporate  seal  hereto 
affixed  this day  of ,  1966. 

On  motion  of  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  the 
Board  delegated  to  the  administration  authority  to  grant  an  easement 
for  a  gas  line,  such  action  to  be  taken  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  and  ratification  by  the  full  Board  at  the  next 
regular  meeting.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Dr.  Brown, 
Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Maremont,  Mr.  Sturgis,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay, 
none. 

REPORTS   ON    CURRENT   AND    PENDING    MATTERS 

President  Morris  explained  briefly  the  administration's  revised 
application  of  the  motor  vehicle  ruling  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
on  August  3,  1956.  He  indicated  that  for  1966-67  school  year  only  fresh- 
men will  be  denied  permission  to  operate  motorcycles,  and  that  in  the 
following  years  the  ruling  will  apply  to  all  classes,  as  was  done  in  the 
case  of  automobiles. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Dr.  Brown,  President  Morris  indicated  that 
he  had  been  involved  personally  in  attempting  to  secure  the  services  of 
three  persons  outside  the  University  to  serve  on  the  Consultant  Board 
to  the  Study  Commission  on  Intercollegiate  Athletics.  Two  of  those 
persons  invited  to  serve  have  agreed  to  do  so,  and  the  third  has  agreed 
tentatively.  President  Morris  further  indicated  that  the  local  Study 
Commission  will  continue  its  work  and  will  correlate  its  findings  with 
the  opinions  of  the  Consultant  Board. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4  p.m.

HE  NOVEMBER  MEETING  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  was  held  in  the  President's  Staff  Office,  Edwardsville 
Campus,  on  Thursday,  November  10,  1966,  beginning  at  9:30  a.m.

Bob  Wright,  Reporter  for  the  Metro-East  Journal,  Jack  McClintock, 
Reporter  for  The  Egyptian,  Howard  Layfer,  News  Reporter  for  WSIU, 
Terry  Proffitt,  President  of  the  Edwardsville  Student  Body,  Bill  Clover, 
Vice-President  of  the  Edwardsville  Student  Body,  John  Cwan,  Co-Chair- 
man of  the  Edwardsville  Student  Council,  Robert  T.  Drinan,  President 
of  the  Carbondale  Student  Body,  Ann  Bosworth,  Vice-President  of  the 
Carbondale  Student  Body,  Bard  Grosse,  Co-Chairman  of  the  Carbondale 
Student  Council,  C.  F.  Murphy  Associates'  Representatives  Mrs.  Ger- 
trude Kerbis  and  John  Burgee,  and  Mrs.  Louise  Morehouse,  Recorder 
for  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Chairman  presented  minutes  of  a  regular  meeting  held  Septem- 
ber 23,  1966,  copies  of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  members  of  the 
Board  in  advance  of  this  meeting.  On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  these  minutes  were  approved  as 
presented. 

Dr.  Elmer  J.  Clark,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Education,  entered  the 
meeting  and  was  introduced  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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He  spoke  briefly  concerning  the  University's  contract  with  the  Agency 
for  International  Development  to  provide  assistance  in  training  pro- 
grams for  elementary  teachers  in  Vietnam.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that 
Southern  Illinois  University  is  the  only  institution  working  in  Vietnam 
at  the  elementary  level,  and  that  the  Vietnamese  people  apparently  ap- 
preciate very  much  the  assistance  being  given  them.  Dean  Clark  stated 
that  in-service  education  has  been  provided  by  Southern  Illinois  Uni- 
versity's team  members  to  some  1,200  Vietnamese  educators,  in  addition 
to  assistance  in  curriculum  development,  preparation  of  textbooks,  pro- 
vision of  instructional  materials,  and  identification  of  promising  stu- 
dents for  further  study  in  the  United  States.  He  reported  to  the  Board 
that  after  returning  from  his  inspection  of  team  activity  in  Vietnam, 
five  recommendations  were  made  concerning  the  project,  most  of  which 
are  being  implemented. 

Both  President  Morris  and  Board  Chairman  Kenneth  L.  Davis  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  the  presentation,  and  Dean  Clark  left  the  meet- 
ing at  this  time. 

Copies  of  the  "Biennial  Budget  for  Operations— Analysis  of  Increases 
Requested"  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1967,  were  forwarded 
to  all  members  of  the  Board  prior  to  the  meeting,  and  a  copy  was  placed 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board.  President  Morris  explained  to  the  Board 
the  major  increases  requested,  pointing  out  specifically  those  amounts 
which  were  mandatory  or  fixed.  The  Board  considered  the  detailed  bud- 
get requests  and,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  F. 
Guy  Hitt,  approved  the  Biennial  Budget  Request  for  Operations,  1967— 
69.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer, 
Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard;   nay,  none. 

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  ad- 
ministration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

ARCHITECTURAL    CONSULTATION 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  previously  received  the  report  of 
the  deans  of  the  schools  and  departments  of  architecture  who  visited  the  campus 
and  were  with  the  Board  at  the  September  23  meeting.  The  implementation  of 
their  suggestion  is  considered  desirable.  To  this  end  the  following  is 
recommended: 

1.  That  the  following  architectural  educators  be  asked  to  serve  as  an  archi- 
tectural board  of  consultation  for  the  University  Architect,  the  administration, 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  Carbondale  Campus  primarily,  but  also  to 
react  to  architectural  suggestions  on  the  Edwardsville  Campus:  Charles  W. 
Moore,  Chairman,  Department  of  Architecture,  Yale  University,  New  Haven, 
Connecticut;  Joseph  Passonneau,  Dean,  School  of  Architecture,  Washington 
University,  St.  Louis,  Missouri;  and  Lawrence  B.  Anderson,  Dean,  School  of 
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Architecture  and  Planning,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. 

2.  That  the  board  of  architectural  consultants  and  the  University  Architect 
be  asked  to  select  an  architectural  design  consultant  to  assist  in  design  solutions 
for  problems  on  the  growing  Carbondale  Campus. 

3.  That  the  previously-arranged  architectural  consultation  with  Gyo  Obata 
and  Hideo  Sasaki  for  the  Edwardsville  Campus  be  continued. 

4.  That  the  payment  of  consultation  fees  and  travel  expenses  for  the 
consultants  be  authorized. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the 
Board  approved  the  recommendations  made  by  the  administration.  The 
vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Davis,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt, 
Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 

DISCUSSION   OF   HOUSING   AND    MOTOR   VEHICLE    MATTERS 

Robert  T.  Drinan  and  Ann  Bosworth,  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Carbondale  student  body,  and  Bard  Grosse,  Co-Chairman  of 
the  Student  Council,  were  introduced  to  the  members  of  the  Board. 
Terry  Proffitt,  Bill  Clover,  and  John  Cwan,  representatives  of  the  Ed- 
wardsville student  body  and  Student  Council,  were  also  introduced  by 
President  Morris. 

President  Morris  indicated  that  copies  of  two  documents  adopted  by 
the  Carbondale  student  government  and  presented  to  him  several  weeks 
ago,  had  been  held  pending  an  opportunity  for  the  students  to  present 
their  views  directly  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Robert  Drinan,  speaking  for  the  Carbondale  student  group,  indicated 
that  it  was  felt  the  biggest  problem  is  one  of  communication  between  the 
administration  and  the  student  body.  He  further  indicated  that  what 
the  student  body  wants  and  needs  is  the  opportunity  to  work  with  the 
administration  in  the  formulation  of  rules  and  regulations  governing 
housing  and  motor  vehicles,  and  to  participate  in  developing  guidelines 
for  student  life. 

At  the  request  of  President  Morris,  Vice-President  Ralph  W.  Ruffner 
outlined  plans  for  a  cooperative  team  of  students,  administrators,  and 
householders  whereby  inspections  of  student  living  quarters  would  be 
conducted  for  classification  in  several  categories  meeting  the  standards 
for  Accepted  Living  Centers.  He  indicated  that  through  this  approach 
it  was  expected  that  a  high  percentage  of  existing  off-campus  student 
housing  in  Carbondale  might  be  classified  as  acceptable. 

Terry  Proffitt,  speaking  for  the  Edwardsville  students,  indicated  that 
a  housing  committee  had  been  set  up  where  complaints  are  registered, 
but  that  there  seemed  to  be  very  little  problem  regarding  housing  at  the 
Edwardsville  Campus. 

President  Morris  emphasized  the  fact  that  housing  regulations  apply  to 
both  campuses,  but  motor  vehicle  regulations  apply  only  at  Carbondale 
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because  the  Edwardsville  Campus  is  essentially  a  commuter  campus.  He 
further  indicated  that  the  motor  vehicle  problem  at  Carbondale  is  more 
than  a  University  problem;  it  is  a  University-community-state  problem, 
and  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  will  probably  be  further  restricted  in  the 
future. 

Both  Chairman  Kenneth  L.  Davis  and  President  Morris  expressed 
their  thanks  to  the  students  for  presenting  their  views  and  pledged  co- 
operation in  solving  the  problems  resulting  from  enforcement  of  exist- 
ing rules  and  regulations. 

PRESENTATION    OF    PLANS    FOR   THE   GENERAL    OFFICES    BUILDING,    CAR- 
BONDALE   CAMPUS 

Mr.  Charles  Pulley,  University  Architect,  was  introduced  to  the 
members  of  the  Board,  and  he  in  turn  introduced  Mrs.  Gertrude  Kerbis, 
Chief  Designer,  and  Mr.  John  Burgee,  Project  Architect,  of  C.  F.  Mur- 
phy Associates  of  Chicago. 

Using  slides  and  drawings,  Mr.  Burgee  indicated  the  location  of  the 
proposed  General  Offices  Building  with  relation  to  Old  Main  Building 
and  the  University  Center.  In  his  presentation,  Mr.  Burgee  emphasized 
the  fact  that  several  problems  had  influenced  the  design  of  a  low  struc- 
ture; namely,  site  location  as  related  to  existing  buildings,  placement  of 
the  proposed  building  in  an  area  of  extremely  heavy  traffic  circulation, 
the  requirements  for  a  building  which  would  be  flexible  in  relation  to 
any  changes  in  function  or  to  future  development  of  related  buildings, 
provision  of  needed  parking  facilities,  and  economy  of  construction. 
Exterior  and  interior  views  were  presented,  showing  a  two-story  build- 
ing with  parking  garage  at  ground  level,  a  pedestrian  level  and  first  floor 
providing  for  office  space  related  to  student  services,  and  a  second  floor 
housing  other  major  academic  and  business  affairs  divisions.  Plans  were 
shown  for  fire  stairs  located  within  each  major  office  grouping,  location 
of  mechanical  equipment  and  elevators,  and  entrances  for  vehicle  and 
pedestrian  traffic. 

On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown, 
the  Board  approved  the  proposed  plans,  subject  to  referral  to  the  Archi- 
tectural Board  for  their  reactions.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr. 
Davis,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none. 
Chairman  Kenneth  L.  Davis  expressed  the  Board's  appreciation  for  this 
presentation,  and  Mrs.  Kerbis  and  Mr.  Burgee  left  the  meeting.

PROPOSAL  TO  SUBSTITUTE  THE  MASTER  OF  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 
DEGREE   FOR   THE   MASTER   OF   SCIENCE   DEGREE 

An  intensive  review  by  the  Graduate  Faculty  in  the  light  of  current 
requirements  of  business,  industry,  and  government  for  well-trained  managerial 
talent  has  brought  about  changes  and  strengthening  of  the  business  curriculum 
and  a  proposal  to  award  the  Master  of  Business  Administration  degree  in  place 
of  the  former  Master  of  Science  degree  in  marketing,  management,  and 
accounting. 

There  are  a  number  of  significant  reasons  for  changing  the  degree  to  be 
awarded: 

1.  The  Master  of  Business  Administration  degree  is  that  awarded  by  most 
American  universities. 

2.  The  profession  of  management  of  modern  enterprise  requires  graduates 
conversant  in  the  several  areas  subsumed  under  the  title  of  business 
administration. 

3.  The  Master  of  Business  Administration  degree  is  regarded  by  the  academic 
and  business  communities  alike  as  a  professional  degree,  and  students  entering 
the  managerial  professions  show  a  strong  preference  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Business  Administration. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois  University 
approve  the  Master  of  Business  Administration  degree  and  a  proposal  to 
substitute  this  degree  for  the  Master  of  Science  be  submitted  to  the  State  of 
Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education.

CHANGE   OF    NAME   OF   DEPARTMENT   OF    SPEECH    CORRECTION 

Approval  is  requested  for  changing  the  name  of  the  Department  of 
Speech  Correction  in  the  School  of  Communications  on  the  Carbondale  Campus 
to  the  Department  of  Speech  Pathology  and  Audiology. 

The  title  proposed  provides  a  more  complete  and  accurate  description  of  the 
function  of  the  program  which  is  actually  carried  on  by  the  department  than 
does  the  old  title,  and  hence  will  be  more  informative  to  students  and  to 
faculty  members.  The  present  designation  is  felt  not  to  recognize  adequately 
an  important  aspect  of  the  departmental  program  in  the  field  of  audiology. 

On  motion  of  F.  Guy  Hitt,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the  Board 
approved  the  request  made  by  the  administration.  The  vote  was  as  fol- 
lows: Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard; 
nay,  none. 

REPORTS  ON  CURRENT  AND  PENDING  MATTERS 

Vice-President  MacVicar,  at  President  Morris'  request,  explained 
a  request  from  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the  University  to  cooperate 
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in  research  covering  a  three-year  period,  during  which  time  prison  in- 
mates would  live  in  Carbondale  under  control  conditions,  but  not  under 
constant  surveillance,  and  take  courses  at  the  Vocational-Technical  In- 
stitute. He  recommended  that  such  a  plan  be  explored  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice,  but  that  the  Board  take  no  action  immediately.  Some 
opposition  was  expressed  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  it 
was  the  consensus  that  the  proposal  should  be  further  developed. 

Vice-President  Rendleman,  at  President  Morris'  request,  explained 
that  the  appraisal  of  the  Good  Luck  Glove  Company  property  was  $175,- 
000.00,  and  that  the  owners  are  unwilling  to  sell  at  that  figure.  He  ex- 
plained further  that  the  property  could  be  leased  at  $1.00  per  square 
foot,  plus  $0.50  per  square  foot  for  the  basement  area,  at  an  annual 
rental  of  approximately  $36,000.00,  and  that  leasing  it  would  relieve  a 
critical  space  shortage.  President  Morris  recommended  that  the  property 
be  leased  beginning  January  1,  1967,  and  during  the  next  biennium.  On 
motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the  Board 
authorized  lease  of  the  property  as  requested.  The  vote  was  as  follows: 
Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay, 
none. 

President  Morris  indicated  that  a  substantial  amount  of  desirable 
office  space  could  be  made  available,  either  by  acquisition  through  the 
Southern  Illinois  Foundation  or  by  rental  of  Washington  Square  dormi- 
tory and  other  unused  dormitories  adjacent  to  the  campus.  He  indicated 
that  it  seemed  desirable  to  remove  all  houses  on  the  south  side  of  Mill 
Street,  which  now  house  many  University  offices,  and  that  the  need  for 
office  space  is  critical.  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  Board  that  the  admini- 
stration should  proceed  within  the  present  authority  granted  them  for 
the  rental  and  acquisition  of  properties  through  the  Foundation. 

President  Morris  presented  the  availability  of  Schloss  Mittersill,  near 
Kutzbuhl,  Austria,  and  explained  that  a  major  portion  of  the  purchase 
price  of  this  property  would  be  a  gift  to  the  University  if  the  University 
would  agree  to  make  a  payment  of  $225,000.00  in  cash  either  during 
1967  or  1968.  After  discussion  of  the  various  aspects  of  providing  an 
International  Center  for  the  University,  it  was  the  consensus  of  the 
Board  that  further  exploration  of  the  matter  should  be  made  by  the 
administration. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3:25  p.m.

HE  DECEMBER  MEETING  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Board  on  Saturday, 
December  10,   1966,  beginning  at  2  p.m. 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  were  present:  Chairman  Ken- 
neth L.  Davis,  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  Harold  R.  Fischer,  F.  Guy  Hitt, 
Melvin  C.  Lockard,  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  Ray  Page.  Mr.  Sturgis  was 
absent. 

Also  present  were  President  Delyte  W.  Morris,  Vice-President  Robert 
W.  MacVicar,  Vice-President  John  S.  Rendleman,  Vice-President  Ralph 
W.  Ruffner,  Director  of  Information  Service  William  H.  Lyons,  As- 
sistant Director  of  Information  Service  C.  A.  Frazer;  Ben  Gelman,  Re- 
porter for  The  Southern  Illinoisan,  John  Palen,  Reporter  for  the  Ed- 
wardsville  Intelligencer,  John  Epperheimer,  Reporter  for  The  Egyp- 
tian, Ronald  D.  Koblitz,  Assistant  News  Director  for  WSIU-FM,  Robert 
T.  Drinan,  President  of  the  Carbondale  Student  Body,  John  Anderson, 
President  of  Thompson  Point  Residence  Halls,  Deborah  S.  Ohl,  Com- 
munications Committee  Chairman  for  the  Carbondale  Student  Body, 
and  Mrs.  Louise  Morehouse,  Recorder  for  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Chairman  presented  minutes  of  a  regular  meeting  held  Novem- 
ber 10,  1966,  copies  of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  members  of 
the  Board  in  advance  of  this  meeting.  On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer, 
seconded  by  F.  Guy  Hitt,  these  minutes  were  approved  as  presented. 

Dr.  Ralph  W.  Ruffner,  Vice-President  for  Student  and  Area  Services, 
presented  a  summary  report  concerning  three  aspects  of  the  Interna- 
tional Services  programs  being  conducted  by  the  University,  as  follows: 
(1)  services  for  foreign  students  on  the  Carbondale  and  Edwardsville 
campuses;  (2)  operational  programs  overseas;  and  (3)  activities  in  con- 
junction with  the  academic  programs  on  both  campuses.  He  indicated 
that  about  600  foreign  students  are  currently  enrolled  at  Carbondale 
Campus,  representing  75  different  countries  or  territories,  and  includ- 
ing ever  increasing  numbers  of  graduate  students.  He  stated  that  ser- 
vices for  these  students  is  quite  different  from  the  type  of  services  pro- 
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vided  for  American  students,  involving  relationships  with  the  State 
Department,  orientation,  and  housing.  He  further  indicated  that  the 
foreign  students  are  considered  a  special  resource  and  are  excellent 
ambassadors  for  their  native  countries  when  they  appear  before  local 
groups. 

Concerning  operational  programs  overseas,  Vice-President  Ruffner 
briefly  outlined  programs  being  carried  on  in  Vietnam,  Afghanistan, 
Nepal,  Mali,  and  Nigeria.  He  indicated  that  if  these  programs  are  ex- 
tended, as  requested  by  the  Agency  for  International  Development,  the 
monetary  total  involved  would  be  approximately  $11,500,000. 

The  third  aspect  of  the  International  Services  program,  as  outlined  by 
Vice-President  Ruffner,  is  the  attempt  to  inject  into  the  academic  life 
blood  of  the  institution  the  benefits  gained  through  experience  in  serv- 
ing overseas.  He  indicated  that  several  interdisciplinary  groups  have 
been  formed  as  a  result  of  the  University's  participation;  namely,  the 
Latin  American  Institute,  Asian  Studies,  and  African  Studies. 

Vice-President  Rendleman  reported  briefly  to  the  Board  concerning 
inter-campus  transportation  at  the  Edwardsville  Campus.  He  indicated 
that  several  methods  of  transportation  had  been  tried,  and  that  currently 
a  Vandalia  firm  selected  by  bid  is  operating  four  trips  daily  each  from 
Alton  and  East  St.  Louis  to  the  Edwardsville  Campus.

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  due  to  weather 
conditions,  the  members  of  the  Board  present  selected  Board  Secretary 
Melvin  C.  Lockard  to  serve  as  Chairman  pro  tempore.  Mr.  Lockard 
designated  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown  to  serve  as  Secretary.  The  Chairman 
presented  minutes  of  a  regular  meeting  held  December  10,  1966,  copies 
of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  members  of  the  Board  in  advance 
of  this  meeting.  On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  F.  Guy 
Hitt,  these  minutes  were  approved  as  presented. 

Dr.  Norman  T.  Kaesberg  and  Mr.  Jack  Ehret  of  Belleville,  Illinois, 
entered  the  meeting  and  were  introduced  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
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of  Trustees.  They  presented  a  request  for  permission  to  install  an  intra- 
campus  transportation  system  on  the  Edwardsville  Campus  as  a  private 
enterprise.  Photographs  of  the  proposed  vehicles  were  distributed  to  the 
members  of  the  Board.  Acting  on  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Arnold  H. 
Maremont,  the  Board  agreed  that  such  a  proposal  should  properly  be 
submitted  to  the  University  administration  for  study  and  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Board.  Dr.  Kaesberg  and  Mr.  Ehret  thanked  the  Board  for 
allowing  them  to  appear  and  left  the  meeting. 

Mr.  James  Broman  of  the  Illinois  State  Chamber  of  Commerce,  accom- 
panied by  nine  representatives  of  the  Madison-St.  Clair  Counties  area 
Chambers  of  Commerce  and  two  representatives  of  the  Carbondale 
Chamber  of  Commerce  appeared  before  the  Board.  Mr.  Broman  pre- 
sented a  policy  statement  proposed  by  the  Illinois  State  Chamber  of 
Commerce  concerning  the  operation  of  campus  stores  at  state  colleges 
and  universities  and  requested  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University  adopt  and  publish  a  formal  policy  on  this  matter. 
Several  representatives  of  local  Chambers  of  Commerce  spoke  briefly. 
President  Morris  expressed  his  gratitude  for  the  view  taken  by  the  Illi- 
nois State  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  group  left  the  meeting. 

President  Morris  then  presented  to  the  Board  the  following  policy 
statement  and  requested  that  it  be  considered  for  adoption: 

Policy  Statement  Regarding  Operation  of  University  Campus  Stores 

It  is  the  intention  and  policy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  University 
campus  stores  shall  be  operated  for  the  students,  staff  and  guests  of  the 
University;  that  such  stores  shall  not  compete  directly  with  privately-owned 
and  operated  retail  stores;  that  the  items  to  be  offered  for  sale  shall  relate  to 
the  educational  and  campus  needs  of  the  students,  staff  and  guests  of  the 
University;  and,  that  only  those  items  shall  be  offered  for  sale  which  are 
commonly  sold  by  campus  stores  at  public  institutions. 

It  is  further  the  intention  of  the  Board  that  if  at  any  time  operation  under 
this  policy  reasonably  creates  a  competitive  situation  with  respect  to  retail 
outlets  within  the  community  in  which  the  University  is  located,  then  this 
policy  shall  be  amended  to  eliminate  such  competition. 

The  policy  presented  was  adopted  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  by  the  unanimous  affirmative  vote  of  those  members  present. 

By  secret  ballot,  in  accordance  with  Part  II,  Article  II,  Section  1  of 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  following  members  of  the 
Board  were  elected  to  serve  as  officers  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified:  Kenneth  L.  Davis,  Chairman;  Lindell  W.  Sturgis,  Vice- 
Chairman;  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  Secretary.  Mr.  Robert  L.  Gallegly  was 
elected  to  serve  as  Treasurer. 

In  accordance  with  Part  II,  Article  III,  Section  1  of  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  following  members  of  the  Board  were  elect- 
ed to  serve  as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee:  Harold  R.  Fischer 
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and  Lindell  W.  Sturgis.  As  stated  in  the  By-Laws,  the  third  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  took  further  action  to  re-elect  F.  Guy  Hitt  to  serve  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  State  Universities  Retirement  System;  to  re-elect 
Melvin  C.  Lockard  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  Southern  Illinois 
University  Foundation,  with  term  expiring  in  June,  1970;  and  to  re- 
elect Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown  to  serve  on  the  Merit  Board,  University 
Civil  Service  System.

In  the  absence  of  President  Morris  I  am  enclosing  herewith  a  copy  of  the 
report  of  fire  loss  suffered  by  the  University  at  the  Edwardsville  Service  Center 
on  October  25,  1966.  Through  the  use  of  our  inventory  control  records  we 
have  been  able  to  establish  precisely  the  monetary  loss  incurred. 

In  view  of  the  policy  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  serve  as  self-insurers,  insurance 
was  not  carried  on  the  contents.  A  further  ramification  of  the  policy  of  the  state 
is  that  when  loss  is  sustained  a  supplemental  appropriation  is  made  available  to 
cover  the  extent  of  the  loss. 

The  details  of  the  loss  have  been  communicated  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education,  since  they  review  all  requests  for  appropriations.  The  staff  of  the 
Board  wishes  to  call  this  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  at  its  meeting  on  January 
10,  with  a  favorable  recommendation.  They  have  requested  that  since  there  is 
no  Board  of  Trustees  meeting  scheduled  between  now  and  that  time  that  the 
Executive  Committee  be  asked  to  authorize  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  to 
submit  a  request  on  behalf  of  the  Board  for  consideration  of  this  matter.  In 
accordance  with  their  wishes  I  am  sending  you  this  information.  If  there  are 
no  objections  I  will  arrange  for  a  conference  telephone  call  at  approximately 
10  a.m.  on  Friday,  December  30,  to  obtain  your  reaction  to  the  proposal. 
Following  is  a  proposed  letter  from  the  Chairman  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education:

A  portion  of  the  Edwardsville  Service  Center  in  Edwardsville,  Illinois,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  on  October  25,  1966.  The  portion  destroyed  contained  the 
warehousing  for  both  the  Edwardsville  and  Carbondale  Campuses  for  General 
Stores.  You  previously  have  been  furnished  with  schedules  showing  the  specific 
losses  incurred  by  the  University  which  were  obtained  from  the  inventory 
control  records  not  damaged  by  the  fire. 

I  am  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern  Illinois 
University  to  seek  approval  of  the  University  obtaining  a  supplemental 
appropriation  for  commodities  and  equipment  in  the  total  amount  of 
$193,933.37  to  cover  the  monetary  value  of  the  loss  incurred  by  the  University. 
This  supplemental  appropriation  would  be  used  to  replenish  the  inventory  lost. 
Your  presentation  of  this  request  to  the  Board  and  their  favorable  reaction 
would  be  appreciated.

UNIVERSITY    CENTER   COMPLETION    AND    ADDITION 

In  1956  when  planning  began  for  the  University  Center  on  the  Carbon- 
dale  Campus  the  enrollment  stood  at  5,576.  The  feasibility  studies  made  at  that 
time  indicated  it  was  practicable  to  build  the  shell  of  the  initial  building  sized 
for  15,000  students,  but  only  to  complete  66  per  cent  of  the  interior  to  accom- 
modate 8,000  students.  However,  when  the  cornerstone  was  laid  in  1959  the 
enrollment  had  reached  7,945  and  when  the  University  Center  was  officially 
opened  on  June  10,  1961,  the  enrollment  stood  at  10,311.  The  1966  Fall  Quarter 
enrollment  of  18,188  indicates  that  the  present  completed  portion  of  the 
University  Center  must  provide  services  for  more  than  double  its  original  design. 
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In  addition  to  the  students,  the  University  Center  also  provides  services  for 
over  4,250  faculty-staff  and  civil  service  personnel.  It  is  now  proposed  to  com- 
plete the  interior  of  the  original  shell  and  to  add  space. 

In  completing  the  present  shell  of  the  University  Center,  provision  will  be 
made  on  the  ground  floor  to  establish  a  self-service  post  office  unit,  remodel  the 
present  snack  bar  and  more  than  double  the  space  allotted  to  the  bookstore. 
The  completion  of  the  first  floor  will  see  the  addition  of  study  lounges,  meeting 
rooms,  administrative  offices,  a  serving  kitchen,  a  public  dining  room  seating 
150,  and  the  completion  of  Ballroom  No.  2.  The  completion  of  the  second 
floor  will  provide  a  library  browsing  room,  a  music  listening  room,  and  office 
space  for  student  activities  and  student  organizations.  The  third  floor  will 
provide  hotel  accommodations  for  thirty  to  forty  guests. 

In  the  proposed  addition  to  the  University  Center  the  basement  will  provide 
space  for  mechanical  equipment,  a  dishwashing  room,  and  an  informal  student 
lounge.  The  ground  floor  will  provide  an  additional  main  dining  room,  two 
private  dining  rooms,  and  space  for  a  new  cafeteria  serving  area  for  the  main 
dining  rooms.  Also  to  be  provided  is  a  300-capacity  auditorium  to  be  used  for 
conventions  and  meetings,  faculty  seminars,  student  activities  and  cultural 
events. 

The  total  project  cost  to  complete  86,633  gross  square  feet  of  existing  space 
and  to  add  64,506  gross  square  feet  of  new  space  has  been  estimated  to  be 
$7,000,000.  The  debt  service  requirements  will  be  met  over  a  38-39  year  serial 
maturity  schedule  for  a  bond  issue.  The  debt  service  and  revenue  requirements 
are  based  on  a  five  per  cent  interest  rate,  which  is  the  estimated  level  required 
for  financing  in  the  current  market.  Revenues  used  to  retire  this  debt  service 
will  be  derived  from  operations,  the  student  University  Center  Building  fee 
and  a  pledge  of  tuition  fees. 

In  order  to  bring  the  University  Center,  its  organizations,  services  and 
programs,  to  an  acceptable  level  and  to  meet  the  pressing  needs  of  the  demands 
placed  upon  it,  authorization  is  requested  to  proceed  with  the  completion  of 
Phase  II  of  the  University  Center. 

On  motion  of  F.  Guy  Hitt,  seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  the 
Board  authorized  the  administration  to  proceed  with  plans  for  the  com- 
pletion of  Phase  II  of  the  University  Center,  as  requested.  In  addition 
the  Board  will  have  preliminary  plans  for  the  project  presented  for 
consideration  at  the  next  scheduled  meeting.  The  vote  was  as  follows: 
Yea,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard,  Mr.  Maremont,  Dr.  Brown; 
nay,  none. 

PHYSICAL    SCIENCES    BUILDING,    CARBONDALE— IBA    PROJECT    #24 

The  extensive  assignment  of  laboratory  space  for  teaching  and  research 
in  the  Physical  Sciences  Building  requires  the  addition  of  a  vacuum  system. 
The  vacuum  system  proposed  would  be  used  in  lieu  of  producing  a  vacuum 
through  water  aspiration  which  would  require  additional  water  and  sewer  lines 
for  this  building  project.  The  vacuum  system  is  essential  to  much  of  the  modern 
chemistry  laboratory  operations.  It  is  estimated  that  the  system  will  cost 
approximately  $95,000. 
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The  Illinois  Building  Authority  which  is  building  the  facility  has  requested 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  obtain  proposals  from  the  plumbing  and 
heating  contractors  presently  on  the  job,  Fowler  Plumbing  &  Heating  and 
Cenco  Piping  Corporation,  as  a  Change  Order  to  their  existing  contracts.  It  is 
not  considered  advisable  to  structure  the  project  for  open  bidding  since  other 
piping  contractors  would  be  reluctant  to  bid  a  project  in  an  uncompleted 
building  where  one  contractor  is  already  doing  work.  It  is  essential  that  the 
vacuum  system  go  in  prior  to  completion  of  the  project  by  Fowler  and  Cenco. 

On  motion  of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  F.  Guy  Hitt,  the 
Board  approved  the  recommendation  made  by  the  administration.  The 
vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard,  Mr.  Mare- 
mont, Dr.  Brown;  nay,  none. 

TEMPORARY    EASEMENT    GRANT    TO     U.S.     FOREST    SERVICE 

The  Board  has  heretofore  agreed  to  lease  a  tract  of  land  and  grant  the 
necessary  access  easement  on  the  Carbondale  campus  for  the  construction  of 
Research  Facilities  by  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  consisting  of  a  laboratory-office 
building.  For  compatible  development  of  the  site  with  the  immediate  area  and 
to  protect  the  construction  area  from  public  access,  the  Forest  Service  has 
requested  an  easement  for  grading  and  also  permission  to  erect  a  construction 
fence  on  the  land  immediately  adjacent  to  the  construction  site.  The  following 
resolution  is  therefore  recommended  for  adoption: 

Resolution 

Whereas,  the  proposed  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Research  Facilities  consisting  of 
a  laboratory-office  building  are  to  be  located  on  the  Carbondale  Campus  of 
Southern  Illinois  University,  and 

Whereas,  the  Board  has  heretofore  provided  a  site  by  lease  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  Research  Facilities  on  the  Carbondale  campus  of  Southern 
Illinois  University,  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  develop  the  said  site  properly  and  safely  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  to  enter  upon  the  adjacent  land  to  make 
necessary  adjustments  of  grading  and  also  erect  a  construction  fence  thereon, 
and 

Whereas,  this  work  shall  be  done  under  contract,  by  a  responsible  contractor, 
and  all  costs  of  work  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  and  approval 
for  all  adjustments  and  the  location  of  the  construction  fence  will  be  obtained 
from  the  University  Architect's  Office; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Southern 
Illinois  University,  in  regular  session  assembled,  that  subject  to  prior  and 
continuing  approval  of  the  Campus  Architect  of  plans  and  operations  pursuant 
thereto,  a  temporary  easement  on  the  following  described  land  be  granted  to 
the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  necessary  adjustments 
of  grading  and  erection  of  a  construction  fence  thereon: 

(Note:  Land  description  has  been  omitted  in  the  interest  of  economy;  such 
description  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Trustees) . 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  University  be  and  is 
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hereby   authorized    to   execute    a   Temporary    Easement    Grant    in    substantial 
accordance  with  the  conditions  set  forth  above. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  Arnold  H.  Mare- 
mont,  the  Board  adopted  the  resolution  presented.  The  vote  was  as  fol- 
lows: Yea,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard,  Mr.  Maremont,  Dr.

RESIDENCE  HALLS  ACTIVITY   PROGRAM   FEE 

President  Morris  requested  that  the  Board  authorize  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  act  in  the  matter  of  Residence  Halls  Activity  Program 
Fee,  subject  to  ratification  by  the  full  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 
He  emphasized  the  fact  that  because  Spring  Quarter  would  begin  before 
the  next  regular  Board  meeting,  it  seemed  desirable  to  request  such 
approval. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  seconded  by  F.  Guy  Hitt,  the 
Board  authorized  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  the  Board,  as  re- 
quested. The  vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lock- 
ard, Mr.  Maremont,  Dr.  Brown;   nay,  none. 

GENERAL   OFFICES   AND   SERVICES   BUILDING,   EDWARDSVILLE   CAMPUS 

Proposals  were  received  January  19,  1967,  for  construction  of  the 
General  Offices  and  Services  Building,  Edwardsville  Campus.  A  tabula- 
tion sheet  showing  all  proposals  received;  high  and  low  estimates  made 
by  McKee-Berger-Mansueto,  Inc.;  high  and  low  estimates  made  by  the 
University  Architects;  and  a  comparison  of  such  proposals  with  funds 
budgeted  for  construction,  was  presented.  A  copy  of  the  tabulation 
sheet  was  placed  on  file  with  the  Secretary  for  deposit  in  the  office  of 
the  Board. 

President  Morris  noted  that  he  had  previously  shared  with  the 
Board  a  lengthy  letter  addressed  to  him  and  prepared  by  Mr.  Rendleman 
regarding  the  complexities  of  the  situation.  He  indicated  that  final  action 
on  the  matter  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Illinois  Building  Author- 
ity, but  undoubtedly  the  Authority  would  wish  a  recommendation  from 
this  Board.  He  noted  that  one  possibility  was  to  reject  all  bids  and  re- 
bid  the  project.  The  other  was  to  negotiate  to  make  available  funds 
coincide  with  the  final  contractual  amount  acceptable  to  the  low  bidder. 
There  was  discussion  regarding  the  various  alternatives  and  factors 
relating  to  the  matter. 

President  Morris  recommended  that  the  Board  recommend  to  the  Illi- 
nois Building  Authority  that  negotiations  be  carried  on  with  the  low 
bidder  to  reconcile  available  funds  with  plans  for  the  building.  On  mo- 
tion of  Arnold  H.  Maremont,  seconded  by  Harold  R.  Fischer,  the  Board 
approved  such  recommendation  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority.  The 
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vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard,  Mr.  Mare- 
mont,  Dr.  Brown;  nay,  none. 

MODIFICATION    OF    TUITION     STRUCTURE 

The  tuition  structure  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  June  29, 
1966,  contains  no  special  provision  for  persons  who  are  serving  in  the  military 
forces  of  the  United  States  and  stationed  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  University 
Council  has  considered  this  matter  and,  being  cognizant  of  the  presence  of 
many  military  personnel  and  their  dependents  living  near  our  various  campuses, 
has  recommended  that  such  personnel  be  charged  in  accordance  with  the  in-state 
schedule  of  tuition  rather  than  the  out-of-state  schedule  where  it  applies.  We 
therefore  request  approval  of  the  following  policy  to  be  added  to  the  present 
regulations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  regarding  tuition  and  to  be  effective  with 
the  Spring  Quarter  of  1967: 

The  non-resident  portion  of  tuition  (if  subject  to  payment  of  tuition)  is 
waived  for: 

(1)  individuals  actively  serving  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  who 
are  stationed  and  present  in  the  State  of  Illinois; 

(2)  the  spouses  and  dependent  children  of  individuals  actively  serving  in  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  and  stationed  in  the  State  of  Illinois  for  the 
period  of  time  such  spouses  and  dependent  children  are  present  and  living  in 
the  State  of  Illinois,  and  for  the  period  of  time  such  military  personnel  are 
stationed  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  temporary  assignments  of  such  military 
personnel  of  short  or  extended  duration  outside  the  State  of  Illinois  notwith- 
standing. 

On  motion  of  Harold  R.  Fischer,  seconded  by  F.  Guy  Hitt,  the  Board 
approved  modification  of  the  tuition  structure,  as  requested.  The  vote 
was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt,  Mr.  Lockard,  Mr.  Maremont, 
Dr.  Brown;  nay,  none. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12:30  p.m.

noisan,  Holim  Kim,  Reporter  for  The  Daily  Egyptian,  Margaret  Perez, 
Reporter  for  The  Daily  Egyptian,  Ronald  Koblitz,  Reporter  for  WSIU- 
FM,  and  Mrs.  Louise  Morehouse,  Recorder  for  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Chairman  presented  minutes  of  a  regular  meeting  held  February 
17,  1967,  copies  of  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  members  of  the 
Board  in  advance  of  the  meeting.  On  motion  of  Melvin  C.  Lockard, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Martin  V.  Brown,  these  minutes  were  approved  as 
presented. 

Mr.  Charles  V.  Matthews,  Director  of  the  Center  for  the  Study  of 
Crime,  Delinquency,  and  Corrections,  was  introduced  to  the  members 
of  the  Board.  He  spoke  briefly  concerning  the  achievements  of  the  Cen- 
ter since  its  inception  in  1962;  the  general  functions  and  plans  for  the 
future  of  the  Center  on  the  Carbondale  and  Edwardsville  campuses;  and 
the  general  trends  on  a  national  basis  as  related  to  the  work  being  car- 
ried on  by  the  Center. 

Using  a  report  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Board  at  the  meet- 
ing, Mr.  Matthews  outlined  courses  taught  on  the  Carbondale  and  Ed- 
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wardsville  campuses,  leading  to  a  field  major  for  Master's  degree  can- 
didates in  cooperating  departments  such  as  Sociology,  Rehabilitation, 
Government,  Recreation,  Education,  and  Psychology.  He  emphasized 
the  fact  that  at  Carbondale  the  work  of  the  Center  is  mainly  concerned 
with  crime  and  correctional  research,  while  at  Edwardsville  the  prin- 
cipal concern  is  for  youth.  A  copy  of  the  report  and  a  report  showing 
the  sources  of  funds  used  for  operation  of  the  Center  were  placed  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  adminis- 
tration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

university  center  completion  and  addition 

At  the  February  17  Board  of  Trustees  meeting  approval  was  given  for 
proceeding  with  the  completion  and  addition  to  the  University  Center,  Carbon- 
dale  Campus.  Question  regarding  the  number  of  hotel  rooms  to  be  included 
was  raised.  The  preliminary  plans  will  be  available  and  opportunity  for  dis- 
cussion will  be  provided  at  the  April  7  meeting. 

Mr.  Pulley,  Mr.  Isbell,  and  Mr.  Dougherty  of  the  University  admini- 
stration, and  Mr.  Steve  Touissant  of  Burnham  &  Hammond,  Inc.,  Chi- 
cago, Illinois,  were  introduced  to  the  members  of  the  Board. 

Using  charts  and  perspective  drawings,  Mr.  Pulley  presented  com- 
parisons of  floor  plans  of  the  present  University  Center  building  with 
proposed  floor  plans,  indicating  the  intended  usage  of  the  additional 
space.  He  indicated  that  it  was  proposed  to  install  escalators  at  the  north 
and  south  ends  of  the  building,  in  addition  to  one  service  elevator  and 
one  passenger  elevator  now  in  use.  Mr.  Pulley  then  showed  a  sketch  of 
the  south  elevation  of  the  existing  building  and  a  proposed  hotel  tower, 
located  south  of  the  proposed  addition.  This  sketch,  prepared  by  archi- 
tects Burnham  Sc  Hammond,  Inc.,  showed  the  architectural  feasibility  of 
a  hotel  tower  containing  from  96  to  200  hotel  rooms  and  utilizing  the 
facilities  of  University  Center  for  various  services. 

Vice-President  Rendleman  indicated  that  it  seemed  desirable  to  pro- 
ceed with  completion  and  addition  of  space,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
conduct  an  economic  and  architectural  study  concerning  the  feasibility 
of  the  hotel  tower.  He  further  indicated  that  such  study  would  probably 
take  from  three  to  four  months. 

On  motion  of  Ray  Page,  seconded  by  Melvin  C.  Lockard,  the  Board 
approved  completion  of  the  interior  of  the  existing  building  and  the 
addition  of  space  as  indicated  on  the  floor  plans  presented,  except  the 
hotel  rooms  are  not  to  be  constructed  in  the  present  building;  further, 
that  consideration  of  the  hotel  tower  was  to  be  delayed  until  results  of 
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the  economic  and  architectural  feasibility  study  had  been  received.  The 
vote  was  as  follows:  Yea,  Mr.  Davis,  Dr.  Brown,  Mr.  Fischer,  Mr.  Hitt, 
Mr.  Page,  Mr.  Lockard;  nay,  none.  The  Board  further  stipulated  that 
community  interests  be  involved  in  the  actual  planning  of  the  proposed 
hotel  facilities,  working  on  assessment  of  the  socio-economic  effect  upon 
the  entire  area.

At  a  subsequent  meeting  the  Board  met  with  the  dean  or  chairman 
of  four  schools  of  architecture,  as  follows:  Lawrence  B.  Anderson,  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Architecture  and  Planning,  M.I.T.;  Kenneth  A.  Smith,  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Architecture,  Columbia  University;  George  E.  Danforth,  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Architecture  and  City  Planning,  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology;  and  Charles  W.  Moore,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Archi- 
tecture, Yale  University. 

After  consultation  this  group  submitted  a  report  concluding  with  the 
suggestion  that  a  Board  of  Architectural  Consultation  be  appointed  to  assist 
among  other  things  in  the  selection  of  firms  for  major  projects  on  the  Carbon- 
dale  Campus.  (Mr.  Gyo  Obata,  of  Hellmuth,  Obata  and  Kassabaum,  and  Mr. 
Hideo  Sasaki,  of  Sasaki,  Dawson,  DeMay  Associates,  Inc.,  serve  a  similar 
function  with  respect  to  the  Edwardsville  Campus.) 

By  authority  of  the  Board  such  an  architectural  consultation  committee  was 
formed  and  consists  of:  Lawrence  B.  Anderson,  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Architecture  and  Planning,  M.I.T.;  Charles  W.  Moore,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Architecture,  Yale  University;  and  Joseph  R.  Passonneau,  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Architecture,  Washington  University. 

The  consultation  committee  has  now  met  in  three  two-day  meetings.  Many 
matters  regarding  the  architectural  planning  of  the  University  have  been 
discussed.  As  a  part  of  their  discussion  they,  together  with  University  Architect 
Mr.  Charles  Pulley,  have  interviewed  a  number  of  firms,  and  it  is  now 
recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  the  employment  of  the  following  firms 
for  the  facilities  indicated  on  the  Carbondale  Campus:

That  the  Grantor,  Southern  Illinois  University,  in  consideration  of  the  sum 
of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  in  hand  paid  by  the  Central  Illinois  Public  Service 
Company,  the  Grantee  herein,  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged, 
hereby  grants  to  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  the  right  to  con- 
struct, lay,  operate,  renew,  alter,  inspect  and  maintain  a  buried  pipeline  for 
the  transportation  of  gas  under  and  through  the  land  hereinafter  described, 
such  pipeline  to  form  a  part  of  a  gas  transmission  and  distribution  system  to 
be  owned  and  operated  by  the  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  extending  from 
the  land  owned  by  the  Grantee  and  the  structures  thereon  in  Williamson 
County,  Illinois,  to  other  lands  and  structures  located  beyond  the  land  here- 
inafter described,  with  the  right  to  remove  trees  and  brush  on  the  said  land  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  and  the  right  of  ingress  and  egrees  to  and  from  such 
pipeline  at  any  and  all  times.  By  the  acceptance  hereof,  the  Grantee  agrees  as  a 
condition  of  this  grant  to  bury  such  pipeline  so  that  it  will  not  interfere  with 
the  cultivation  or  drainage  of  the  land  and  also  to  pay  promptly  any  and  all 
damage  to  personal  or  real  property  which  may  be  suffered  from  the  construc- 
tion, laying,  operation,  renewal,  alteration,  inspection  or  maintenance  of  such 
pipeline,  or  from  the  failure  or  omission  thereof.

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  ad- 
ministration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

completion  date  for  university  park  residence  halls 

As  the  University  Park  Residence  Halls  project  neared  completion  it 
became  apparent  that  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  some  apparent  and  others 
obscure,  the  whole  complex  could  not  be  finished  for  Fall  Quarter.  Accordingly, 
we  directed  the  contractors  to  cease  work  on  Triads  145  and  attempt  to  com- 
plete the  others  in  time  for  Fall  occupancy.  This  action  on  our  part  further 
extended  the  date  for  total  completion  of  the  project.  One  of  the  factors  bear- 
ing on  the  delay  of  completion  was  the  requirement  of  the  Purchasing  Act  that 
at  least  five  prime  contracts  be  let,  and  that  different  buildings  be  bid 
separately,  resulting  in  difficulty  in  our  coordinating  the  work.  In  fact  there 
are  twenty  firms  with  direct  contracts  with  the  University  for  different  portions 
of  the  work  and  different  buildings  of  the  project.  Thus,  even  if  we  could 
determine  what  portion  of  the  delay  was  not  because  of  lack  of  coordination, 
there  is  a  near  impossibility  of  selecting  the  contractors  against  whom  damages 
may  be  claimed  and  in  assessing  for  each  an  equitable  share  of  the  damages. 
Accordingly,  the  following  resolution  waiving  late  completion  of  the  project 
is  recommended.  Although  no  Housing  and  Urban  Development  bond  money 
is  involved,  that  office  will  not  approve  the  final  payment  to  the  contractors 
until  this  resolution  is  furnished  them.

Whereas,  the  late  completion  of  the  one  unit  was  not  solely  the  fault  of 
any  or  all  of  the  contractors  for  the  project, 
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Now,  Therefore,  Any  differences  between  the  scheduled  required  completion 
date  and  the  actual  date  of  acceptance  by  the  University  is  hereby  forgiven  and 
waived.

RECOMMENDATION    FOR    HONORARY    DEGREE,    CARBONDALE    CAMPUS 

It  is  recommended  that  at  the  June  10,  1967,  commencement  or  some 
commencement  thereafter,  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  be  awarded 
Clark  M.  Eichelberger,  Chairman  of  the  Commission  to  Study  the  Organiza- 
tion of  Peace  (a  research  affiliate  of  the  United  Nations  Association)  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  Nations  Association. 
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Clark  M.  Eichelberger  was  born  in  Freeport,  Illinois,  July  29,  1896.  He  stud- 
ied at  Northwestern  University  (1914-17)  and  at  the  University  of  Chicago 
(1919-20);  he  served  in  the  A.E.F.  during  World  War  I  (1917-19).  He  was  a 
Lecturer  on  national  and  international  affairs  in  the  Radcliffe  Chautauqua 
System,  Washington,  D.C.,  1922-28.  He  served  successively  as  Director,  Midwest 
Office,  League  of  Nations  Association,  1929-34;  Director,  National  Office, 
League  of  Nations  Association,    1934-45;    Director  of   the   Association   for   the 

United  Nations,   1946-64;  Vice-President,  United  Nations  Association   1964 ; 

Director,  Commission  to  Study  the  Organization  of  Peace,  1939-64;  and  Chair- 
man,  Commisison   to   Study   the   Organization   of   Peace,    1964 .    He   was   a 

Temporary  Member,  League  of  Nations  Secretariat,  1938;  Director,  Commit- 
tee to  Defend  America  by  Aiding  the  Allies,  1941;  Consultant,  State  Depart- 
ment, and  Member  of  Committee  to  Prepare  Draft  U.  N.  Charter,  1942-43; 
Consultant  to  American  Delegation  to  San  Francisco  Conference  on  U.  N., 
1945;  decorated  Chevalier,  Legion  of  Honor,  France,  1934.  He  has  written 
four  books  dealing  with  the  U.  N.,  and  he  has  also  edited  and  contributed  edi- 
torials in  each  monthly  publication  of  the  American  Association  for  the  U.  N. 
over  the  last  twenty  years.  In  addition,  he  has  served  as  Editor  of  the  seven- 
teen reports  of  the  Commission  to  Study  the  Organization  of  Peace. 

This  recommendation  has  been  initiated  by  our  Faculty  Committee  on  Hon- 
orary Degrees  and  has  the  endorsement  of  the  administration. 

The  Board  unanimously  approved  the  administration's  recommenda- 
tion for  award  of  the  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  to  Clark  M.  Eichelberger. 

RECOMMENDATION    FOR    DISTINGUISHED    SERVICE    AWARD,    CARBONDALE 
CAMPUS 

It  is  recommended  that  at  the  June  10,  1967,  commencement  or  some 
commencement  thereafter,  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  be  awarded  to 
General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  HI,  retired. 

Major  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  III,  first  grandson  of  President  Grant, 
graduated  from  West  Point  as  his  father  and  grandfather  before  him,  and 
served  over  forty  years  in  the  army.  During  this  time  he  was  in  the  Philippines, 
1903-1904,  in  Cuba  in  1906,  in  Mexico  in  1914  and  1916,  a  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Staff  Corps  during  the  First  World  War,  with  the  Supreme  War  Council 
and  the  American  Commission  to  Negotiate  Peace  at  Versailles,  and  in  the 
Office  of  Civilian  Defense  during  the  Second  World  War. 

A  graduate  of  the  U.S.  Engineering  School,  he  has  maintained  an  active 
interest  in  engineering  and  building  projects.  In  1926,  he  became  Director  of 
Public  Buildings  and  Parks  in  the  National  Capital,  and  later  served  as  Chair- 
man of  the  National  Park  and  Planning  Commission  and  with  other  groups 
interested  in  planning  and  preservation. 

From  1946  to  1951  he  was  Vice  President  of  George  Washington  University, 
and  has  also  served  as  President  of  the  Columbia  Historical  Society  and  chair- 
man of  the  National  Civil  War  Centennial  Commission. 

General  Grant  has  assisted  several  generations  of  scholars  in  their  efforts  to 
understand  his  grandfather.  His  generous  cooperation  with  the  Ulysses  S.  Grant 
Association  has  enabled  the  Association  and  the  Southern  Illinois  University 
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Press  the  prepare  the  text  of  all  Grant  letters  for  the  edition  of  the  Papers  of 
Ulysses  S.  Grant,  especially  the  letters  of  Grant  to  his  wife  which  were  previously 
unavailable  to  scholars.  Without  his  frequent  services  as  advisor  to  the  Grant 
Association  and  of  his  membership  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  project  would 
have  been  impossible.  The  first  volume  of  the  papers  is  dedicated  to  him. 

The  Board  unanimously  approved  the  administration's  recommenda- 
tion for  award  of  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  to  General  Ulysses  S. 
Grant,  III. 

The  Board  considered,  in  executive  session,  items  relating  to  the  an- 
nual internal  budget  for  operations  for  1967-68.  Lists  of  salaries  pro- 
posed for  administrative  and/or  faculty  administrative  personnel  on 
continuing  appointment,  and  lists  of  salaries  proposed  for  administra- 
tive and/or  faculty  administrative  personnel  on  term  appointment  for 
the  fiscal  year  1967-68,  were  presented  by  President  Morris.  A  copy  of 
each  document  was  placed  on  file  with  the  Secretary  for  deposit  in  the 
office  of  the  Board. 

After  full  consideration  of  such  salary  lists,  the  Board  unanimously 
approved  the  recommendations  made  by  the  administration,  subject  to 
adjustments  that  may  be  made  by  President  Morris,  and  also  subject 
to  approval  of  increases  in  the  operating  budget  currently  pending  in 
the  Legislature. 

The  Board  then  moved  to  increase  by  $2,000  the  annual  tax-deferred 
annuity  contract  for  President  Delyte  W.  Morris,  making  a  total  of  $14,- 
000  tax-deferred  annuity  for  the  fiscal  year  1967-68,  in  addition  to  base 
salary  of  $36,000  per  annum.

Matters  Presented  by  President  Morris 

the  following  university  matters  were  presented  by  the  admini- 
stration for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

ADJUSTMENT  OF  TUITION  AND  FEES  FOR  PART-TIME  STUDENTS 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  set  the  tuition  and  fees  for  students  en- 
rolled at  Southern  Illinois  University  and  revised  these  from  time  to  time.  At 
the  May  22,  1959,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  principle  of  definite 
fees  for  part-time  students  was  also  established. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Edwardsville  Campus  and  with  the  advent  of 
greater  numbers  of  part-time  students,  it  has  been  determined  desirable  to 
make  a  further  refinement  and  adjustment  in  fees  for  part-time  students.  It  is 
suggested  that  instead  of  the  present  dual  assessment  system  that  there  be  estab- 
lished a  tri-partite  system  which  would  permit  the  assessment  of  different  tui- 
tion fees  for  students  taking  five  hours  or  less;  those  taking  six  to  ten  hours; 
and  those  taking  eleven  hours  or  more. 

This  proposed  division  is  academically  sound  in  that  it  would  avoid  pres- 
sures on  students  to  carry  an  undue  amount  of  credit  simply  because  of  eco- 
nomic factors.  Likewise,  it  will  encourage  the  adult  student  who  cannot  for 
personal  reasons  take  more  than  a  single  course.  There  has  been  a  desire 
moreover  from  the  Student  Council  for  part-time  students,  who  often  share  in 
the  varied  student  activities  program,  to  also  contribute  to  the  cost  of  these 
activities;  thus  the  student  activity  fee  has  been  prorated  for  the  part-time  stu- 
dents. 

The  refinements  in  the  fee  structure  will  assist  the  educational  and  student 
affairs  programs.  Income  will  not  be  adversely  affected. 

The  rates  are  based  on  the  tuition  and  fee  schedule  established  on  April 
24,  1964  (for  In-State  full  time  students)  and  on  June  29,  1966  (for  Out-of- 
State  full  time  students)  . 

The  following  tuition  and  fee  schedule  to  become  effective  with  the  Winter 
Quarter,  1968  (fees  assessed  during  the  Fall  Quarter,  1967)  is  recommended 
for  approval:
